Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars to surface with asphalt penetration, 
Pleasant Avenue Extension, and to build catch basins and 
drains on said street.

Article 17, 18, and 32 taken up in conjunction. 


Motion made and seconded that the town raise and appro- 
priate the sum of eighty-seven dollars and fifty-seven cents 
to install one electric light on Oregon Street, one electric light 
on North Central Street, one electric light on Maple Avenue, 
and two electric lights on North Bedford Street. | 


This motion was amended and voted unanimously to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred and five dollars 
and fifty-seven cents to install one electric light on Oregon 
Street, one electric light on North Central Street, two electric 
lights on Maple Avenue, and two electric lights on North Bed- 
ford Street. 


Article 19. Voted, in the negative. To authorize the 
Board of Water Commissioners to raise the water rate from 
seven dollars to nine dollars. Vote taken by a show of hands 
and counted by tellers. The following tellers were appointed 
by the Moderator: Michael F. Feeney, Leo R. Trudeau, Paul 
T. Keefe, and Joseph E. Rochette.

Motion declared not carried by the Moderator. 
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Voted to rescind the vote on Article 19. Motion made 
and voted, in the affirmative: To authorize the Board of 
Water Commissioners to raise the water rates from seven 
dollars to nine dollars. 


Article 20. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of 
four thousand five hundred fifty-nine dollars and forty cents 
to lay thirteen hundred feet of six-inch water main in Pleas- 
ant Avenue from Pleasant Street to the end of Pleasant Avenue 
Extension.

Article 21. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum 
of two thousand dollars to purchase and install a six-inch water 
meter on Harvard Street at the connection with the Brockton

Article 22. To see if the Town will authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of a majority of the Board of 
Selectmen, to borrow a sum of money not in excess of four 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars and to issue notes or bonds 
of the Town therefor, for not more than fifteen years, for the 
purpose of laying and relaying water mains of not less than 
six inches but less than sixteen inches in diameter.

town meeting in 1952, three for terms of one year each, three 
for terms of two years each, three for terms of three years 
each, and thereafter in accordance with the provisions of the 
Statute.

Section 1. Department of Civil Defense. There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called 
the “‘department”). It shall be the function of the depart- 
ment to have charge of civil defense, as defined in Section 1, 
Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil defense func- 
tions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated there- 
under, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the 
governor under said Chapter 639. | 


Section 2. Director of Civil Defense. The department 
shall be under the direction of a director of civil defense (here- 
inafter called the ‘“Director’’), who shall be appointed as 
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prescribed by law. The director shall have direct respon- 
sibility for the organization, administration and operation of 
the department, subject to the direction and control of the 
appointing authority, and shall receive such salary as may 
be fixed from time to time by the appointing authority. The 
director may, within the limits of the amount appropriated 
therefor, appoint such experts, clerks and other assistants 
as the work of the department may require and may remove 
them and may make such expenditures as may be necessary 
to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950. 


The director shall also have authority to appoint district 
co-ordinators and may accept and may receive on behalf of 
the town, services, equipment, supplies, materials or funds by 
way of gifts, grant or loan, for purposes of civil defense, 
offered by the federal government or any agency or officer 
thereof, or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the 
terms of the offer, and the rules and regulations, if any, of 
the agency making the offer. The director shall cause appro- 
priate records to be kept of all matters relating to such gifts, 
grants or loans. 


Section 3. Civil Defense Advisory Council. There is 
hereby established a civil defense advisory council (herein 
after called the “Council”’). Said council shall serve without 
pay and shall consist of the director of civil defense, such 
other department heads and such other persons as the au- 
thority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall 
designate shall serve as chairman of said council. Said council 
shall serve subject to the direction and control of the appoint- 
ing authority and shall advise said appointing authority and 
the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 


Section 4. Police Aid to Other Cities and Towns in Event 
of Riots or Other Violence Therein. The police department is 
hereby authorized to go to the aid of another city or town, 
at the request of:said city or town, in the suppression of riots 
or other forms of violence therein. 
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Section 5. Termination of Ordinance (By-Laws). This 
Ordinance (By-Laws) shall remain in force during the effec- 
tive period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any act in 
amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 


Section 6. Definition. All references to Chapter 639, 
Acts of 1950, as now in force, shall be applicable to any act 
or acts in amendment or continuation of or substitution for 
said Chapter 639.

The attention of owners and keepers of dogs is called 
to the following extracts from Chapter 140 of the General 
Laws as amended: 


Definition: ‘License period,’ the time between April 
first and the following March thirty-first, both dates inclusive. 


Section 137. A person who at the commencement of a 
license period is, or who during any license period becomes, 
the owner or keeper of a dog when it becomes three ‘months 
old during a license period, shall cause it to be registered, 
numbered, described and licensed until the end of such license 
period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so registered, num- 
bered, described and licensed during any license period, in 
order to own or keep such dog after the beginning of the 
succeeding license period, shall, before the beginning thereof, 
cause it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
such period. 

The license shall be in a form prescribed by the director, 
upon a blank to be furnished,—by the county in which the 
town is located, and shall be subject to the condition expressed 
therein that the dog which is the subject of the license shall 
be controlled and restrained from killing, chasing or harassing 
live stock or fowls. The owner or keeper of a licensed dog 
shall cause it to wear around its neck or body a collar or 
harness of leather or other suitable material, to which shall 
be securely attached a tag in a form prescribed by the director, 
and upon which shall appear the license number, the name of 
the town issuing such license and the year of issue. Such tags 
shall be furnished in the same manner as the license blanks, 
and if any such tag shall be lost the owner or keeper of such 
dog shall forthwith secure a substitute tag from the town 
clerk. 

Section 139. Fees for licenses. The fee for every license 
shall, except as otherwise provided, be two dollars for a male 
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dog and five dollars for a female dog, unless a certificate of a 
registered veterinarian who performed the operation that said 
female dog has been spayed and has thereby been deprived of 
the power of propagation has been filed with the town clerk, in 
which case the fee shall be two dollars. <A certified copy of 
such certificate on file in the office of any town clerk within 
the Commonwealth may be accepted as evidence that the said 
operation has been performed.

All persons are respectfully requested to: examine the 
following reports of births, marriages and deaths and re- 
port to the Town Clerk any errors or omissions that may 
be discerned therein, so that the records may be corrected. 
An error in the record, other than a mistake in copying 
a certificate or return, can be corrected only in accordance 
with a deposition under oath made by one who is required 
by law to furnish the information for the original record 
or by one or more creditable persons having knowledge of 
the case. 


(See General Laws, Chapter 46, Section 13, as amended.) 


Births occurring late in the year are sometimes returned 
without the Christian name. In such cases’ parents should 
return the name to the Town Clerk as soon as selected, as 
incompleteness of the record may occasion trouble in the 
future. 


Attention is particularly called to the following extracts 
from the General Laws: 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 46 


Section 1. Each city and town clerk shall receive or 
obtain and record ... facts relative to the births . . . in his 
city or town. 


Section 3. Every physician or medical officer regis- 
tered shall keep a record of the birth of every child in cases 
of which he was in charge and... shall, within fifteen days 
after such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of 
the town where such birth occurred, a report ... if the child 
is illegitimate, the name and other facts relating to the father 
shall not be stated except at the request in writing of both 
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father and mother filed ... A physician or any such officer 
violating any provision of this section shall forfeit not more 
than twenty-five dollars... 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required... 
shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of the town 
... or of any person authorized by him. (Penalty for refus- 
ing, not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty days after a birth 
in his house shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such a child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 836. If a marriage is solemnized in another state 
between parties living in this Commonwealth, who return to 
dwell here, they shall within seven days after their return, 
file with the clerk or registrar of the town where either of 
them lived at the time of their marriage, a certificate or dec- 
laration of their marriage including the facts required in a 
notice of intention of marriage. | 


Section 55. Whoever violates Section 86 shall forfeit 
ten dollars. 


The Town Clerk hereby gives notice that he is prepared 
to furnish parents, householders, physicians and registered 
hospital medical offiers applying therefor, with blanks for 
return of births as required by law.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater : 


- I hereby submit my report as Highway Surveyor for the 
year ending December 31, 1951. 


The following work has been done this year: 


All black-top roads have had patching done to fill up the 
holes from the frost. The gravel roads have been scraped 
and re-graveled to keep them in good condition for travel. We 
have only a few miles of gravel roads in town and would like 
to have them all rebuilt with a black-top. There are several 
articles in the warrant this year and if the voters will give 
them their attention, our roads would all be in good con- 
dition. 


The streets were all plowed of snow, and the centre and 
around public buildings the snow was carted away to make 
easy parking for the automobiles. Sanding was done as 
needed. 


Street Oiling—Pine Street, from Washington Street to 
Harvard Street; Highland Street, from North Bedford Street 
to Elm Street; Thatcher Street, from Summer Street to Brock- 
ton Line; Winter Street, from Whitman Line to Brockton Line; 
Matfield Street, from Pleasant Street to West Bridgewater 
Line; Plymouth Street, from Central Street to Carver Cotton 
Gin Co., and Old Plymouth Street. 


Special Work—New sidewalk on Whitman Street from 
Bedford Street to the Carver Cotton Gin Co., with a curbing 
from Bedford Street past the residence of Myron D. Whitman. 
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Pleasant Avenue has been all re-graveled and put in con- 
dition for the seal coating this year. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance—West Street has been widened 
and the side of the street has had an oil penetration put on to 
hold the road in place. 


Bridge and new road on Belmont Street from Elm to the 
top of the hill near the Leland farm on Belmont Street—A new 
arch bridge was constructed to replace the old stone bridge. 


Part of Oregon Street was rebuilt this year with new 
gravel and seal coat penetration. 


I have an article in the warrant this year to replace the 
bridge on Water Street that is not safe for too heavy travel. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Citizens, Voters, Board 


of Selectmen, and Finance Committee for their cooperation in 
1951.

In making this report to the townspeople, the East Bridge- 
water Public Health Nursing Association, Inc., wishes to state 
first of all, that the nursing service is available to all, whether 
it be a chronic case or a case of some simple nature. The 
report of the nurse for this year substantiates the fact that 
many have been helped through our services, when the total 
visits reached 1998. With the board members working effec- 
tively with the nurses, a requisite step in the furtherance of 
public health work, we feel that we have made progress toward 
our goal for the best in public health service in East Bridge- 
water:

It is not only home and office visits that have kept our 
nurses busy. Under staff education Miss Farren reported: 
8 classes in orthopedic nursing and 6 classes in tuberculosis 
nursing held by the Massachusetts department of Public 
Health at Quincy; lectures on “Latest Drugs” held at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital; Regional Conference of the — 
National Organization of Public Health Nursing held in Prov- — 
idence, R. I. Miss Farren also attended a “Workshop” con- — 
ducted at Simmons College for a week in June, sponsored by 


the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and paid for — 


with federal funds, studying: ‘Maternal Child Health.” A — 
group of 65 Public Health and trained nurses attended the 
classes. She accomplished a beautiful piece of work at Christ- 
mas in distributing clothing, food and gifts to the sick and 
shut-ins for various churches and organizations in the town. 


Owing to the fact that we found the treasury of the 
association badly depleted the past summer, we held a Garden ~ 
Party in August, realizing from the event almost $400.00. We 
mention this because such an undertaking could not have been 
done by a few, rather it was a very large group that helped, ~ 
including residents who joined us from all sections of the 
town. We felt pleased over the financial success of the event, 
but further, we felt that the help given us so generously was 
an expression of the good-will of the townspeople in recogni- 
tion of the good work the nurses are doing in the community. — 
We would like to write the long list of names from our record — 
of all those in the community that helped. But, lacking space, 
we say a Sincere hearty “thank you” to all who assisted in 
this particular money-making project. 
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The nurse has transported during the year several pa- 
tients to the Brockton and Plymouth County Hospitals, and 
when found necessary mothers were transported with ‘their | 
abies to the Well Child Clinics. All mothers are most wel- 
_ come to the clinics, and a telephone call to the office of the 
nurse for transportation will be taken care of. It was rather 
an outstanding item in the report of the nurse that out of the 
98 births, noted in the local papers, she had seen 86 of the 
babies. A truly fine record. 


The committee is deeply appreciative of the bequest in the 
will of the late Miss Anna L. Hill of East Bridgewater in the 
amount of $1,000.00, this to be known as the Anna L. Hill 
Fund. The specific use of this money is for tonsil and adenoid 
operations. | 


Many gifts have been received from individuals, churches, 
clubs and organizations, and the committee feels warmly grate- 
ful for the interest of these contributors, whose gifts do so 
much good, and challenge the committee to increase and better 
the nursing service in every way possible.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


; To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


All petitions requesting extensions of Water Mains pre- 
sented at the last regular Town Meeting have been installed 
and are as follows: 1300 feet of six inch pipe with two sup- 
porting hydrants on Pleasant Avenue. 


In addition to this construction, 700 feet of pipe installed 
on Wildwood Avenue, 800 feet of pipe installed on Chestnut 
Street connecting Mains from Central Street to Bridge Street, 
thus eliminating two dead ends. 


During the year 1951, 45 new services were installed and 
23 service renewals. At the present time there are 1230 
water services in the Town, 1112 are metered services and the 
Department has on hand 96 new meters. 


These new meters were ordered March 15, 1951, and we 
did not receive them until Dec. 15, 1951. 


The Water Commissioners will ask for funds to purchase 
50 new meters at the Annual Town Meeting and feel con- 
fident that the Town of East Bridgewater will be one hundred 
per cent metered at the close of 1952. 


The Water Commissioners early in 1951 contacted the 
Brockton Water Department and after consultation with Supt. 
Ryan the City of Brockton agreed to place an order for and 
install a.6-inch Fire Flow Meter on the 24-inch Main on 
Harvard Street. In December of this year we received a 


communication from the Brockton Water Department that 


the meter would be installed at the earliest possible date. 


The Water Commissioners will insert an article in the 
Town Warrant to, remove the 4-inch pipe on Central Street 
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between the Estate of William Perkins and the residence of ~ 


John Kingston and replace it with 6-inch pipe to continue un- 
interrupted the flow of water along Central Street. 


An article will be inserted to remove the dead end on 
Cross Street and complete the circuit of water between North 
Central and Cross Streets. This is in accordance with the 
Water Survey Report which is extremely helpful as a | guide 
for future construction. 


The Water Commissioners feel that due to the tremen- 
dous cost of pipe and material, which is steadily mounting, 
construction for the coming year should be held to a minimum. 


The Board held 39 meetings this past year and plan dur- 
ing 1952 to hold weekly meetings at the New Town Offices — 
in an endeavor to give more constant consideration to the ~ 
citizens of East Bridgewater. |

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance submit the following report for the year 1951: 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Twenty-five applications were received for Old Age 
Assistance. Nineteen of these were approved, five were found 
ineligible and one application was withdrawn. Of the nineteen 
cases added, seventeen were new cases, two were reopened. 


Twenty-one cases were closed during the year, twelve were 
transferred to other cities and towns, four by death and in five 
cases because of increased income from other sources. A total 
of one hundred six cases received assistance. 


Seventy of these cases had an East Bridgewater settle- 
ment, fifteen were settled in other cities and towns and twenty- 
one were unsettled. 


The one hundred and six active cases received $52,471.87 
in cash grants. In addition, they received $90.00 Ambulance 
Service, $1,125.47 Hospitalization, $118.00 Oculist, $212.00 
Services, $140.00 Dentist, $4,856.15 Doctors, $110.78 Other 
services, $4,161.06 Drugs and $150.00 Burial. 


Other cities and towns received $3,587.90 for aid ren- 
dered by them for sixteen cases having an East Bridgewater 
settlement. 


We recevied in Federal grants, $32,253.77. Reimburse- 
ment from the Commonwealth amounted to $26,588.00 and 
from other Towns, $1,393.39. 
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AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Five applications were received under the Aid to Depend- 
ent Children program during the year 1951. Four of these 
cases were new and one was reopened. Three cases were 
closed, making a total of twelve cases consisting of thirty-two 
persons aided during the year. 


$5,910.70 was granted these cases in cash, $380.71 was 
paid for Medical care, $3.00 for Dental care, $5. 00 for Oculist 
services and $4.30 for Hospital services. 


$2,673.89 was received for Federal grants and the Com- 
monwealth’s share amounts to $1,802.68. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


Eight cases were being aided under General Relief as of 
January 1, 1951, and during the year nine new cases were 
opened and ten cases closed, leaving seven active cases, De- 
cember 31, 1951. Seven of these cases had an East Bridge- 
water settlement, four were settled in other towns and six 
were State cases. These seventeen cases totaled forty-eight 
persons. 


Aid granted these cases amounted to $6,959.61. $2,649.15 
was paid other towns and institutions for aid granted by them 
for six East Bridgewateér cases. $113.30 was used for the Dis- 
ability Aid program. 


Reimbursement from the Commonwealth will amount to 
$5,113.75 and from other towns, $346.88. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


The new Federal sponsored program for Disabled per- 
sons became effective as of November 1, 1951. This program 
is to give assistance to any needy Disabled person, eighteen — 
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years of age or over. This new law becomes Chapter 118-D 
of the General Laws and the Federal and State governments 
reimburse the town seventy-five percent of the total expendi- 
tures. As no funds were provided for payments in this cate- 
gory, it was made permissive under Section 4 of the act, that 
payments for the purposes of this act granted between Novem- 
ber 1 and December 31, of this year, to be made by the town 
from General Relief funds. 


Four applications under this program were received and 
three of them were granted assistance. 


On October 1, 1951, there was a new cost of living in- 
crease amounting to 5.4%, which applied to most cases in the 
different categories. This increase did not apply in all in- 
stances, but did to the basic items of the State Standard budget. 
Most of the cases in all categories which were entitled to this 
increase received them on October, 1951, and those eligible 
cases which did not receive them on that date did as soon as 
possible thereafter and their payments were adjusted back to 
- October 1, 1951. 


Our office is now located in the new Town Office building 
on Central Street. On September 29, 1951, we moved into the 
rooms assigned us by the Selectmen. These rooms are on the 
second floor on the southeasterly side of the building. With 
_a few alterations and the addition of heat, we now have two 
_ pleasant connecting offices.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees of the East Bridgewater 
Public Library: 


I present the 67th annual report of the East Bridgewater 
Public Library for the year ending December 31, 1951. 3 


In a recent poll it was indicated that about 10 per, cent 
of the U. S. adult population does 70 per cent of the book 
reading. Why then, you may ask, do we need public libraries? 
The answer is that the modern library aids in practically 
every activity which touches the educational, the cultural, or 
the informational activities of its community. 


Our library continued its many and varied activities in 
serving our townspeople in 1951. Among these may be men- 
tioned answering of innumerable reference questions covering 
a wide range of subjects; procurement of many books for 
patrons from other libraries through the inter-library loan 
service; increased use of the facilities of the children’s depart- 
ment including film programs, and a project in bookbinding; — 
assistance to high school and college students ; mimeographing 
for community groups; use of the building for committee and 
club meetings, book reviews and library programs; and the 
holding of art exhibits. 


The most ambitious undertaking of our library remains 
the work with the schools. In September we began direct 
circulation of books and periodicals in the Central School 
library. We hope to add to the shelves ‘there a basic collec- 
tion of books, catalogued and processed by the public hbrary 


staff. The pupils can then be taught the rudimentary use of | | 


the card catalog. The Senior-Junior high school continues 
to have direct use of the library for bcok selection and ref- 
erence work. 
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In considering the problem of the great group of persons 

' who read no or few books, it seems important to, us that very 

child who attends school in East Bridgewater should learn 

the enjoyment of reading: Working closely with the teachers, 

we are endeavoring to develop the desire for reading, to keep 
open the channels of communication. 


: , A Young People’s Division was made last March. In 
less than a year teen-agers, pleased to find that books keyed . 
' to their own interests are readily accessible, are making us 
look ahead to a larger division. 


Another innovation this past year was the discontinuance 

of fines for overdue books and periodicals. This generous 
move of the Board of Trustees was made possible by the 
i, friendly cooperation of our citizens in assuming their share

We are grateful for the gifts received from our many 
’ friends and to the townspeople who continue to show their

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Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In the past year the services rendered to the veterans 
and their dependents by the Department of Veterans’ Services 
has increased steadily from month to month. A large amount 
of this service has been contact work with the Veterans Admin- 
istration in processing claims for pensions, disabilities, burial 
allowances, tax problems, on the job training problems, G.I. 
mortgage foreclosure and allotment problems. 


Our success in processing the various claims mentioned 
has been very good. The results in actual money figures 
that the veterans and their dependents have received from 
these claims amounts to well over fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000.00). I would be remiss if I did not mention that 
a great deal of this success has been due to the fine coopera- 
tion that your department has received from the State Office 
of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services, Mr. Richard Tobin. 
His office has rendered invaluable service through their V. A. 
contact division, headed by Mr. Edward Cunningham, in pre- 
paring claims to be presented to the Veterans Administration 
adjudication boards. And the rehabilitation division headed 
by Mr. Joseph Gillis; never has one of our case problems been 
too large or too small for Mr. Gillis to help us with and follow 
through to a successful conclusion. 


I want to thank Dr. Hurlburt, Dr. Bannerman, Dr. Scalzo 
and Dr. Morris for the fine cooperation they have given to 
your department of Veterans’ Services when called upon for 
medical reports and affidavits needed in processing claims 
with the Veterans’ Administration. Through their efforts in 
assisting your Service Officer we have had no trouble in hos- 
pitalizing our vetérans in the different V. A. hospitals through- 
out the state. 
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Under Chapter 115, of the General Laws, those eligible for 
Veterans’ Benefits from WWI and WWII are veterans and 
their dependents, provided that the veteran, while a citizen of 
the Commonwealth, served in any of the military or naval orga- 
nizations, mustered into the service of the United States be- 
tween February 3, 1917, and November 11, 1918, and Septem- 
ber 16, 1940, and December 31, 1946, provided that the vet- 
eran received a discharge other than dishonorable. 


Those who served for the first time as stated above since 
June 25, 1950, and the termination of hostilities of the Korean 
War. However, his dependents come under Chapter 797 of 
the General Laws known as the War Allowance Act of 1951 
until such time that he receives a discharge other than dishon- 
orable. 


Since the department has been allotted office space at the 
new town office building, we are gradually becoming organized 
so that Veterans’ Services will render more and quicker serv- 
ice to the veterans and their dependents. A photo-lab has been — 
set up so that there will be no delay in obtaining photo-static | 
copies of valuable discharge papers and vita! statistics when 
needed. 


It has been a privilege to be of service to the veterans 
and their dependents of East Bridgewater.

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Report of Board of Selectmen 


Outstanding in the vear 1951 was the occupancy for the 
_ first time by departments and offices of the town of an office 
building owned by the town. The problems of administration 
increase each year with the requests for an extension of 
services performed by the town. The ability to grant these 
requests needs be governed by the willingness of the towns- 
people to pay in additional services. 


TOWN OFFICE BUILDING 


With the acquisition by purchase of the property at 175 
North Central Street, which contains a large main house, a 
smaller cottage home, barns, sheds and about forty-three and 
one-half acres of land. The site is ideally situated. It must 
be regarded as a progressive step in planning, such a degree of 
foresight as is seldom approved by a town, as many desire to 
deal only with matters of the moment. We believe that the 
townspeople are to be congratulated on their vision and a 
regard for the future of the town by this purchase. 


What have we accomplished by this acquisition, some may 
ask. First, we have now available to the citizens nearly all 
of the town officers and board, each with their own offices and 
a suitable place to meet the public who have business at the 
office. Keenly aware of this, each officer has cooperated in 
the plan to keep the interior of the building decorated in con- 
formity with the suggestion of an old New England home. 


Allocation of space in the new office was made by the 
selectmen and after adjustment all appear to be satisfied. With 
the funds provided at the 1951 town meeting and certain trans- 
fers the board has made necessary improvements deemed im- 
perative. Other needed changes in the building contemplated 
will be made progressively. The preservation of records is 
an important responsibility of the town. To accomplish this 
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protection for records a two-tiered vault was built as planned 
by the foremost architects and approved by experts in this 
field. They are moisture proof, ventilated, heated and have 
interior lights. The vault on the first floor is for the deposit 
of records in current use and the vault on the basement level 
is for records which must be referred to from time to time 
or held for the statutory time before destruction will be ap- 
proved by the Director of Public Records. A check issued this 
week, cashed and returned, must be held for six years. 
Vouchers and payrolls, as well as the warrants authorizing 
payments, must be preserved for this statutory period. The 
building was heated by two heating systems, but there’ was 
no heat on the second floor of the main building, except that 
provided by fireplaces. By the utilization of the two furnaces, 
heating plans were approved which have proven very satis- ~ 
factory. The police department for the first time has two 
rooms for its office suite, a very necessary setup in police work. 
Credit must be given Chief of Police Myron H. Hayden for 
his enthusiasm for the new quarters. 


Much of the work was done by Chief Hayden and the 
police officers without compensation. The police officers voted 
funds from their relief association fund to provide equipment 
for their offices and since being installed in the new quarters 
have been attending a series of conferences which in reality 
is a police school here to exchange ideas and be briefed on 
procedure and law. We have been fortunate in securing a 
competent. man to care for the building and grounds. We 
believe that it will be a matter of pride of the citizens to have 
the building and grounds kept up in the style of an estate, a 
worthy monument to the civic pride of the community. 


The land we visualize as the area for future development. 
With an expanding school enrollment, we appreciate the fact 
that the present Senior-Junior High school will in a few years 
hence only meet the capacity requirements of a Junior High 
school enrollment. Then the problem of the construction of 
a Senior High school will have to be considered. Here on the 
easterly side of the office building is an ideal site for such a 
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building. As we grow, a more modern Town Hall may be 
desired at some future date and land for this is available. Land 
bordering the northerly side of Bedford Street will be avail- 
- able in the future for development as a playground area. This 
year we are asking for a small amount of money to make 
improvements in the former carriage house to develop quarters 
for the workshop of the water department. 


FIRE AND POLICE COMMUNICATION 


- Information from the telephone company is that the new 
dial system of telephone service will be in operation here about 
June 1. This will remove operators from the exchange. Their 
service has been of inestimable value to the police and fire 
departments in the past in their personal attention to handling 
these calls. To compensate for this, in the interest of efficiency, 
we are asking for funds to provide two-way radio communica- 
tion in both departments. Some of the equipment has already 
been secured, but further funds are necessary to make it a 
practical working system. 


CHAPTER 90 HIGHWAY WORK 


This year we recommend that under Chapter 90 high- 
way grants the town approve funds for the reconstruction of 
Spring Street from the end of the 1951 construction to the 
junction of Spring and West Streets. This will then provide 
an excellent route from the center to Route 106. The State 
Department of Public Works estimate of the cost is $26,000.00. 
Of this the town will be asked to provide $6,500.00 and the 
balance will be allocated by the State and County. It appears 
to be less expensive to complete this project in one year, rather 
than over a two-year period. 


We appreciate the cooperation of town officers and citizens 
received during the year.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of East Bridge- 
water for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1950, and® 
report thereon as follows: | 
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The financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection were examined and checked with the 
books of the accounting officer and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the accounting officer were 
examined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, while the payments 
were compared with the treasury warrants and with the 
books of the town treasurer. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s rec- 
ords of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the 
reserve fund authorized by the finance committee, were 
checked to the accounting officer’s ledger. The ledger 
accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on Decem- 
ber 31, 1950. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were ana- 
lyzed and compared with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the warrants of the 
selectmen authorizing the disbursement of town funds. The 
cash balance on February 10, 1951 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment Of the trust funds were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and the withdrawals were verified. 
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The tax title deeds representing liens on real estate were 
listed, the amounts transferred to the tax title account were 
checked with the collector’s records, the reported redemp- 
tions were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, and the 
tax titles, as listed, were reconciled with the accounting 
officer’s ledger and checked with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax, motor vehicle. and trailer 
excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and proved. The collections as 
posted on the commitment records were compared with the © 
cash book collections and with the recorded payments to 
the town treasurer as shown on the treasurer’s cash book. 
The abatements, as entered, were checked to the records in 
the departments authorized to grant such credits, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the State being 
verified by comparison with the receipts on file and the pay- 
ments to the town treasurer being compared with the treas- 
urer’s cash book. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, of the sealer 
of weights and measures, and of the health, police, school. 
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and library departments were examined and checked, and 
the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, 
motor vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, together with tables showing the condition 
and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various officials 
of the town during the progress of the audit, I wish, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express appre- 
ciation.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee has had another busy year as we 
have been confronted with several changes taking place in our 
public school system. With the retirement of Mrs. Mary T. 
Murray as principal of the Central School at the end of the 
school year in June, she was replaced by Mr. Ralph V. Murray 
who came into our system at the opening of schools in Septem- 
ber. He has had several years of experience in grade school 
work as a teacher and principal, and your Committee feels that 
Mr. Murray is a most valuable addition to our system. 


Our new Dental Hygienist at the Central School, Mrs. 
Doris E. Billings, has added considerably to our health pro- 
gram and we feel that she is exceptionally well qualified for 
this work. 


During the summer months we were faced with the pos- 
sibility of losing our Superintendent of Schools, Dr. John H. 
Gotschall. After several weeks of waiting for changes to be 
made in the Laws by the Massachusetts Legislature so as to 
allow the Town of Auburn to separate from a Union with 
the Town of Sutton, it was finally voted and Dr. Gotschall 
resigned as our Superintendent of Schools as of September 
1, 1951. Your Committee was aware of his intentions for 
several weeks, and during this period spent considerable time 
interviewing men for this vacancy. On September 10, 1951, 
we elected Mr. Lindon E. Christie of Camden, Maine, to re- 
place Dr. Gotschall as Superintendent of Schools. Mr. Christie 
received his early school education in the grade and high 
schools of the State of Maine in Orneville and Milo. He re- 
ceived his B.S. Degree in 1930 from Colby College. He ad- 
vanced his education at the University of Maine with his 
Master’s Degree in 1940. Since completing the requirements 
for a Master’s Degree, Mr. Christie has taken courses at the 
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University of Maine and extension courses given by the Har- 
vard - Boston University extension service. 


After twelve years’ service as a teacher and principal in 
Maine schools, Mr. Christie became Superintendent of Schools 
of Union No. 9, which comprises the towns of Baldwin, Cor- 
nish, Hiram, Parsonsfield, Porter and Sebago. He served this 
Union for four years and then moved to Union No. 69 (Cam- 
‘den, Hope, and Thomaston) where he served from 1946-1951. 


Your Committee feels that Mr. Christie is working out 
well in this new position and that the public schools in East 
Bridgewater will continue to grow under his wise guidance. 
He has a fine family of four children who with Mrs. Christie 
are an inspiration to any man and a valuable asset to our 
community. 


Your School Committee elected Mr. Stanley B. Goldman 
as Principal of the Senior-Junior High School as of October 
1, 1951. We feel that this change has been a most valuable 
one to our system and a promotion well deserved. 


Your Committee also elected Mr. Emery S. Loud as Vice 
Principal of the Senior-Junior High School this fall and our 
schools are profiting by this advancement. 


At the opening of schools in the fall, we added Miss Ruth 
K. Frost to our teaching staff. Miss Frost is our new Remedial 
Reading teacher at the Central School. She comes well qual- 
ified and is an efficient teacher on this special work. 


The Committee has purchased the following new equip- 
ment for the shop this fall, a drill press, a sander, draftsman’s 
rules, etc. We hope to expand this most practical department 
but much more room is needed. Possibly in the near future 
we may be able to increase our facilities. 


The Committee is well aware of the serious condition that 
we find in the ever-growing and fast expanding population in 
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our schools. We want the townspeople to know that this year 
120 new pupils entered our first grade at the Central School, 
which brings this school’s total population up to 578 pupils as 
of December 31, 1951. This school of eighteen classrooms was 
built to accommodate 540 pupils or 30 pupils to a room. We 
anticipate that next year’s entering class of first graders will 
probably be around 140 children, and as only 64 pupils leave 
our sixth grade in this building to move into the Junior High 
School, we are thus confronted with a serious housing situa- 
tion. There are in consideration two possibilities for relieving 
this situation. Wecan build six rooms onto the Central School 
as provided in the design, which will probably give us quickest 
results, or as some urge, we can put the money toward a new 
high school and use the present high school for grades six, 
seven, eight, and possibly nine, which might be more eco- 
nomical in the long run, because our Senior-Junior High School 
is at capacity now and as the larger classes move up, it will 
become unbearably crowded. , 


Our fifth grade at the Central School at present comprises 
81 pupils and the fourth grade numbers 104. We will need, at 
least, two extra classrooms in the fall of 1952 at the opening 
of schools. Your Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
are now discussing which will be the better of the two plans 
to adopt—whether to open the two-room West School for the — 
sixth grade next fall or try to place them into our already 
filled Senior-Junior High School. We want-you to know just 
how serious our condition of growth in school population is, 
and we see no lessening of the load for several years to come, 
if ever. Our Town will also have to face the facts of continuing __ 
growth in the Senior-Junior High School where classes are 
increasing rapidly each year. Our graduating class of 1952 
will be approximately 39, the Junior Class now numbers 58, the | 
Sophomore Class 60 and the Freshman Class 50, the Eighth | 
Grade 91, and the Seventh grade 75. One can readily see | 
by these figures that we will need within five years a new 
Senior High School with at least twenty rooms. We say 
this so that the citizens of Hast Bridgewater will be well aware 
of the rapid growth of our entire school system, and that a | 


—_ 
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great deal of serious thought must be given to this problem 
immediately. Plans should be made at a very early date to 
remedy this situation. 


The Teachers’ Salary Committee has met twice with 
your School Committee and once with the School Committee 
and the Finance Committee. We have given the school teachers 
an increase in salaries, as well as other employees of our 
school system, as will be shown in the financial report of the 
School Committee. This is in keeping with our salary schedule 
which is to be adopted shortly. 


The Committee feels that the effective work being done 
by our teaching staff, as well as by other employees of our 
school system, merits a word of praise. Our physical education 
program for this year is being expanded. The girls at the 
Senior-Junior High School are competing in basketball. Mr. 
Joseph F. Morey is also expanding his boys’ program in ath- 
letics, particularly in basketball where at present he can 
furnish five or more complete changes of teams during one 
game if necessary among our first and second teams. We had 
two championship teams in Senior High Schoo! basketball 
last season. 


Our English Department under Miss Marlene L. An- 
drews is outstanding and only last year received national 
acclaim for “The Student’s Pen.’* Mr. Spencer has made 
great strides with our band, and it received the highest rating 
for its accomplishments at both State and New England fes- 
tivals last season. Our Driver Training program is ever 
expanding under the capable guidance of Mr. Goldman and 
Mr. Loud. 


As in previous years, the Parent-Teacher Association 


has been a great factor in bringing together both parents and 


teachers in a greater understanding of the problems of our 
schools. To that Association may we again say “thanks”. 


During this year, as in the past, we gratefully acknow]l- 
edge the help and donations by the several clubs and organiza- 
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tions in town who have given so freely of their time and 
money in any way to the most worthy cause of our public 
schools. We again invite each and every one of you to visit 
with us in our schools. 


Once again your School Committee expresses its sincere 
thanks and deep appreciation for the interest, good will, and 
cooperation of the citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens 
of East Bridgewater : 


I am pleased to submit my first annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


I assumed the duties of this office early in October and 
realize that I still have much to learn about East Bridge- 
water and its schoo! system. This report is based upon what 
I have learned in the short time that I have been here. 


The citizens of this community are very fortunate to 
have such a fine school system. The entire school staff is 
working to provide the best in educational opportunities for 
our children. 


The buildings are adequate for the present enrollment. 
The Central Schoo! building is one of the best elementary 
schools that I have ever seen. I am sorry that it is not large 
enough to provide for the increased enrollment which must 
be cared for next year and in years to come. The high school 
building, although an old building, is in fairly good condition 
and can be used for school purposes for some time in the 


future. This building is being used to its effective capacity 


at the present time. 


There have been two changes in the faculty this year. 
Mrs. Mary T. Murray retired as Principal of the Central 
School at the close of school in June. She was replaced by Mr. 


Ralph V. Murray, a graduate of Salem Teachers College with 


a Masters Degree from Boston University. Mr. Murray has 
had valuable experience both as a teacher and as a principal. 


Miss Ruth E. Frost, a graduate of Keene Teachers Col- 


lege with Reading Clinical experience at Boston University, 


has started a program of remedial reading for pupils with 
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potential reading ability greater than their present achieve- 
ment. This help should be very beneficial to many of our 
children. 


The upward trend in the costs of operating schools has 
continued this year and is likely to continue as long as general 
prices remain high. The complete financial report printed 
elsewhere in this report may be referred to for details on the 
costs. Recent reports from the Department of Education indi- 
cate that we are maintaining our relative position among 
towns of our class in respect to costs of support of education. 


I agree with the suggestions regarding home study which 
have been given in previous years and wish to repeat them 
as follows: Pupils in grades six through twelve should have 
some home study to do every school day. The length of time 
it will take to do this work depends upon the speed with which 
the pupils can do the work. Unless the child is getting good 
marks in all his subjects, parents should not accept the alibi. 
that there is no work to be done. A suggested schedule indi- 
cating the amount of time that we would like to have spent 
in conscientious home study on every school day is as follows: 
Grade six, 45 minutes; grade seven and eight, 60 minutes; 
grades nine through twelve, 90 minutes, but those preparing 
for college in these latter grades average 120 minutes in 
home study. May I urge parents to help their children by 
providing good study conditions to the greatest possible extent. 


East Bridgewater High School is succeeding well in the 
various phases of secondary education. Graduates of high 
standing are welcomed by leading colleges and universities. 
The various extra-curricular activities contribute to the de- 
velopment of the personalities of the students. The senior 
play and the assembly programs give opportunity for dramatic 
training and expression. The Student’s Pen, under the super- 
vision of Miss Andrews, gives valuable experience to the boys 
and girls who have an interest in this activity. The Pen has 
also brought national recognition to the school. The physical 
education and athletic programs, although limited by space 
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and personnel, contribute to the physical development of the 
students, as well as providing them with wholesome recrea- 
tion. The Friday evening socials and dances are well attended 
and provide an excellent opportunity for students to become 
better acquainted with one another. The manual training work 
offered to the boys and the home economics program for girls, 
although limited in scope, provide valuable learning experi- 
ences for those enrolled in them. I hope in the near future 
that both of these programs may be expanded to .offer even 
greater advantages. The music program is serving a large 
group as is indicated in the report of the supervisor. Pupils 
interested in art may receive excellent instruction in that 
department. The guidance program, under the direction of 
Miss Anne R. McNally, is continuing to serve the students 
in many ways. “Behind-the-Wheel” driver training course, 
now in its second year, is giving boys and girls practical edu- 
cation which may save many lives. 


The teachers at the Central School are all working hard 
to give the children attending that school a well-rounded edu- 
cational program. Principal Murray’s report explains the 
principle parts of this work in detail. 


The addition of the Dental Clinic to the health program 
makes this program compare favorably with any in our area. 
Parents may feel confident that their children’s health is being 


cared for while they are at school. 


Both schools continue to have excellent hot-lunch pro- — 
grams. Much credit should be given to Miss Marble and the 
cooks for providing these fine nutritious lunches for the low 


cost of only twenty-five cents per day. 


A glance at the age-grade chart should warn citizens that 


_ we shall have a school housing shortage again next year. Next 


year we shall need two or three additional classrooms to pro- 
vide adequately for the increased enrollment. The number of 
rooms needed will continue to increase for several years unless 
additional rooms are built. 
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In closing, I want to thank committee members, princi- 
pals, teachers, and all other persons, who are cooperating to 
make our school a strong influence in the community. I also 
urge parents to visit school and to keep in close touch with 
their children’s work.

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am very happy to submit my first annual report as Prin- 
cipal of the East Bridgewater Senior-Junior High School 
covering the year 1951. | 


The past year has been a very happy one for me and my 
association with you and the various members of the staff. I 
could ask for no finer or more thorough co-operation from our 
faculty than I have received. 


All of our teachers have returned to their previous posi- 
tions. With the entire faculty available, the program offer- 
ings, both curricular and extra-curricular, were carried on in 
excellent fashion. Our standard of teaching has been main- 
tained at a very high point and, I believe, will continue to be 
of the superior type. | 


The high school, partly because of the success of its grad- 
uates in college, continues to be rated as an “A” school. This 
rating carries with it the privilege of certifying students whose 
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work has been of high caliber. The rating of our school is 
such that all East Bridgewater graduates who entered degree- 
granting colleges in September, 1951, were not required to 
take examinations in academic subjects. Among these insti- 
tutions of higher learning attracting our 1951 graduates are 
Harvard University, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Bates College, Boston University, Sargent School of Physical 
Education, State Teachers College at Bridgewater, and the 
University of Massachusetts. 


From a recent Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
communication to our high school, may I quote the following: 
“It gives me great pleasure to inform you that the composite 
record made at the Institute by graduates of East Bridge- 
water High School in recent years has been such as to permit 
the Committee on Admissions to waive the usual entrance test 
requirements for any of your students who graduate in the 
highest fifth of the class and whom you recommend to us for 
admission on this basis during the coming year.” It is an 
honor to be so recognized. I believe that our entire teaching 
‘staff deserves a great deal of praise for its important part in 
these achievements. 


The Student’s Pen continues to flourish under the very 
capable direction of Miss Marlene L. Andrews, Miss Anne R. 
McNally, and Miss Mary I. Tirrell. The Pen was awarded 
first place prize at the nationwide Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association School Magazine Contest. 


The Junior Classical Club and French Choral Group or- 
ganized by Miss Mary Sullivan in 1945 continue to attract a 
large membership of pupils. These organizations add much 
to the training of the pupils in the humanities. 


| The band and majorettes show the results of a great deal 
of effort and time. The band is capable of putting on a good 
exhibition for which the school may be proud. 


The Driver Training program launched in September, 
_ 1950, has been continued, and a large number of pupils have 
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received proper training in this course. Practically one hun- 
dred per cent of these trainees have received their driver’s 
licenses. The Blanchard Motor Sales Company furnishes the 
dual contro! car. 


With quite limited facilities, our physical education pro- 
gram is being presented to both boys and girls leading toward 
the objectives of physical development and a worthy use of 
leisure time. 


Our athletic situation continued on a high level—the 
basketball team continued their winning ways. The squad 
won the Mayflower League Championship and the South 
Shore Class B Championship. In addition, the East Bridge- 
water High School was invited to compete in the Boston 
Garden Eastern Massachusetts Tournament. While we did 
not win the championship at the Garden Tourney, our team 
did lose a close game to the eventual winners of the champion- 
ship. , 


With a rapid growth in our student enrollment, it seems ~ 


that we should examine the feasibility of enlarging in the 
future the scope of our athletic offerings. 


It is a privilege to work in a community where there is 


interest and friendly assistance on the part of the townspeople — 


as well as the school personnel.

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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRINCIPAL OF THE 
SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit an annual report covering the 
science department, dramatics, and visual education at the 
Senior-Junior High School. 


Present science classes in grades nine through twelve 
involve about 140 pupils. For strictly scientific purposes, one 
laboratory is available which will seat 20-25 and accommo- 
date a maximum of 16 at the benches. The plumbing in the 
benches, largely of a 1912 vintage, is in poor shape. Any — 
major changes at this time are not recommended as it is felt — 
that a new high school is a problem for the immediate future. — 


a 


The annual senior play was presented to one of the largest ~ 
audiences in years. It is felt that additional dramatic expe- 
rience by increasing the pupil participation in an assembly ~ 
program would be valuable. Such activities are limited during ~ 
the winter season as the school has a combination auditorium- ~ 
gymnasium which is most undesirable for programming ~ 


student activities. Stage facilities are also not easily adapted ~ 
for dramatic presentations. Such facilities should be carefully 


considered in the planning of any new school. 


For visual aids the school now has a 16 mm. sound pro- 
jector and a film strip projector — both very satisfactory ~ 
machines. Many free and low cost films are used throughout 
the year. One additional item of equipment, the balopticon® 
or delineascope, would make for a well balanced program. This’ 
machine will project all sorts of opaque materials—pictures, 
cartoons, maps, drawings, photographs, post cards, and will) 
also show larger slides. One picture or diagram may then be _ 
shown to the class as a whole and explained by either teacher 
or pupil. This is a time-saving move when using illustrative — 
or visual material. 
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A new class of projectionists is being formed from all 
three lower classes in order to have trained operators available 
for future years and to cover any class desiring motion pic- 
- tures with as little interference in operator program as pos- 
sible. This should relieve the load on the few seniors who 
constitute the present trained staff.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am glad to have the opportunity to report on the activ- 
ities at the Central School for the fall months of 1951. 


Our enrollment since the first of September has steadily 
increased. The anticipated enrollment for September was 
554. This was increased to 566 the first week of September. 
On October 1, there were 570 enrolled. By November 1, the 
enrollment had risen to 576. The total enrollment on Decem- 
ber 31, 1951, was 573. This total was distributed as follows: 


Grace 1. — 120 Grade 4 — 104 
Grade 2 — 106 Grade 5 ——. 8i 
Grade 3 — 98 Grade 6 — 64 


Since most of our classrooms have reached maximum 
seating capacity and because the outlook for another year in- 
dicates a large first grade enrollment, there exists the problem 
of housing pupils in September, 1952. 
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Pupils have been encouraged to participate in the banking 
program conducted by the East Bridgewater Savings Bank. 
Approximately eighty per cent of the pupils share in this 
thrift program. 


Attendance during the month of November was decidedly 
poorer than September or October due largely to widespread 
colds. A further drop in attendance was evident during De- 
cember as measles accounted for additional absences. 


On October 22 a new bus trip was added to the already 
existing seven bus routes in order to reduce the number of 
pupils riding on any one bus and to help to improve bus con- 
ditions generally. 


It has been made evident that safety and health in addi- 
tion to distance need to be considered when determining bus 
pupils. A thorough study of the transportation system is 
planned in order to eliminate, if possible, some of the existing 
problems. 


Through the co-operation of the East Bridgewater Public 
Library, Mrs. Moorhouse has been on duty in the Schoo! Li- 
brary Monday through Thursday in the afternoon each week. 
This library service has been of great help to both pupils and 
teachers. | 


Beginning November 5 sessions were shortened on days 
too inclement for the children to engage in free play out of 
doors. Decisions each day have been based on the weather 
conditions prevailing at 11:00 A.M. The noon period has 
been shortened to thirty minutes. After lunch children have 
gone directly to their rooms where they have been given as 
much freedom as seemed consistent with their safety and 
general welfare. On such days pupils have been dismissed 
at 2:30 P.M. instead of the regular time of 3:00 P.M. The 
adoption of this schedule seemed advisable as a health and 
safety measure. 


— 
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Because of the time of home arrival by some bus pupils, 
poor traveling conditions and less daylight in the winter, and 
muddy grounds, it has been suggested that the “rainy-day 
schedule” be followed during the winter months. Until the 
muddy areas can be covered with “black top’, it may be wise 
to follow this suggestion. 


A club composed of boys of grades five and six has been 
organized. The group has had several meetings to determine 
objectives and policies. Mr. Frumerin has served as advisor. 


- During the month of November a number of film strips 
suitable for supplementing instruction were made available 
through the courtesy of Mr. Varney of the Curriculum Films 
Company. These film strips were used with each grade in 
the school and were shown in the basement storage room. It 
is hoped a few film strips may be purchased to start a library 
of films that teachers may draw on for instructional purposes. 


For eight weeks, beginning in September, two student 
teachers from Bridgewater Teachers College did practice 


teaching in grades one and two. Miss Jacqueline Gaffney 


served with Mrs. Crabbe in grade two and Miss Mary Dough- 
erty worked with Miss York in grade one. 


On several occasions during September and October, stu- 


dents from Bridgewater Teachers College, accompanied by 


their director, Miss Iva Lutz, visited the school. 


As part of the school’s observation of National Education 
Week, Thursday evening, November 15, was set aside for 
teacher-parent conferences. Many parents availed themselves 


of this opportunity to become better acquainted with the 


teachers. On November 16 parents were invited to visit class- 
rooms to observe the classes in session. A large number of 
parents came to visit. 


Teachers of ,the school attended the annual meeting of 
the Plymouth County Teachers Association on October 19. A 
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program of inspiration and worthwhile educational intent was 
presented. Many of the teachers had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the educational exhibits. 


Mr. Murray attended the Massachusetts Elementary 
School Principals Association Conference at the Baker School 
in Brookline on October 17. Following the general opening 
meeting, Mr. Murray visited classrooms and hae in dis- 
cussion groups. 


Individual pictures were taken of pupils in the school 
on October 17 by photographers from Alston Studios. The 
school’s commission from the sale of pictures amounted to 
$137.47. This money was distributed in part to each room 
for use by pupils and teachers for their Christmas parties. 


Teachers of grade one met in October to adapt the present 
report card to their needs. The necessity for a suitable report 
card for the primary grades is apparent. A committee of 
parents and teachers would be desirable to plan an acceptable 


type. 


On December 20 a Christmas assembly was held in the 
morning for pupils of grades one through four. In the after- 
noon parents were invited to attend, with the pupils of grades 
five and six, a second presentation of “What Is This Thing 
Called Christmas?” The program was planned by the teach- 
ers of grades five and six under the direction of Miss Oda- 
bashian. The splendid co-operation of all teachers resulted in 
a very impressive pageant. 


The pupils and teachers enjoyed a visit from Santa Claus ~ 
on December 21 as part of their Christmas parties. Rooms ~ 
with their beautiful window decorations and lovely Christmas 
trees gave a suitable atmosphere in which to enjoy games, ~ 
presents, and delicious refreshments. 


Many items of value along with numerous articles of 
clothing are continually received in the school office where they — 


SS 
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are not always claimed. Parents are requested to check, with 
the school if they discover losses by their children. 


Because there are so few pieces of playground equipment, 
such as swings, it has been necessary to assign various rooms 
definite periods and recesses when each may use the equip- 
ment. A program of guided play and physical education will 
help to improve confusion on the play area. 


- The Bedford Street crosswalk has been without regular 
protection for children who utilize that entrance to the school. 
It would seem that with the safety of these pupils at stake that 
some increase be made in the police department budget which 
would allow for employment of another policeman to protect 
this dangerous crossing. 


The show case in the hall outside the auditorium has been 
a place for several interesting exhibits. The following were 
of particular note: dinosaurs and other prehistoric animals 
molded in clay by pupils of Miss Odabashian’s sixth grade; 


dolls with handmade clothes and accessories through the 


courtesy of Mrs. Mayo; a display of historical scenes in East 
Bridgewater by the pupils of Mrs. Frahar’s fourth grade; a 
beautiful array of handpainted glassware by the pupils of 
Miss Smith’s sixth grade. 


We have set up a program designed to assist those 
pupils who are having reading difficulties. A program of 
testing has been completed in grades two through six to de- 
termine the child’s reading achievement level. Our selection 
of pupils to be helped has been based chiefly on the difference 


between his achievement and his capacity. It will be neces- 


sary for a child to work with Miss Frost for a variable period 


‘of time in order to correct reading difficulties. A child may 


well be a remedial case if he is reading at the proper grade 
level but with a potential reading ability far beyond that level. 
Parents are urged to discuss the program with Miss Frost to 
become better acquainted with the aims of the program. 
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The auditorium has been utilized by various organizations 
throughout the fall. Square dancing lessons were given under 
the direction of Mr. Ralph Bumpus and sponsored by the 
P.T.A. Classes were held each Monday beginning at 3:00 P.M. 
On Thursday afternoons Brownie groups meet, also, at 3:00 
with Mrs. Stride in charge. 


Parents interested in organizing a Cub Scout Pack in 
East Bridgewater met in the auditorium on December 11 with — 
Mr. Schwartz of the Squanto Council. Plans. were made for 
selecting Den Mothers and setting up Dens. A definite launch- 
ing of the Pack will.come in January. This organization has 
been sponsored by the P.T.A. It is hoped that parents. will 
realize the importance of such a guiding influence for boys 
in the age group of eight, nine, and ten and will accept their 
share of responsibility for developing the organization.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


The interest in Art in the East Bridgewater Schools 
seems to grow with the years. This is shown by the increase 
in enrollment in the Art courses. Two years ago not more 
than 18 high school pupils elected Art. This year 41 pupils 
_in the high school and 68 pupils in the eighth grade elected 
Art. This means four extra classes have to be fitted into the 
time allotment. 


The principles, mediums, and crafts of last year have 
been continued, and oil painting has been added for those 
pupils in the 11th and 12th grades who show especial talent 
in painting. 


In the Elementary School, enthusiasm is the reaction of 
pupils to drawing. The goal is almost reached—the children 
love to draw and express themselves through Art. Here the 
social studies are correlated with their drawing as well as 
hand work for holidays, clay work, illustration of stories. 
Representative drawing is made of nature—that is of flowers, 
animals, scenes and children at play. 


From time to time exhibits are set up in the glass case at 
the Central School of projects being carried out by individual 
rooms. 


The teachers are especially helpful about extra work in 
Art during the week and get very good results as Art is eval- 
uated at present.

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REPORT OF THE 
REMEDIAL READING PROGRAM 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


The remedial reading program serves sixty-nine chil- 
dren—twenty-three from grade two, twenty-six from grade 
three, nine from grade four, ten from grade five, and one from 
grade six. Three of these children are being given individual 
help, the others meet three times weekly in groups of four 
or five. | 


These groups meet for a period of one-half hour. The 
group work has been of two types: (1) games and devices 
used to increase sight vocabulary, and (2) training in audi- 
tory and visual discrimination to increase word-analysis 
ability. The materials and the vocabulary presented are, of 
course, on the child’s reading level. 


Membership in the groups changes from time to time 
on the basis of informal testing, conference with teacher, and 
observation of the individual’s needs and interest. At present, 
the program is designed to help the child by supplementing the 
classroom work.

OFFICE OF TOWN CLERK 


The attention of owners and keepers of dogs is called 
| to the following extracts from Chapter 140 of the General 
Laws as amended: 


Definition: “License period,” the time between April 
first and the following March thirty-first, both dates in- 
clusive. 


Section 137. A person who at the commencement of 
a license period is, or who during any license period be- 
comes, the owner or keeper of a dog when it becomes three 
months old during a license period, shall cause it to be reg- 
istered, numbered, described and licensed until the end of 
such license period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so 
registered, numbered, described and licensed during any 
license period, in order to own or keep such dog after the 
beginning of the succeeding license period, shall, before 
| the beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, numbered, 
described and licensed for such period. 


The license shall be in a form prescribed by the direc- 
| tor, upon a blank to be furnished,—by the county in which 
the town is located, and shall be subject to the condition 
| expressed therein that the dog which is the subject of the 
‘license shall be controlled and restrained from killing, chas- 
ing or harassing live stock or fowls. The owner or keeper 
of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear around its neck or 
body a collar or harness of leather or other suitable mate- 
‘vial, to which shall be securely attached a tag in a form 
prescribed by the director, and upon which shall appear the 

license number, the name of the town issuing such license 
and the year of issue. Such tags shall be furnished in the 
/ Same manner as the license blanks, and if any such tag shall 
be lost the owner ,opr keeper of such dog shall forthwith 
secure a substitute tag from the town clerk. 
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Section 189. Fees for licenses. The fee for every li- 
cense shall, except as otherwise provided, be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog, unless a 
certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the 
operation that said female dog has been spayed and has 
thereby been deprived of the power of propagation has 
been filed with the town clerk, in which case the fee shall be 
two dollars. A certified copy of such certificate on file in 
the office of any town clerk within the Commonwealth may 
be accepted as evidence that the said opération has been 
performed. .

... or of any person authorized by him. (Penalty for refus- 


ing, not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty-days after a 
birth in his house shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such a child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 36. If a marriage is solemnized in another 
state between parties living in this Commonwealth, who re- 
turn to dwell here, they shall within seven days after their 
return, file with the clerk or registrar of the town where 
either of them lived at the time of their marriage, a cer- 
tificate or declaration of their marriage including the facts 
required in a notice of intention of marriage. 


Section 55. Whoever violates Section 36 shall forfeit 
ten dollars.

The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection were examined, checked, and 
verified by comparison with the books kept by the account- 
ing officer. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several de- 
partments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection. The records of disbursements were checked 
with the treasury warrants and with the payments as shown 
by the treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were analyzed, 
the appropriations and transfers as recorded being checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and with 
the records of the finance committee. A trial balance was 
taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on December 31, 1951. | 


The books and accounts in the treasurer’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the records in the several 
departments in which money is collected for the town and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The disbursements were checked with the 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The footings of the cash book were verified, and the 
cash balance on February 15, 1952 was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the banks of 
deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were veri- 
fied by comparison with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust funds were examined and listed, the 


| 
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income being proved and the transfers to the town being 
verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined. The taxes transferred to the tax title 
account by the collector were proved, the reported redemp- 
tions were checked with the treasurer’s receipts, the dis- 
claimers were verified, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed, reconciled with the accounting officer’s ledger, and 
compared with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to fur- 
nish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The tax, motor vehicle and trailer ex- 
cise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous examination and all subsequent commit- 
ment lists were audited and proved to the warrants issued for 
their collection. The recorded receipts were checked with 
the payments to the town treasurer, the abatements were 
compared with the records in the departments authorized to 
grant such credits, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the respective controlling accounts in 
the ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, the town clerk, and the police and health departments 
were examined and checked, and the payments to the State ~ 
and to the town treasurer were verified. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures and 
of all other departments collecting money for the town OF 
committing bills for collection were examined and reconciled 
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_with the town treasurer’s receipts and with the records of the 
accounting officer. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor 
vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, tax possession, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, together with tables showing 
the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all the officials of the town, for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express apprecia- 
tion.

Again another year is going into past records and we 
find the Police business about on the same level. 


During the past year there has been a number of sneak 
burglaries in the Town and only about half of these cases 
have been solved to date. The reason for this showing 
is because of the lack of leads, information and cooperation 
from parties involved. However, we are continuing our in- 
vestigation when information concerning these breaks comes 
to our attention. 


The protection of School Children at the Central and 
High School takes six man hours during each school day 
and this is divided into four parts so that too much time 
cannot be taken for the regular police duties. The pro- 
tection of these school children are as the result of the de-— 
mands of the taxpayers of the Town and we are trying to 
live up to their wants in this respect. 


I would like to offer for your information the duties of 
the Police during a twenty-four hour day so that you can 
arrive at a reason as to why I recommend more Police 
Officers on permanent duty. 
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The day generally starts with the protection of School 
Children, Court Attendance, Answering of Calls, Investi- 
gations, General Office Work, Inspection of vacant homes, 
General Patrol, Protection of the business area and the pro- 
tection of the dangerous intersection in the center of the 
Town. Along with this as day duties we have to continue 
the same program during the night other than the School 
Children. We are called after midnight very often by the 
Towns People for minor complaints and many of these com- 
plaints require the services of two men. 


The Towns around us have a nine hour schedule for the 
Police, but we work no less than 12 to 16 hours each day 
_ and sometimes we work the clock around. I have been in 
this business for many years and have had a great deal of 
experience and I strongly suggest that there be two men on 
days and two men on Night duty and while you people have 
to pay these bills for your Police Department, I would sug- 
gest that it be left to your reasoning. 


The Plymouth County Police School is having classes 
so that the Police of these Towns can receive some further 
training in the Police Field. I have, with the approval of the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, insisted that the men 
of this Department attend these classes. 


I will close this report by thanking the Board of Select- 
men for their fine assistance during the past year and this 
kind of cooperation aids in making our work pleasant.

In presenting the report of the East Bridgewater Public 
Health Nursing Association, we wish to stress an outstand- 
ing change in 1952 in the new location of our office. 


On November 17, 1952, we moved from 6 Central 
Street to the Town Office Building at 175 Central Street, 
and to the Board of Selectmen we express our sincere 
appreciation of their allowing us room for our headquarters 
in the building, and their co-operation and assistance in the 
allocation of our new office. 


The yearly report of the nurse shows a total of 2341 
visits in the various services covered by the Nursing Asso- 
ciation. It is of interest to compare this total figure with 
those from 1947:

These figures easily show how the work has increased 
in the community. 
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Clinics were held during the year as follows: 


8 Baby Clinics, 158 babies; 4 Immunization Clinics, 
156 children; 1 X-ray Clinic. 757 Total. 


Included in the Conferences attended were: Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health, Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, Welfare Board 
and Salvation Army Fund Committee, School Nurse and 
local physicians. 


Transportation also entered into the work of the nurses 
and patients were taken to Boston, Brockton and to the 
Plymouth County Hospital at South Hanson. 


Miss Farren has taught four Girl Scout classes in first 
aid and lectured before church groups. 


During the year three children benefited from the 
Anna L. Hill Fund, a gift to the Association given speci- 
fically for tonsil and adenoid operations. 


The Board of Directors of the Association have held 
monthly meetings regularly, and have assisted the nurses 
in every way possible. All in the community who desire 
may contact any member of the committee or the nurse for 
information concerning any of the services sponsored by 
the Association, and it will be gladly given.

Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At the close of 1952 the Water Department had in- 
stalled 32 new services and made 18 renewals. The water 
services in East Bridgewater number 1,262 with 1,174 of 
these metered. The Department has on hand 40 meters in 
working condition and 22 to be repaired. 


We have on hand 600 feet of Universal Joint pipe to 
replace the 4 inch section on Central Street and this Spring 
will lay 600 feet of Asbestos pipe on Cross Street. The 
“Water Commissioners have decided on a policy of placing 
future construction of water mains out on bids so that we 
might keep abreast of our maintenance. 


The Water Commissioners have been requested by the 
citizens in the Northville section to construct larger mains 
in that area and an article has been placed in the warrant 
for your consideration. Meetings pertaining to this article 
have been held with the engineering firm of Whitman and 
Howard who gave their approval to this article as a very 
necessary stepping up of water pressure in this section of 
Northville and in accordance with the Water Survey Re- 
port. A contributing factor to the necessity of this project 
is the presence on the Whitman end of Washington Street 
of the E. Norris Brown Co. manufacturers of wooden and 
plastic implements. The materials used by this firm are of 
an inflammable nature and the lack of adequate water pres- 
sure at the plant prohibits the operating of a sprinkler 
system. The company employs about 40 people and its 
further expansion depends largely upon the success of this 
article at the Annual Town Meeting.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance submit the following report for the year 1952. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Effective January 1, 1952, the new Lien Law went into 
effect. This law required recipients of Old Age Assistance 
who had any interest in real estate to allow the Town to 
place a Lien on their property, to insure repayment of all 
assistance granted them after January 1, 1952. All persons 
owning property were notified and had the month of Janu- 
ary to decide about the Lien. Forty recipients had an in- 
terest in property and 14 of these people decided against 
allowing a Lien to be placed on their property and were re- 
moved from Old Age rolls for this reason. Since February, 
recoveries in the amount of $2,631.84 have been made in 
five cases. 


We had 17 applications for assistance during 1952. 12 
of these were approved, 1 was withdrawn and 4 were de- 
nied as they were ineligible. 


On January 1, we had 85 active cases and during the 
year, 97 cases were aided and 32 cases closed leaving 65 
active cases at the end of the year. Of these 97 cases 67 had 
an East Bridgewater settlement, 18 were settled in other 
towns and 12 were State cases. 


Of the 32 cases closed during the year, 11 were because 
of death, 1 transferred to another town, 15 because of the 
Lien Law and 5 to care of self. 


The 97 active cases received $45,341.27 in cash grants. 
In addition, they received $90.00 Ambulance Service, $2,- 
179.43 Hospitalization, $68.00 Oculist, $114.00, Dentist, 
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$4,016.00 Doctors, $50.80 Other Services, $1,749.93 Drugs 
and $300.00 for Burials. 


Other cities and towns received $2,877.26 for aid 
rendered by them for 17 cases having an East Bridgewater 
settlement. 


We received in Federal grants, $23,243.73. Reimburse 
ment from the Commonwealth amounted to $21,414:90 and 
from other towns, $2,260.63. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


13 cases totaling 40 persons were aided during the 
year. There were 10 cases of 28 persons on the rolls Janu- 
ary 1, 1952, and at the end of the year, 6 cases consisting of 
17 persons. 4 applications for assistance were received. 3 
of these were approved and 1 was rejected because eligi- 
bility was not proven. 7 cases were closed during the year. 


$9,193.27 was granted these cases in cash, $852.31 
was paid for medical care, $117.00 for Dental care, $23.00 
for Oculist services and $60.50 for Hospital services. 


$4,552.96 was received for Federal grants and the 
Commonwealth’s share amounted to $2,514.27. 


$90.00 was received in an individual case toward the 
support of that recipient and was credited in an Aid to 
Dependent Children Recovery account. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


Four cases were being aided on January 1, 1952, and 
we closed the year with four cases. Two new applications 
for assistance were made and approved and two cases 
were closed making a total of six cases aided during the 
year. 


A total of $4,170.83 was paid out in behalf of these 
cases. $1,406.60 was received as Federal grants and $1,- 
080.11 was received from the Commonwealth. 
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GENERAL RELIEF 


Seven cases were being aided under General Relief Jan. 
1, 1952. During the year, 11 new cases were opened, 3 cases 
reopened and 15 cases closed leaving 6 active cases at the 
end of December, 1952. A total of 21 cases which were 
made up of 52 persons, were aided. Only 2 of these cases 
had an East Bridgewater settlement, the others were either 
in other towns or unsettled. 


$5,063.65 was granted these cases for assistance and 
$1,803.10 was paid other towns for aid granted by them for 
four East Bridgewater cases. . 


Reimbursement from the Commonwealth totaled $4,- 
381.29 and from the other cities and towns, $928.38. 


$731.91 was received from the Probation Officer for 
aid granted a family by this department.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Trustees 
of the East Bridgewater Public Library: 


I present the 68th annual report of the East Bridge- 
water Public Library for the year ending December 31, 
1952. 


East Bridgewater has currently a total population of 
4412. Of this number 2208, more than 50 percent of the 
population, hold library cards. It would have cost approxi- 
mately $184,822.00 for our registered borrowers to have 
purchased from newsstands and bookstores the average of 
32 magazines and books each borrowed during 1952. This 
estimated saving is based on an average cost of 20c for 
magazines, $2 for juvenile books, $3 for adult fiction, $4 
for adult non-fiction. Actually the better non-fiction now 
costs more nearly $6. The purchase cost of material bor- 
rowed would be a sizable item for the average family bud- 
get. 


In addition to book and magazine borrowing, the 
Library’s patrons had the free use of maps, of pamphlet 
and picture collections, of dictionaries, directories, encyclo- 
pedias, of all reference service, and participation in the 
various activities which the Library projects. 


During the past year the Library continued to serve 
community groups and organizations, some many times, 
others occasionally—the Woman’s Club, the Girl Scouts, 
the Red Cross, local groups of the Plymouth County Exten- 
sion Service, the Junior Woman’s Club, the Garden Club, 
and the Servicemen’s Christmas Gift Committee. Two art 
exhibits were held, one that included the work of Miss Mary 
Walker’s art classes, and one sponsored by the Art Com- 
mittee of the Woman’s Club, which was an exhibit of the 
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types of art work done in the school under the direction of 
Mrs. Ella B. Hebbard, art supervisor. 


Circulation 


To help borrowers return books on time, no fines were 
charged on overdue books and magazines. Supplying books 
in all subject fields was an important and satisfying part 
of the work at the circulation desks. There was an increased 
use of the more serious periodicals, of biography, and of 
technical books. When the Library’s own stock was in- 
adequate for the demands, books were borrowed from other 
' public libraries and from the State Division of Library Ex- 
tension. From the latter source, we procured collections of 
books in various foreign languages. 


Children’s Room 


The Library held film showings, story hours, and a 
summer reading project for the children. The Reading Club 
ended with a program which included films and light re- 
freshments. Book Week was celebrated in November and 
a party was held on Christmas Eve for the children. 


School Services 


The Library’s services to the schools and its relation- 
ship with them continued on a high level. Mrs. Moorhouse 
was on duty in the Central School Library Monday through 
Thursday in the afternoon each week. More than 10,000 
books and magazines were circulated to the pupils and 
teachers there during 1952. The Central School Library is 
too small for proper and adequate service; there is a press- 
ing need for more space so that guidance can be given to. 
the pupils in the selection of books, and instruction in the 
use of the catalog. 


The Senior-Junior High School continues to have the 
use of the Main Library for book selection and reference 
work. In September, three 9th grade classes visited the 
Library with Mrs. Scheffler and were given orientation 
talks on library facilities. 
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The young people have responded warmly to their 
own division. Under the guidance of Miss Andrews, a group 
of students in the junior and senior English classes was 
organized to read new books being considered by the Li- 
brary for purchase for the High School reading shelves. 
These readers submitted their reports to the Librarian, and 
a display of the recommended books was made. 


The record of the past year indicates that the depart- 
ment is growing and that the high school students rely more 
and more on the Library as part of their educational train- 
ing. 


. Since one section of shelves is permanently allotted to 
school assignments, there is definite need for additional 
stack space for the young people’s division. 


Gifts 
The Library is grateful for the gifts received from its 
many friends. It holds in continuing appreciation the en- 
dowments of which it has been the recipient, left in trust 
by residents who made a lasting contribution to the educa- 
tional welfare of the town.

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Report of the Fire Department 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Herewith is presented the annual report of activities 
of the fire department for the calendar year 1952. Many 
matters have arisen during the year affecting the depart- 
ment which I believe are of interest to your board and the 
residents of our community. 


Department Statistics 


During the year the department received the following 
fire calls: 101 alarms, and 18 still or radio calls. The de- 
partment has a complement of 30 men, 20 assigned to the 
Central station, Maple Avenue, where there are four 
pieces of equipment, an emergency boat rescue kit as well 
as two portable pumps held in reserve since World War II. 
Ten men are assigned to the Elmwood station with one piece 
of apparatus. The response of these men to fire calls dur- 
ing the year has been excellent and they are to be com- 
mended. 


Telephone Alarm System 


Without an alarm system of our own, we are depend- 
ent on the cooperation of the Brockton Edison Company 
for operation of the whistle alarm signal and the use of 
telephone messages to relay calls to the Edison station. Be- 
cause of the fine spirit of willingness to assist shown by Mr. 
George Graham, chief engineer at the Edison plant and 
his force there, the working of the alarm system has been 
fiawless. 


In May, 1952, the telephone company changed its ex- 
change here to the dial system. This was anticipated with 
some nervousness ag previously valuable assistance in the 
handling of fire calls had been given by the operators at the 
exchange. Under the dial system this assistance was no 
longer possible. 
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In order to fortify our alarm system the telephone com- 
pany installed a special RED network. There are six outlets 
on this line exclusively for fire department emergency calls. 
This call number is 8-2121. This number is to be used only 
for making fire calls. On this network only incoming calls 
may be received. This special network I believe has allowed 
our department to function without delay in receiving calls 
or any loss of time in responding with apparatus. 


Radio Communication 


With the installation of alternators on two pieces of our 
apparatus this year, all our department vehicles and two 
stations are equipped with an excellent radio communica- 
tions system. This radio hookup allows the stations to com- 
municate with the apparatus when out and the apparatus 
to exchange messages. It is one of our big improvements. 
There are two other features to having this radio commun- 
ications system, 1; it allows us to receive and send messages 
to the district fire towers and receive communications from 
the Plymouth County owned fire spotting patrol airplane. 
This latter aerial observer has been of great value in spot- 
ting fires before they develop and allows us to take quick 
action and stop the fire before it gets a start. The plane is 
also equipped with a loud speaker system which warns 
persons burning without a permit. For safety of you and 
your neighbor I should warn, never light a fire without 
having the proper permit and don’t gamble with outside 
fires in periods of drought. 


Costly Fire 


Last summer during the drought spell we experienced 
the costliest fire in the history of the department. It was 
not spectacular but its total cost exceeded one thousand 
dollars. For 13 days one or more alarms were received as 
fire mushroomed through a thick blanket of pine needles in 
woodland off Plymouth street, breaking out at points quite 
distant from the previous blaze. 
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How To Give A Fire Alarm 


For his own protection everyone should be familiar 
with the procedure in making a fire call. Don’t delay, act 
promptly when fire is discovered. 


DO THIS—Dial 8-2121. When you receive an answer, 
give your name, location and street address. Then give 
the location of the fire. If this is done without confusion the 
whistle alarm will be sounded promptly. 


Recommendations 


1. I recommend that Maple Avenue from Bedford 
street to beyond the Ceniral Station be made a no 
parking area at all times. 


2. Irecommend that an appropriation of $2,440.00 be 
made at the annual meeting in 1953 for the pur- 
chase of fire hose for the department.

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Report of Veterans’ Services 


The Department of Veterans’ Services has serviced 
veterans and their families of all wars including the veter- 
ans who are being discharged after serving during the Kor- 
ean conflict. The Korean veterans who have served since 
June 27, 1950 are now entitled to most of the benefits given 
to the veterans of World War II, such as, Education, On the 
Job Training, Vocational Rehabilitation, Home Loans, and 
Employment Rights. Information on any and each of these 
may be obtained from our office. 

Service has been rendered to our veterans by supplying 
them with needed V. A. forms and helping them to com- 
plete same and answering questions on Veterans Adminis- 
tration matters. We have a supply of Mustering Out Pay 
forms for Korean veterans and many of our veterans have 
filed through our office. 

Many of our World War I veterans have become 
totally disabled and have been serviced for pension claims 
with the Veterans Administration. A recent law enacted 
by Congress entitles World War I veterans totally disabled 
and in need of an attendant to a pension of $129.00 per 
month. 

Photo-static copies of discharges have been made for 
many of our World War II veterans and those being dis- 
charged from the Korean conflict. This is an important 
item to all veterans and many of them have been careless 
about their discharge papers. Those being discharged now 
should have photo-copies made of their papers at once. 

This office is ready at all times to help any veteran of 
any war, what ever his problem might be, if we do not have 
the answers we will do our best to get them as promptly as 
possible.

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Report of Board of Selectmen 


In 1952 your Board of Selectmen had to call several 
Special Town Meetings in the latter months of the year. 
These meetings were partly to make transfers within De- 
partments but more especially to meet unexpected ex- 
penses. The greatest problem arose in the Water Depart- 
ment where the bill for water from the City of Brockton 
was $22,497.63 and the amount appropriated at the Town 
Meeting was only $16,500.00. The additional amount was 
met by a transfer of $3,000.00 from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account, $1,000.00 from the Water Department 
Material and Supply Account and the balance from the 
Reserve Account. 


Another problem arose when the Tax Collector in- 
formed the Board of his intention to move his office to the 
Town Office. To make this change meant not only obtaining 
money for equipment for the Collector’s office, but also to 
provide a new meeting place for the Selectmen, whose 
present office was the one that would best serve the public 
as the Collector’s Office. This also was accomplished at the 
Special Town Meetings. 


With the removal of the Collector’s office to the Town 
office building, all available space is now being used by the 
various town departments, and for the first time all the 
town offices are in one building. The Public Health Nurse, 
an employee of the Town, also moved to the Town office 
building during the year when forced to vacate her former 
office. 


The test tase concerning the removal of loam under 
the Town By-Law has now been argued before the Supreme 
Court by the Town Counsel. As yet no decision has been 
handed down by the Court. 
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During the year two claims for damages arising out of 
alleged defects in the streets were presented to the Town. 
The Board turned both of these over to the insurance com- 
pany which carries the Town insurance, and at the present 
time one of these cases has been entered in Court. Fortun- 
ately the insurance covers the cost of defending these claims 
as well as any verdict that may be obtained. 


The Town is experiencing a steady increase in popula- 
tion with its resultant problems, all of which call for the 
raising of additional money by the Town. 


Without question the Town will have to build another 
school building within the next few years due to the larger 
classes throughout the whole school system. More concern- 
ing this will be found in the report of the School Committee 
and the special survey committee. 


The Police Department is called upon to devote more 
and more time to school traffic, and at the same time there 
are more calls for a night patrolman. We now have a Chief 
and one permanent man. With the various demands upon 
the Department, the Town will soon have to increase the 
number of permanent men. Thus the Town should give 
serious consideration to changing the manner in which the 
police officers are selected, as the present system does not 
provide men who are available when needed. The selection 
of another permanent man would make this more acute. 


With the increase in the number of homes being built 
in new developments requests are constantly being made 
for the layout and acceptance of new streets. In the first 
instance this calls for a survey, and a hearing. At the present 
time the Board has no appropriation to cover the cost of 
making layouts, but is asking for an appropriation for this 
purpose at the annual meeting. After a street has been laid 
out and accepted, then the Town is called upon to construct 
a permanent surface on the street, lay water mains and 
remove snow in the wintertime. It is hoped that the work 
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of the Planning Board through its approval of plats will 
lower the expense to the Town in this respect in the future. 


The Town is therefore faced with the expenditure of 
large sums of money which is not compensated for by the 
increase in taxable property for the return to the Town does 
not meet the outlay occasioned by the new homes until many 
years have passed. Hence no decrease in taxation can be 
expected and all Town Departments must cooperate by 
operating at maximum efficiency.

Board of Health. 
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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


At the Annual Town Meeting held on March 5th, 1951, 
under Article 24, it was voted to have a Planning Board, 
the members of which were to be elected at the next An- 
nual Town Election. 


At the Annual Election in 1952 nine members of the 
Board were elected as follows: three for a term of one year, 
three for a term of two years, and three for a term of three 
years. 


The following were elected: for one year: Robert B. 
Alexander, Robert H. Hall, Edwin E. Whitmore. For two 
years: Arthur W. Ash, Edward F. Clarity, Victor D’Arpino. 
For three years: Edward S. Matthews, Philip McNally, F. 
Howard Drew. | 


On April 5th the members were sworn in by Town 
Clerk, George J. Frahar, at the Town Office Building after 
which the group organized with Edward S. Matthews, 
Chairman; Edwin E. Whitmore, Vice-Chairman; and F. 
Howard Drew, Clerk. Bulletins and other information pro- 
vided by the State Planning Board were distributed and a 
general discussion of the duties of the members of the Board 
was held. It was voted to hold regular meetings on the first 
Monday of each month in the Town Office Building. 


At a Special Meeting held on May 12th, Mr. Davis of 
the State Planning Board was present to discuss the organ- 
ization and functions of Planning Boards. An invitation 
was sent to the various Town Departments affected by the 
activities of the Planning Board for a general discussion at 
the meeting to be held on June 2nd. Realizing the need for 
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a Town Map on which could be laid out several projects, the 
Board arranged with Hayward and Hayward to produce 
such a map from material which already was available 
in some of the Town Departments. 


At the July 7th meeting a representative from the 
Bridgewater Realty Trust presented the Board with a plan 
for a Sub-division on Hobart Street at the foot of Maple 
Avenue. At this meeting also a committee was appointed to 
draw up a set of “‘Rules and Regulations” for use of the 
Board according to the regulations as set up by the State 
Planning Board. The “Rules and Regulations” were later 
submitted to the Town Counsel and after changes which 
_ were recommended by said Counsel, were adopted by the 
Board. 


An act passed by the Legislature early in 1952 making 
it mandatory that all sub-divisions before being approved 
by the Planning Board must first have the approval of the 
Board of Health from the standpoint of sewage disposal, 
water supply and drainage, the local Board of Health 
called upon the State Department of Health who sent an 
engineer to make a survey of the proposed subdivision. 
Certain recommendations were made as a result of this 
survey. 


At the August 4th meeting a discussion was held with 
the Chairman of the Water Department and the Superin- 
tendent of Highways relative to the problems confronting 
both departments in relation to the duties of the Town Plan- 
ning Board. 


At the September 2nd meeting a general discussion on 
phases of the operations of the Planning Board was held. 


At the Ottober 6th meeting tentative approval of the 
Bridgewater Real Estate Trust plat with reservations was 
made and later, on October 14th, a Public Hearing on this 
development was held at the Town Office. 
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At the November 3rd meeting final plans on the pro- 
posed Sub-division on Hobart Street were checked. 


At the final meeting of the year held on December 
Ist, Robert H. Hall and Philip McNally were appointed as 
a committee to write a report on the operations of the Plan- 
ning Board, in order to acquaint the townspeople of the 
duties of the same. 


During the first nine months of operation several mem- 
bers of the Board have conferred with members of other 
Town Planning Boards, with the one aim of acquainting — 
the members of this Board with the experiences in these 
different towns as a guide in helping to develop a program 
which meets with the approval of the Citizens of the Town 
of East Bridgewater.

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Report of the School Housing 


Survey Committee 


At the annual town meeting in 1952 a vote was adopted 
under Article 27 which provided for the appointment by 
the moderator of a committee to “investigate the problems 
of housing school children.” The vote provided that the 
membership of the committee should include the superin- 
tendent of schools, three members of the school committee 
appointed by the moderator, and five other members ap- 
‘pointed by the moderator. 


The appointments by the moderator included: A. J. 
Bradford Alexander, Chairman of the Schoo! Committee, . 
Elizabeth P. Hurd and John B. Thorndike from the School 
Committee, Frank N. Houghton, Ralph H. Keith, Michael 
J. McCarthy, Edmund W. Nutter, Edna L. Whitmore and 
Lindon E. Christie, Superintendent of Schools. 


The committee organized with Michael J. McCarthy 
as Chairman and Elizabeth P. Hurd as Secretary. 


The committee resolved the problem into these factors: 
1, the present enrollment and overcrowding; 2, the present 
school plant and its utilization; 3, a survey of the pros- 
pective enrollment to 1968; 4, the immediate need for ad- 
ditional] class room space and facilities; 5, the long range 
need in schoo! housing. 


Our first effort was devoted to a survey of school en- 
rollment projected to 1968. A local survey was made for 
the committee by Supt. of Schools Lindon E. Christie. The 
second survey was made by the Massachusetts School Build- 
ing Commission on our request to make a survey independent 
of contact with local people. The figures of the two surveys 
are in general in complete accord. Copies of the tables of 
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enrollment are printed as a part of the report of the school 
committee. 


A school building program should be correlated to the 
curriculum planned and adapted to meet its broadest needs. 
To assist in our study of the building program a question- 
naire was forwarded to the school committee seeking the 
committee’s viewpoint on the future plans for the educa- 
tional system of the town. The opinions expressed by the 
school committee aided the survey committee in making its 
final decision. We feel that the highest economy will be 
achieved by the most efficient use of our present school plant 
and by building in the manner considered most advan- 
tageous for the town. 


Our plant structure seems to indicate that a 4-4-4 edu- 
cational plan would be the most feasible for the community. 
This would permit the use of the Central School for the 
first four grades, the present Senior-Junior High School for 
grades 5, 6, 7, 8, and the construction of a new high school 
building designed for a 4 year high school, grades 9 to 12 
inclusive. This plan has the unanimous approval of the 
School Committee. 


The building program should be a long range plan 
designed to meet every educational need of the town, make 
efficient use of the present facilities, and be accomplishd 
with the least financial outlay. It appears that the addition 
of four classrooms to the Central School, an actual need in 
September, 19538, would only be a plan of expediency. It 
would not solve our problem as viewed from a long range 
perspective, since the continued increase of enrollment and ~ 
the tendency of pupils to remain in school through grade 
12 would immediately create a problem in the upper grades. 
Before the Central School addition could be completed’ 
more classrooms for the upper grades would be a pressing 
problem and would necessitate the undertaking of another 
building program. Any partial solution would only entail 
heavy expenditures of money without accomplishing the 
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goal desired. Our opinion is that only the long range pro- 
posals are sound. 


The selection of a satisfactory site is often one of the 
most difficult factors in a building program. In our com- 
munity this does not seem to be a problem. Our recommen- 
dation is that the proposed high school be constructed on 
the easterly end of the Town office grounds, facing Plym- 
out Street. At this site, including that part of the land 
bordering Bedford Street, there are also ample areas for 
playground and athletic field development. 


The school housing survey committee recommends: 


1. The immediate start of the construction of a senior 
high school. 


2. The appropriation of the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars at the annual town meeting in March, 19538, to permit 
work to commence on plans for the proposed building. 


3. That this planning be accelerated to make possible 
the presentation of the proposed building plans at a town 
meeting to be held later this year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee has had its many problems 
this year to deal with as in the past. We have made many 
improvements to the physical part of our system: namely, 
painting of the exterior of the Central School which should 
last for at least five years before it needs further attention 
now that it is in first class condition; also outside doors were 
repaired by the builders and, at the same time, leaks around 
the cupola of the building were fixed; we have had several 
slates on the Central School roof replaced, and the drainage 
system has been extended. At the Senior-Junior High School 
Building several repairs and improvements were made: On 
the north and east outer walis of this building we have re- 
pointed and coated the brickwork with a waterproofing 
material; replaced one broken corner capstone of roof par- 
apet; replastered entrance to auditorium and repainted 
same; had new thermostatic radiator trap interiors re- 
placed throughout the building, as this was badly needed 
and it will save a great deal of fuel consumption; sanded 
and refinished corridors and office floors on first floor and 
also painted the two front office ceilings. 


We have purchased the following equipment: a Stand- 
ard liquid duplicator for the Central School; a sound pro- 
jector for the Central School, purchased by the Parent- 
Teacher Association and the balance made up from the 
Bugbee Fund; two potato peelers, one for each school cafe- 
teria; seventy-five new steel folding chairs for the Senior- 
Junior High School Auditorium; a new Royal Typewriter 
for the Superintendent’s office; a new electric Listing Add- 
ing Machine for the Commercial Department, ann a new 
Delta Jig Saw for the Shop Department. 
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During the year the Committee has purchased, as re- 
commended by Superintendent Christie and the various 
departmental heads, new sets of books for the Biology, 
Civics, and History classes at the Senior-Junior High School. 
For the Central School one set of Music books for each of the 
six grades was purchased. 


The school traffic situation has come to the attention 
of the Schoo! Committee several times during the course of 
the year but at the moment seems to be progressing fairly 
well. 


Your School Committee has adopted a new Salary 
Schedule for the entire system. The Teachers’ Salary Com- 
mittee has been in conference with the School Committee 
and much progress was made that will be most beneficial 
to our system as well as to our teaching staff. 


The School Committee has discussed the building needs 
of our schools several times during the year and has made 
a general survey of the growth in population of the town 
over a period of years. Superintendent Christie has made 
a survey and our school principals and departmental heads 
have made their recommendations and given the Commit- 
tee written plans of what their needs are to be in a new 
Senior High School Building. Three members of the School 
Committee as well as Superintendent Christie are part of 
the School Survey Committee appointed by the Moderator 
to make a study of all school needs for East Bridgewater. 
The School Survey Committee has been in conference with 
Mr. John Marshall at his Boston office. Mr. Marshall is the 
head of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Com- 
mission. His office has also made a survey of our school en- 
rollments over a term of years and the following chart shows 
the results:

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Superintendent Lindon E. Christie, who is serving his 
second year with us, has worked well with your School 
Committee and our entire system is showing a healthy 
growth under his guidance. Principal Stanley B. Goldman 
of the Senior-Junior High School has worked hard and 
achieved much during his first year as Principal. He is a 
fine disciplinarian and an able administrator and is so 
recognized by other educators. Our Senior-Junior High 
School is advancing soundly under his direction. Vice-Principal 
Emery 8S. Loud has been most cooperative in his duties at the 
Senior-Junior High School, handling many of the extra-cur- 
ricular activities in a most able manner. Principal Ralph V. 
Murray at the Central School has shown his worth during 
the short time that he has been with us. He has made rapid 
advances and is a very capable administrator. He has fine 
cooperation with his teachers and the pupils have great 
respect for him. At the opening of school in September we 
added five new teachers to our staff: Mr. Frank V. Wermer 
and Miss June M. Nyberg at the Senior-Junior High School 
and Mr. Douglas F. Barrows, Mrs. Ina May Marland, and 
Miss Estelle D. Boyatis at the Central School. 


The School Committee feels that we should recognize 
the fine work being done and the cooperation shown by our 
able staff of teachers and supervisors, as well as by other 
employees of our system. 


Our Physical Education program is an ever expanding 
one, and every pupil in the Senior-Junior High School has 
an opportunity to take part in one or more of the activities. 
We have several basketball teams, both boys and girls, 
functioning well, our baseball teams are comparable to 
schools of our size and always make a good showing. Your 
School Committee at its Regular meeting of November 11, 
1952 voted unanimously to adopt a football program com- 
mencing in the fall of 1953 for the Senior-Junior High 
School. 


Our English Department, under the capable guidance 
of Miss Marlene L. Andrews, is doing its usual outstanding

work and our school magazine “The Student’s Pen’’ is re- 
cognized by educators as being ‘‘tops” in its class not only 
in Massachusetts but throughout the nation. The Music De- 
partment, under Mr. Spencer’s guidance, has two bands 
that are well organized, good chorus groups, and many 
special features. Our many musical activities are growing 
more popular each year. One of our most practical pro- 
grams is our Driver-Training program handled by Mr. 
Goldman and Mr. Loud. 


The Parent-Teacher Association has been functioning 
well again this year and has sponsored many activities for 
the good of our schools. This is one of the finer ways of 
bringing together both parent and teacher to a greater 
understanding of the many problems of our schools. To this 
organization may we again say that we Seay appreciate 
your interest shown. 


Again this year as in the past we, as members of the 
School Committee, appreciate the help and donations so 
freely given by the Commercial Club, Booster Club, and all 
other Civic-minded Clubs and Societies in town who have 
in any way given to the worthy causes of your public 
schools. We again invite you to visit with us in the schools 
during the year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my second annual re- 
port as your Superintendent of Schools. 


In the past year I have become better acquainted with 
East Bridgewater and the many people who, in one way > 
or another, are concerned with our public schools. I have 
enjoyed this year and look forward to becoming more and 
more a part of the community. 


The school staff has continued to work hard to provide 
the best possible education for the boys and girls of our 
town. 


Our buildings are fast becoming overcrowded, as any- 
one can tell by looking at the five year enrollment figures. 
These figures show that we have been growing at an in- 
creasing rate. Enrollment projections prepared by our office 
and by the State School Building Assistance Commission 
both show that we may expect much larger enrollments in 
the very near future. The School Building Survey Commit- 
tee, authorized at the 1952 Annual Town Meeting, is work- 
ing to provide additional facilities. We hope that a report 
will be ready by the Annual Town Meeting in March. Grade 
six, with a total of 91 pupils enrolled, is crowded into two 
rooms intended for a maximum of 60. Next year we shall 
have to do one of two things; open one of the old wooden 
buildings or operate the first grade on a two-shift basis. 
Either plan has its unsatisfactory features, but when a 
decision is made as to which is better, everything possible 
will be done to make it work as well as possible until such 
time as we have adequate room again. 


Five new teachers have been employed this year. Four 
of them are replacements for teachers who have left us 
either for other employment or retirement, and one is to 
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fill a position created to improve the offerings of the high 
school. Miss Middleton decided during the summer vacation 
to retire from teaching. We were sorry to lose her services 
and were fortunate to secure the services of Mr. Frank 
V. Wermer, who is a graduate of the Boston University 
School of Education with a major in mathematics, to fill this 
vacancy. Mr. Wermer works hard to help the pupils in his 
classes and to maintain high standards. Miss June M. 
Nyberg, a graduate of the Salem Teachers’ College, has 
been added to the staff of our business department. She 
teaches Consumer Education, Bookkkeeping, Shorthand and 
Sewing. Mr. Douglas F. Barrows, a graduate of Bridgewater 
Teachers’ College, has replaced Mr. Frumerin in one of the 
fifth grades. Mr. Barrows seems to be well liked by the 
pupils and to be successful as a beginning teacher. Miss 
Estelle D. Boyatis, a graduate of Mount St. Mary’s College, 
and with a year’s experience in a fourth grade in New York 
State, has replaced Miss Pallatroni in grade four. Mrs. Ina 
May Marland, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ Col- 
lege with experience in Lexington, Massachusetts and Wa- 
terville, Maine, has replaced Miss Anna M. York in grade 
one. Miss York is now in grade two where she is continuing 
her fine work with the children. We believe that we have 
been very fortunate in obtaining the services of these 
teachers. Miss Doris A. Pratt, one of our 1952 business 
graduates, is serving successfully as secretary to Principal 
Murray, replacing Miss Joan DiGiano who is attending 
Bridgewater Teachers’ College. 


The costs of operating a good school system continue 
to increase. The supply of teachers is very limited so we 
have to compete with larger systems for the teachers we 
need. Our revised salary schedule should put us in a some- 
what better position than we held in the past. We must add 
at least three teachers to our staff next fall to care for the 
increased enrollment. 


I want to repeat the suggestions that I made last year 
regarding home study which are as follows: Pupils in 
grades six through twelve should have some home study to 
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do every day. The length of time it will take to do this work 
depends upon the speed with which the pupils can do the 
work. Unless the child is getting good marks in all his sub- 
jects, parents should not accept the alibi that there is no 
work to be done. A suggested schedule indicating the 
amount of time that we would like to have spent in con- 
scientious home study on every school day is as follows: 
Grade six, 45 minutes; grade seven and eight, 60 minutes; 
grades nine through twelve, 90 minutes, but those preparing 
for college in these latter grades average 120 minutes in 
home study. May I urge parents to help their children by 
providing good study conditions to the greatest possible 
extent. | 


Some repairs and improvements have been made to 
both buildings. For details see the report of the School Com- 
mittee. The Committee’s report also contains a list of new 
equipment which we have added this year. 


The schools both continue to succeed in giving our boys 
and girls the needed tools with which to face life. We are 
well pleased with the success of the pupils from our Central 
School in the high school and equally well pleased with the 
success of our high school graduates in institutions of higher 
education and on jobs which they have taken after leaving 
school. For detailed reports on the activities of the schools 
I refer you to the reports of Principals Goldman and 
Murray. 


The reports of the special supervisors, the School 
Nurse, the Dental Hygienist, and the Vice-Principal of the 
high school indicate that these activities have continued to 
contribute much to the lives of our young people. 


The school lunch program continues to serve the needs 
of a large percentage of our total enrollment by providing 
a well balanced lunch with milk and ice cream for the small 
cost of twenty-five cents per day. Two new potato peelers 
have been installed this year, the one at the Central School 
was paid for from the New Equipment Account and the 
high school peeler was paid for from the School Lunch 
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Account. All other additions have been made from the lunch 
account. The highest number of hot lunches served on a 
single day at the high school has been 353 and at the 
Central School 417. In addition to the number of hot plates 
served, many children at the high school select sandwiches and 
other items. Ice cream and milk are available at both 
schools for children who prefer to bring their lunches from 
home. 


Mr. Eastman and his shop boys have made some very 
fine furniture for the office and some of the rooms. These 
items include a cabinet for the public address system, a 
cabinet for the mimeograph machine, a glass enclosed book- 
case for the English room, coat racks, and many other 
_ smaller items. 


Several of our teachers have increased their education 
by attending summer sessions at Teachers’ Colleges and 
Universities and by taking extension work given by the 
Harvard-Boston University Extension Courses. One of these 
courses is being given here in East Bridgewater during the 
second semester of the present year. This study is import- 
ant as it helps to keep teachers up with the best in educa- 
tion. Our principals and supervisors have taken advantage 
of conferences in their various fields and have brought back 
many ideas which are very helpful to their work. 


The success of any modern school system depends to 
a great extent upon good parent-teacher relationship. To 
that end we invite you to visit your schools and to confer 
with the teachers of your children at any time during the 
school year. 


I want to thank all Committee members, parents and 
students who by their friendly cooperation have contri- 
buted to my personal happiness and to the success of the 
schools in our fine community.

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REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


J have the honor to submit to you my annual ‘report 
for the year 1952. While our organization and curriculum | 
at the Senior-Junior High School have undergone no me sor 
changes, steady progress has been made. 


An additional teacher made it possible to bring our 
business department in line with modern practices—namely 
to offer in the curriculum Consumer Education to the 
eleventh and twelfth grades; to offer a course in Office 
Practice in the twelfth grade; to include one year of typing 
to seniors who are-not taking the business course. This 
ability to type may be of great help to them. Also, use of 
the typing room has been extended to include a full school 
day in preference to the previous two periods per day that 
the typewriters were used. The equipment, in the business 
department has been increased and inst and is in good 
eondition. 


In the Industrial Arts Department we have added a 
Mechanical Drawing course for juniors and seniors. We are 
not able to accommodate all those who wish to take the 
course due to the lack of space for Mechanical drawing. 
This training will be very helpful to pupils going on to 
engineering schools. 


In the eighth grade shop class, due to the size of the 
class, it was necessary to divide the boys into two divisions 
with each division alternating weekly in shop classes. With 
the increased enrollment this situation will have to be con- 
tinued due to the size of our shop department limited both 
in personnel and space. 
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Regular faculty meetings were started last year and have 
been continued and are proving valuable. Closer coordination 
between the work of our teachers and that of the directors 
has been effected. The discussions in these meetings reflect 
the interest on the part of the staff members of our Senior- 
Junior High School. 


In addition to taking courses toward advanced degrees, 
some teachers have broadened their outlook and enriched their 
background by attending and participating in conferences in 
their special fields. 


Our high school has again received its grade “A” rating 
for the current year as shown by a certificate from the State 
_ Department of Education. This rating indicates that our 
school ranks with the best in the state. 


Our students have continued to make good records in the 
colleges and universities. Consequently, these institutions are 
willing to honor our recommendations and are accepting our 
students. 


Very substantial scholarships were awarded our 1952 
graduates by Wellesley College, Brown University, and the 
New England Deaconness Hospital Nurses Training School. 
Other institutions from which we are receiving good reports 
are Harvard, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, University of Massachusetts, University 
of New Hampshire, State Teachers College at Bridgewater, 
Wheaton College, Mt. Auburn Hospital Nurses Training 
School, The Laboure School of Nursing (Carney Hospital), 
the Pondville State Hospital, and the Ra School of Ac- 
counting. 


One of our major aims has been to make the entire school 
program, including the extra curricular activities, one which 
will have real and practical value for each student when he 
leaves high school. An effort has been made to incorporate 
into all our work the teaching of moral and spiritual values. 
Our school day opens with Scripture readings and the recita- 
tion of the Lord’s Prayer. In every subject there are great 
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opportunities to stress ethical values. In athletics and in our 
disciplinary procedures emphasis is placed on truth and right 
living. On the whole, the general spirit of the school is good; 
and well-adjusted students working happily and co-operative- 
ly with others in the interest of a good school are becoming 
well qualified to take their places as right thinking members 
of a democratic community. 


Our athletic situation continued on a high level—the 
basketball and baseball teams were runners-up in the May- 
flower League. 


In my 1951 report I suggested, due to increased enroll-. 
ment, the feasibility of enlarging in the future the scope of 
our athletic offerings. As a result of an independent football 
team consisting for the most part of our high school pupils 
playing a full schedule of games, it seemed best to recommend 
a school-sponsored team to represent officially our school and 
town. 


It is a privilege to work in a community where there is 
interest and friendly assistance on the part of the townspeople 
as well as the school personnel.

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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRINCIPAL OF THE 
SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I present my report covering audio-visual aids and extra- 
curricular activities in the Senior-Junior High School for 
the past year. 


AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 


The school possesses a portable 16 mm. sound motion pic- 
ture projector with two screens, one large fixed screen in the 
auditorium and a smaller portable one. There is also a film 
strip and slide projector for classroom use and a new opaque 
or still picture projector. 


_ For sound projection we have a wire recorder and a 
portable 3-speed phonograph. We are, at present, reconstruct- 
ing the auditorium radio to provide a mobile 3-speed automa- 
tic record player and a public address system. | 


There are, of course, maps and charts of many kinds 
available as well as a wealth of teacher prepared or collected 
material. Such audio-visual materials are recognized today as 
making definite and time-saving contributions to child growth 
and maturation through experience and through an intrinsic 
motivation due to their novel, concrete, arresting and manipu- 
lative nature. 


The most pressing present need in this department is a 
Radiant or daylight screen for classroom use. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


The Washington trip of the class of 1952 was an ambi- 
tious but most successful venture. All members of the class 
participated in the week long trip to Washington which in- 
cluded a day in Philadelphia and an overnight in New York 
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City. The trip was financed by an intensive fund-raising cam- 
paign on the part of the seniors, their parents and friends. 
Supervising the trip were Mr. and Mrs. William A. Luddy, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gordon C. Chase, Mrs. Ralph H. Perkins, Miss 
Mary Morrissey and Mr. Emery S. Loud of the faculty. 


The senior class offered as their class play a most novel 
and successful presentation “Curtain Going Up” by Gregory 
Johnston. The play was unique in the lack of conventional 
scenery and entrances. 


The athletic teams have fared well in the past year and 
hopes are high for the coming season. As stated in the report 
_ of the principal, East Bridgewater was runner-up in both 
basketball and baseball in the Mayflower League, and the 
1952-53 season has started auspiciously with six wins and one 
loss to date, a tribute to the abie coaching of Mr. Joseph F. 
Morey of the faculty. East Bridgewater will reopen its foot- 
ball campaigns in the fall of 1953 under the guidance of a 
new coach, Mr. Douglas Barrows. All teams have been en- 
thusiastically supported by the student body and especially by 
the cheerleading squad which is being led during the current 
year by co-captains Anne Merten and Evajane Grabau of the 
senior class. This year the girls, coached by Miss Anne Mc- 
Nally, have a regular basketball schedule and have been very 
successful. 


The Student’s Pen published two excellent issues under 
the direction of Miss Marlene Andrews. This publication was 
awarded a First Place certificate by the Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association and also received honorable mention for 
magazine make-up, best sports story and best news story in 
the Annual High School Publications Competition conducted 
by the Boston Globe. The Pen is self-supporting activity due 
to the fine work of the business staff under the guidance of 
Miss Anne McNally. Students in the commercial department, 
Miss Mary Tirrell adviser, prepared all manuscript material 
which rendered valuable service to the Pen and gave valu- 
able experience to the pupils participating. 
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The local chapter of the National Junior Classical League, 
one of the five chapters in Massachusetts, and the French 
Choral Group have held a number of meetings to discuss the 
relationships of classical and modern living. The choral group 
specializes in old and new French songs. Miss Betsey Loud, 
a member of these groups, received a “Prix d’Honneur” for 
her worthy participation in a National French Contest on the 
state level. Miss Mary Sullivan is adviser for both groups. 


The Student Council, elected from the student body, is 
striving to develop democratic principles and action in school 
affairs. Such activities as a student traffic squad in the cor- 
ridors, sponsoring the Good Government Day program, con- 
ducting a typical election and a student government day 
within the school, providing a $50.00 scholarship to be 
awarded to a graduate attending a vocational school and 
the collecting of stamps to aid the fund for lepers highlight 
the program of the Council. Miss Anne McNally is adviser of 
this activity. 


A number of fine student assemblies have been held dur- 
ing the year. Such activities involving extensive student plan- 
ning and participation help to develop poise, confidence, in- 
itiative and cooperation among our students. Such assemblies 
have been scheduled on a monthly basis for the school year 
1952-53. 


Under the sponsorship of the local post of the American 
Legion and its auxiliary, three of our students were given an 
unusual opportunity to study the functions of our govern- 
ment. Maurice Lynch and Richard Sebilian attended Boy’s 
State at the University of Massachusetts and Miss Anne Mer- 
ten was delegate to Girl’s State at Bridgewater State Teach- 
ers’ College. 


In the Tri-Town Legion Essay Contest East Bridgewater 
won second and third places in a group of nine contestants. 
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Essays were prepared under the direction of Miss Marlene 
Andrews and Mrs. Audrey Scheffler of the English depart- 
ment. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the superintendent, 
principal, teachers and students for their courtesy and coop- 
eration.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the year 
1952. 


Our enrollment has fluctuated normally during the year 
but with an ever increasing growth in total pupils over the 
preceding years. The enrollment facts given below will indi- 
cate clearly this increase:

The pupils in September were distributed to form three 
first grades, four second grades, three third grades, three 
fourth grades, three fifth grades, and two sixth grades. With 
forty-five and forty-six pupils in each of the rooms of grade 
six, there exists a crowded condition which results in a diffi- 
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cult teaching and learning situation. It is obvious that the 
Central School will not house all the elementary pupils in 
September, 1953. 


During February, mental maturity tests were admin- 
istered to all pupils. The results of these tests and the re- 
sults of achievement tests given in May have helped the 
teachers to know the strengths and weaknesses of the in- 
dividual child so that plans might be made for his particu- 
lar needs. 


More and more emphasis has been placed on the pupil 
as an individual and attempts to individualize the teaching - 
will continue as far as classroom conditions will permit. 


To help develop in the pupils an understanding of the 
value of nutriticus food, Miss Esther Worthington of the 
H. P. Hood Company spoke to the pupils on March 19th. 


Tonette classes were organized for pupils of the third 
grade with Mrs. Ring conducting classes on Tuesday after- 
noons through the school year which ended in June. New 
groups will be organized in January, 1953. 


In May, the pupils of grades three through six were priv- 
ileged to hear an illustrated lecture “The Passing of the Old 
West” by Colonel Charles Wellington Furlong. - 


Many of our boys between the ages of eight and eleven 
have joined Pack 32 Cub Scouts which meets at the Central 
School each month. This group is sponsored by the Parent- 
Teacher Association and should prove to be a lasting influence 
on the boys. More boys will be admitted to the pack as soon 
as more leaders can be found to serve as den mothers. 


Registration of first graders was held on June 4th with 
physical and dental examinations by Dr. Bannerman and Dr. 
Fraser. 


On June 5th, the pupils of grade six enjoyed a trip to 
Boston to see a baseball game and to visit the Children’s 
Museum. Transportation was supplied through the courtesy 
of the Commercial Club of East Bridgewater. 
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A farewell program for the pupils of grade six was held 
on June 12th. Under the direction of Miss Grace Smith and 
Miss Isabelle Odabashian, an interesting program of songs, 
original poems, and piano selections was given by the depart- 
ing class. Following remarks by Mr. Christie and Mr. Mur- 
ray, certificates of promotion were presented to the sixth 
graders by Mrs. Edward Hurd and Mr. John Thorndike of 
the School Committee. 


Several of our teachers have taken educational courses 
during the year. The influence of these courses has been 
reflected in the many interesting units developed in the class- 
rooms in science, arithmetic, and social studies. 


Our school continues to co-operate with the Bridgewater 
Teachers College with its teaching program for students. 
Miss Phoebe Leavitt taught with Mrs. Crabbe in grade two 
while Miss Patricia White served with Mrs. Frahar in grade 
four. Upon completion of their period of practice teaching ° 
on November 14th, Mr. Donald Morey, another student, was 
assigned to teach with Miss Odabashian in grade six. 


The showcase outside the auditorium is still used for dis- 
playing classroom projects and other appropriate seasonal 
exhibits. In addition to many splendid art exhibits, the fol- 
lowing were noteworthy: dolls and accessories by Miss Swift’s 
third grade; social studies unit on Pilgrims by Mrs. Ring’s 
fifth grade; Indian dresses and East Bridgewater historical 
scenes by Mrs. Frahar’s fourth grade; rocks and minerals 
by Miss Blake’s fourth grade. 


A bicycle patrol was established in September to lessen 
problems arising in connection with parking and use of 
bicycles by pupils. Respect for the property of other pupils 
and safety when riding have been encouraged. Results of the 
work of the boys on patrol have been most gratifying. 


Separate lunch hours and recesses were organized in 
September for grades one and two, three and four, and five 
and six in order to improve lunchroom and playground con- 
ditions resulting from the increased enrollment. 
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Mrs. Ring’s fifth grade presented “An Exclusive Broad- 
cast of the Voyage of Columbus” at the Parent-Teacher 
Association meeting on October 16. This enjoyable historical 
radio play was previously presented to other fifth graders in 
commemoration of Columbus Day. 


A 16 mm. sound motion picture projector with a twelve 
inch speaker was purchased for the Central School by com- 
bining funds donated by the Parent-Teacher Association and 
money available through the Bugbee Fund. We are grateful 
for this splendid gift and thank the many individuals who 
have contributed much effort toward making the gift possible. 


A general visiting day was observed on Wednesday, 
November 12th, as a part of National Education Week. A 
large number of parents visited on that day. 


Teacher-parent conferences on the evening of Novem- 
ber 20th proved profitable. As part of the program that 
evening, Mrs. Frahar’s fourth graders presented an interest- 
ing historical play based on the founding of East Bridge- 
water. 


Separate Christmas programs were presented to parents 
and pupils on December 16, 17, and 18. Pupils of grades one 
and two combined to give a play “The Nativity” while pupils 
of grades three and four, by rooms, depicted various Christ- 
mas scenes. Pupils of grades five and six presented a pageant, 
“The First Noel”. Appropriate Christmas songs and carols 
were sung by individual pupils and by choral groups. Numer- 
ous parents attended each presentation. 


On December 19th each room had its Christmas party 
with gaily decorated trees, games, refreshments, and, of 
course, a visit from Santa Claus. |

Recruiting of 85 INSTRUMENTAL BEGINNERS for 
class and private study of musical instruments from the 
4th to 7th grades; and supervision of classes on Saturday 
mornings in clarinet, saxaphone, cornet, trumpet, alto 
horn, drums, trombone and baritone horn. This is a 50% 
increase over the 1951 enrollment. 


Administration of PITCH AND RHYTHM TESTS to 
105 fourth grade pupils and new 5th and 6th grade pupils 
as a preliminary step in the location of special talent. 


Examination and procurement of EQUIPMENT AND 
INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS, including new bari- 
tone and French horns and cases for the band, and a 
good factory reconditioned alto saxaphone; four new 
bandsmen uniforms, making a total of fifty-four uniforms 
in all, and five new majorette uniforms, now totaling nine 
altogether ; six sets of a new basic song series for grades 
1-6, and a supplementary seventh grade set; a five-bar 
autoharp for classroom instruction in chordal accompani- 
ment. 


Submitting of detailed REPORTS to the superintendent 


as follows: 


a. Summary of music work in the year 1951. 

b. Housing specifications, equipment, special needs of 
the music department in a modern high school of 
600 students. 

ec. The relation of the use of music in high school ath- 
letics to a sound instructional program of instru- 
mental music training. 

d. A statistical survey of song book needs in our re- 
placement program. 
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This report shows the extent and direction of the instruc- 
tional coverage in music in our schools in a coldly factual way. 
It cannot reveal the warm, inspiring experiences which reach 
the hearts of boys and girls as they feel the emotional force of 
music in their lives, nor the enraptured expressions on the 
faces of beginners when they find they can play their first 
chords together and make them sound like music. But what it 
reflects indicates to some degree the extent of this See mance 
which should reach every child. 


There are still serious gaps, especially on the upper levels. 
Many beyond the eighth grade are not being reached at all— 
especially those non-participants whose greatest pleasure in 
music should be through understanding listening. Further 
broadening beyond the above capacity program needs await 
added instructional help. 


However, progress, through the wonderful cooperation 
of administrators, has been made in scheduling this year, mak- 
ing possible — a) a select choral group; b) sectional rehears- 
ing of choral and instrumental groups; and c) small ensemble 
experience. We have not stood still in 1952. And to the School 
Committee goes much credit for the continued interest in and 
generous support of music, not to mention the ever increasing 
assistance of parents, teachers and townspeople in many ap- 
preciated ways.

In making this report to you there is not much new ma- 
terial to talk about. We have added oil painting to the course 
for High School students. The pupils in High School electing 
Art have increased very much in number, which is encourag- 
ing. It makes the classes too big for much individual work 
however. The equipment for Art should be improved: i.e. 
desks that lift or some sort of easel for each pupil. That seems 
impossible at present with the music chairs crowding the 
room. 


The Elementary School Art goes on satisfactorily with 
the pupils very much interested in drawing and expressing 
their ideas in the modern manner.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the school nurse 
for the year ending December, 1952. 


Assistance was given Dr. Bannerman in his annual ex- 
amination of students. Findings of physical defects were sent 
to parents urging immediate consultation with their family 
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physivian. New State regulations now advise examinations 
which include a very careful check on eyes, ears, nose, throat, 
heart, lungs, feet, general health and posture be given to all 
high school students taking physical education, new students 
entering our school system, and pupils in certain grades in 
elementary and junior high. Also, it has been recommended 
that, when possible, these examinations be given by the fam- 
ily physicians with their findings reported to the school. This 
procedure will be adopted in the near future, especially for 
the elementary group. 


sereening tests with the Massachusetts Vision Tester 
were given to 750 pupils this fall. Approximately 10% had 
faulty vision. About 50 hearing defects were discovered by 
the use of the pure-tone audiometer. In order for the child to 
vain the most from his education, parents notified concerning 
these defects were advised to consult an eye or ear specialist 
for further treatment. For fifteen years lip reading has been 
available for pupils needing this instruction. Classes are 
conducted weekly at the Central School by Miss Gibson of 
Brockton. , 3 


In the follow-up for correction of physical and emotional 
clefects, pupils were transported to eye and ear specialists, 
child guidance and orthopedic clinics. Also; several pupils 
were taken to Brockton hospitals for necessary X-rays and 
treatments following playground and school accidents. 


A check on vaccinations this fall revealed that five pupils 
were not vaccinated and eight pupils showed an unsuccessful 
vaccination. These were mostly new pupils coming from 
other towns. Letters to and consultations with parents 
brought the necessary results. 


During the winter and spring, communicable disease 
among the pupils was high with 87 cases of measles, 104 
cases of german measles, four cases of whooping cough and 
three cases of scarlet fever. Since’ September these cases 
have been extremely light with only two cases of scarlet 
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fever and two cases of mumps reported. However, other 
illnesses among the school children have run higher than 
usual with many colds and virus infections. 


- Again this fall notices were sent to parents advising 
against sending ill children to school. This important pro- 
cedure should be heeded by every parent not only for the sake 
of the ill child but for the protection of other children. The 
ordinary head cold should be considered an illness and all 
children with symptoms of coryza, sore throat and cough 
should remain at home until such symptoms subside. 


During April, May and June the local board of health 
conducted the annual immunization program. At that time 
seven school children were given the complete series of three 
inoculations for diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus and 
91 school children received a booster inoculation for diph- 
theria and tetanus. 


During the tuberculosis survey conducted this fall by 
Plymouth County in cooperation with the local board of 
health, 423 Senior-Junior High School pupils, 47 Central 
School pupils and 50 school personnel were X-rayed. 10 were 
re-X-rayed and six of this group will X-rayed again at a 
future date. 


For the past nine years, registration day for entering 
first grade children has been held in June. For the first few 
years most of the children were examined on that day by 
the school physician and school dentist. With enrollments in- 
creasing each year, it became necessary to encourage parents 
to have these necessary examinations done by their family 
physicians and dentists. Letters with proper forms are 
mailed in April to parents of all known children entering: 
in September. ,

September, 1952 showed all children vaccinated and all 
but four had had a medical and dental examination. 


Many out of town meetings were attended. Interviews 
with teachers, parents, local doctors, health and social work- 
ers were all part of the year’s work. During the year, class- 
room inspections for elementary grade pupils were done 
several times. Children in the elementary grades were 
weighed and measured three times, pupils in Senior-Junior 
High once. 224 ill children were carried home, 50 children 
were referred to Dr. Bannerman, 500 homes were visited 
and 382 school visits were made. Special attention, includ- 
ing first aid treatments, was given to 3574 children. 


I cannot close this report without again emphasizing 
the need for a comprehensive health teaching program, in- 
cluding physical education and safety instruction for the 
pupils at the Central School. Health instruction in the ele- 
mentary grades is the classroom teacher’s responsibility and 
should consist largely in helping the children to develop 
desirable habits and attitudes toward healthful living. The 
health services, i.e. the medical and dental examinations, 
visits to the physician and dentist, the screening tests for 
vision and hearing, weighing and measuring, classroom in- 
spections, the immunization program, the lunch period, and 
the playground activities could be utilized to arouse the child’s 
interest, to break down superstitions, fads and fears, to gain 
knowledge and at the same time develop good health habits 
and attitudes. Since health is considered one of the first ob- 
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jectives of education, the amount of time allotted to health 
instruction should at least equal that devoted to any other 
major subject. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to all 
who have assisted in the health program of the schools.

REPORT OF THE DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I herewith submit my second report as Dental Hygienist — 
of East Bridgewater. 


In June I assisted Dr. Fraser in examination of teeth of 
children attending pre-school clinic. Only one-third of those 
attending had teeth that were in good condition. 

In September I assisted Dr. Fraser in the yearly dental 
examination of all the school children. There were only 262 
with no dental defects. 


I have given 238 dental prophylaxis treatments and 581 
sodium fluoride treatments. 

Dr. Fraser is in clinic one-half day a week and attends 
an average of ten children at each clinic. He does one to four 
_ fillings or extractions at each appointment. His work is with 
first and second grades only. 

I have nearly completed the first and second grades since 
September and plan to finish tng fifth grades by the end of 
the school year.

Wednesday, July 22, 1953 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the town of East 
Bridgewater, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, 
was held in the town hall July 22, 1953 at 8:00 P.M. under 
a warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated July 13, 1953.

Voted: To authorize the transfer of a bal- 
ance of three hundred and one dollars and thirty-one cents 
($301.31) made under a vote adopted under Article 21 of 
the warrant for the annual town meeting in 1953 to provide 
for the purchase of fire hose by public bidding and authorize 
that such sum as may be transferred may be used for the 
purchase of booster hose for the fire department. 


Article 3. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum 
of four hundred dollars ($400.00) for additional street 
signs and marking, and that to meet said appropriation, 
authorize the transfer of the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400.00) from available funds in the treasury. 
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Article 4. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum 
of one hundred seventy-one dollars and seventy-eight cents 
($171.78) in payment to Richard I. Gotlieb, attorney for 
Samuel H. Cohen in satisfaction of an execution issued from 
the Middlesex Superior Court, and that to meet said appro- 
priation the transfer of the sum of one hundred seventy-one 
dollars and seventy-eight cents ($171.78) be transferred 
from available funds in the treasury.

The attention of owners and keepers of dogs is called 
to the following extracts from Chapter 140 of the General 
Laws as amended: 


Definition: “‘License period,” the time between April 
first and the following March thirty-first, both dates in- 
clusive. 


Section 137.. A person who at the commencement of 
a. license period is, or who during any license period be- 
comes, the owner or keeper of a dog when it becomes three 
months old during a license period, shall cause it to be reg- 
istered, numbered, described and licensed until the end of 
such license period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so 
registered, numbered, described and licensed during any 
license period, in order to own or keep such dog after the 
beginning of the succeeding license period, shall, before the 
beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, numbered, 
described and licensed for such period. 


The license shall be in a form prescribed by the direc- 
tor, upon a blank to be funrished,—by the county in which 
the town is located, and shall be subject to the condition 
expressed therein that the dog which is the subject of the 
license shall be controlled and restrained from killing, chas- 
ing or harrassing live stock or fowls. The owner or keeper 
of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear around its neck or 
body a collar or harness of leather or other suitable mate- 
rial, to which shall be securely attached a tag in a form 
prescribed by the director, and upon which shall appear the 
license number, the name of the town issuing such license 
and the year of issue. Such tags shall be furnished in the 
same manner as the license blanks, and if any such tag shall 
be lost the owner or keeper of such dog shall forthwith 
secure a substitute tag from the town clerk. 


Section 139. Fees for licenses. The fee for every li- 
cense shall, except as otherwise provided, be two dollars 
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for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog, unless a 
certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the 
operation that said female dog has been spayed and has 
thereby been deprived of the power of propagation has 
been filed with the town clerk, in which case the fee shall be 
two dollars. A certified copy of such certificate on file in 
the office of any town clerk within the Commonwealth may 
be accepted as evidence that the said operation has been 
performed.

Every physician or medical officer regis- 
tered shall keep a record of the birth of every child in cases 
of which he was in charge and... shall, within fifteen days 
after such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of 
the town where such birth occurred, a report... . if the child 
is illegitimate, the name and other facts relating to the fa- 
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ther shall not be stated except at the request in writing of 
both father and mother filed ... A physician or any such 
officer violating any provision of this section shall forfeit 
not more than twenty-five dollars... 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required... 
shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of the town 
... or of any person authorized by him. (Penalty for refus- 
ing, not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after a 
birth in his house shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such a child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 36. If a marriage is solemnized in another 
state between parties living in this Commonwealth, who re- 
turn to dwell here, they shall within seven days after their 
return, file with the clerk or registrar of the town where 
either of them lived at the time of their marriage, a certifi- 
cate or declaration of their marriage including the facts 
required in a notice of intention of marriage. 


Section 55. Whoever violates Section 36 shall forfeit 
ten dollars.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the 
period from January 1, 1952 to April 9, 1953, made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of East Bridge- 
water for the period from January 1, 1952, the date of the 


previous examination, to April 9, 1953, and report thereon 
as follows: 
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The financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or distributing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection were examined and checked with the 
books of the accounting officer and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the accounting officer were 
examined. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several de- 
partments collecting money for the town, while the pay- 
ments were compared with the treasury warrants and with 
the books of the town treasurer. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, as well as the transfers from the 
reserve fund authorized by the finance committee, were 
checked to the accounting officer’s ledgers. The ledger ac- 
counts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on April 
9, 1953. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and compared with the records of the several de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the warrants of the 
selectmen authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 
The cash balance on April 9, 1953 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by 
the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust funds were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were 
verified. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were ex- 
amined and listed, the amounts transferred to the tax title 
account were checked with the collector’s records, the re- 
ported redemptions and sales of land of low value were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles, 
as listed, were reconciled with the accounting officer’s ledger 
and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination, as well as all subse- — 
quent commitments, were audited and proved. The collec- 
tions as posted on the commitment records were compared 
with the cash book collections and with the recorded pay- 
ments to the town treasurer as shown on the treasurer’s 
cash book. The abatements, as entered, were checked to the 
records in the departments authorized to grant such credits, — 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the State being 
verified by comparison with the receipts on file and the 
payments to the town treasurer being compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, of the sealer 
of weights and measures, and. of the health, police, school, 
and library departments were examined and checked, and 
the payments to the treasurer were verified. 
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In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
- to this report tables showing reconciliations of the treasur- 
er’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor 
vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, departmental, and water 
accounts, together with tables showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the officials of the 
town during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

The Police business follows more or less a pattern 
through the years and the routine has been about the same. 


I would like to say at this time that this Town is very 
fortunate to have so many fine Juveniles who are so well 
behaved and I might add that they have been considerate 
in their fun from time to time. The parents of the children 
of this Town should be proud of their efforts in this respect. 


Most of the criminal work in this Town has been done 
by people from the outside and most of the violations have 
also been committed by these people. 


I have been quite rigid with the people here because 
of their poor judgment while operating their cars and per- 
haps that may be the reason for their being on the alert 
afterwards. 


The School Children are getting good protection from — 
the men who are assigned to that work but there are times 
when something happens that one of those posts are not 
filled because of emergencies. 
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I personally feel that there should be at least five more 
- men appointed as Special Police Officers as there are times 
during the year that we do not have enough men to fill the 
tax payers’ requests. I have taken this matter before the 
Selectmen and they are giving this idea some serious 
thought.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We herewith submit the following report of the Board 
of Public Welfare for the year 1953. 


This Board administers these four categories of assist- 
ance, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, Dis- 
ability Assistance and General Relief. The Federal Gov- 
ernment and the Commonwealth participate in the assist- 
ance granted in the first three categories and General Re- 
lief is the responsibility of the Town except in unsettled 
cases. 


As there were no important changes in administrative 
procedures since the Lien Law went into effect last year, 
the grants have not changed much. 


There is to be quite a change in medical assistance 
beginning early in 1954. When this change is ready to 
be made, all recipients who will be affected will be notified. 


The recipients of Old Age Assistance received $45,546.- 
15 in grants and $9,882.35 for hospitalization and medical » 
care. $2,547.03 was paid to other Towns for assistance 
rendered East Bridgewater settled recipients. $2,246.83 
was recovered under the Lien Law from property sold by 
recipients. 


Expenditures under the Aid to Dependent Children 
program were greatly reduced this past year over the pre- 
vious year. The case load was reduced by families moving 
from town and employment of children. Grants amounted 
to $3,530.90 and an added pout of $206.45 was paid out 
for medical care. 


Beginning in January 1954, by a new directive, all Aid 
to Dependent Children cases will be more closely supervised 
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and must be visited at least once a month, whereas, pre- 
_ viously they were visited quarterly. 


The Disability Assistance is the newest of the Federally 
sponsored programs. This is designed to provide medical 
care and maintenance to persons in need who are totally 
disabled and who are eighteen years of age. $4,663.87 was 
spent in behalf of the recipients of this program. The 
State and Federal government reimburse 75% of the cost 
of this program. 


The General Relief program aids persons in cases that 
do not meet the eligibility requirements of other categories 
or those whose needs are of a temporary nature. $3,741.05 
was expended on cases locally and $1,176.14 for East 
Bridgewater cases in other towns.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town 
of East Bridgewater: 


At the Annual Election on March 7, 1953 the following 
members were elected to the three year term on the Plan- 
ning Board: | 


Robert B. Alexander 
Robert H. Hall 
Edwin E. Whitmore 


Alden E. Hanson was elected for one year to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Edward F. Clarity. 


On Monday March 9, 1953, the Board organized with 
Edward 8S. Matthews as chairman, Edwin E. Whitmore as 
vice-chairman and Victor P. D’Arpino as clerk. Regular 
meetings were held the first Monday of each month and 
special meetings as the occasion required. 


At the April meeting the Board members of the Hing- 
ham Planning Board were present to discuss various prob- 
lems of general planning. An application for approval of 
partial subdivision of land on Ashley Drive, off of Cross St., 
by James and Phoebe Foley was received. This was given 
due consideration and approval was given. At this meeting 
the Board voted to join the Massachusetts Federation of 
Planning Boards. | 


During the next few meetings routine matters were 
considered, the maps were received and preparatory work 
was done on them. 


At the September meeting, Edward 8S. Matthews re- 
signed as Chairman of the Board and Edwin E. Whitmore 
was elected chairman with Robert B. Alexander vice-chair- 


ca 
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man. A petition was received from a group of citizens re- 

questing that the board consider the preparation of Pro- 
- tective By-Laws for the town which should be of benefit to 
all of its citizens. 


On October 2nd, Chap. 674 of the Acts of 1953 became 
effective, at which time all planning boards already func- 
tioning under the present sections 81K to 81Y of Chap. 41 
of the General Laws became automatically subject to its 
provisions. This was the second major revision to the plan- 
ning and subdivision legislation and now comes under the 
Division of Planning of the Massachusetts Dept. of Com- 
merce. 


At our October meeting representatives of the Divi- 
sion of Planning and Development met with the Board and 
discussed the operation of the new department and how it 
affects the local planning boards. 


Some members of the Board attended a meeting at the 
Brockton City Hall when the Commissioner of the Dept. of 
Commerce and the Director of Planning of that Department 
discussed with representatives of surrounding towns in 
the district, the responsibilities of Municipal Planning 
Boards. Several members attended the State Federation 
of Planning Boards meeting at Worcester (at their own 
expense) where a general discussion of the various phases 
of Municipal Planning was held. 


As a result of the petition requesting Protective By- 
Laws and realizing the magnitude of the entire problem, 
the Board voted to interview planning consultants to discuss 
the East Bridgewater problem. After these interviews the 
board voted to retain Mr. Nord W. Davis of Shirley Centre 
to act as Planning Consultant for the Town. 


At the Annual Meeting in March 1953 the town voted 
$1,000.00 for the tise of the Planning Board for Legal and 
Professional services. Approximately $2,500.00 will be 
needed to complete this program, so the Board is requesting 
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an additional $1,500.00 at the Annual Meeting in March 
1954. In requesting these additional funds the Board real- 
izes the serious difficulties that many towns have encoun- 
tered when effective provisions have not been made for 
the proper protection of all its citizens. 


During the coming year it is planned to hold meetings 
with various organizations and groups of citizens within 
the town to discuss the many questions which will present 
themselves in developing a Protective By-law. 


The Board appreciates the cooperation of the several. 
departments of the town in helping solve many of its prob- 
lems. | |

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At the close of 1953 the Water Department had in-. 
stalled 33 new services and made 14 renewals. These 
figures indicate that for the last three years construction 
of new homes in East Bridgewater shows no signs of 
decreasing. At the present time there are 1295 water serv- 
ices drawing on our system and 1211 are metered. 


The City of Brockton replaced the old meter on 
Harvard Street with a new 6 inch Fire Flow meter with 
the result that the flow of water from the 24 inch main 
there has increased and will benefit the entire length of 
Bedford Street into the Center of the Town. | 


The Board of Water Commissioners would again like 
to take this:opportunity of cautioning the people of East 
Bridgewater that the Northville, Beaver and Robin’s 
Pond areas are inadequately protected. against Fire be- 
cause of lack of sufficient water pressure and should not 
too long put off major improvements in our system to 
remedy this situation. 


May we take this opportunity to thank all the Town

Report of the Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Selectmen and Citizens of 


the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The following is the report of the Public Health 
Nurse for the year 1953: 


Total number of visits 1923 
Total number of patients BPA 
Well-Baby Clinics, 9 140 
Immunization Clinics, 4 203 


Nursing visits are classified in two ways: 


There were one thousand (1,000) visits in which 
actual nursing care (baths, injections, etc.) was given 
under orders from a doctor. These visits are paid for by 
the patients at the rate of one dollar ($1.00) a call if the 
person receiving the care is able to pay this, otherwise 
the visit is free. 


There were nine hundred twenty-three (923) visits 
which are called Health Service. In these visits, general] 
advice on understanding normal children and their health 
needs, and prevention of disease, chronic and acute, 
through better living habits. These visits are free. They 
are generously supported by the taxpayers of East Bridge- 
water in the interests of healthier and happier citizens. 
Well-Baby Clinics: 


Well-Baby Clinics were conducted on the first Thurs- 
day of every month, except in the summer, for all babies 
and children under six years of age. One hundred forty 
(140) babies were examined this year. 

Immunization Clinic: 
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These clinics were conducted by the Board of Health. 
Combined Diphtheria-Whooping Cough-Tetanus innocu- 
lations were given all children between six months and six 
years who needed them. Sixty-three (63) children re- 
ceived the complete series of three and seventy-four (74) 
received one dose (Booster). 


The new nurses office is upstairs in the Town Office 
building at 175 Central Street. The telephone number is 
8-2391 and will be answered anytime between 8:30 A. M. 
and 5 P. M. For emergencies after hours call 8-2466.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Library Trustees: 


_ The 69th annual report of the East Bridgewater Public 
Library for the year ending December 31, 1953, is herewith 
presented. 


Reviewing briefly the activities of the past year we can 
indicate only the variety of services offered and the statis- 
tical gains. The qualitative gain that efficient library service 
makes to better community thinking and living cannot be 
measured statistically. The purpose of library service is 
not found in the number of books circulated during a year; 
it is in selecting and using those books to meet individual 
needs. 


The increase in the use of the Library was consistent 
throughout the year but the banner goes to the children and 
young people. The children borrowed more books than last 
year and the young people read more books than in any 
previous year. The circulation dropped in the Central 
School but this was unquestionably due to the fact that the 
three sixth grades in the Town Hall could not use the school 
library. 


The library building continued to be used for organiza- 
tion and community group meetings. In most cases the 
Library offered the hospitality of its building and the entire 
program was set up by the organization meeting here. Some 
groups met many times, others occasionally—the Garden 
Club, the Girl Scouts, the Junior Woman’s Club, local com- 
mittees of the Plymouth County Extension Service, the Red 
Cross, and the Woman’s Club. In August the Garden Club 
held flower arrangement classes in the Junior Department 
for the 5th and 6th grade pupils, and in September an 
exhibit of their work. The Art Committee of the Woman’s 
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Club sponsored an exhibit from the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, during Art National Week. 


On November 19th, Louise Dickinson Rich, distin- 
guished author of the New England scene, was a guest of 
the Library and spoke to members of the Book Club that 
is sponsored by the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater. 


SCHOOL SERVICES 


The amount of work done by the High School pupils 
increased to such an extent that the stack division alloted 
to their use proved entirely inadequate. In the Spring the 
front room of the Library was converted into a young 
people’s room. That the young people thoroughly appre- 
ciate a room of their own is shown by their increased use 
of it. 


In September, the 9th grade classes visited the Library 
with Mrs. Scheffler and were told the rudiments of how to — 
use an adult library. 


Mrs. Moorhouse was on duty in the Central School 
Library Monday through Thursday in the afternoon each 
week. A library room is being equipped in the Town Hall 
so that the 6th grade pupils will not be deprived of library 
service. | | 


More than 18,000 books were circulated to pupils and 
teachers during 1953. 


JUNIOR DEPARTMENT 


In addition to the regular library hours from 2 to 6 p.m., 
the Junior Department is open from 9 to noon each school 
day for the 7th and 8th grade pupils. Various programs 
were held for the children during the year including a 
summer reading club. Book Week was observed in Novem- 
ber and a party was held on Christmas Eve. 


Two girls began in-training for supplementary work. 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts were helped with various merit 
badge projects. 
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THE ANNA L. HILL LIBRARY OF RECORDINGS 


_ More than 100 records, a 3-speed record player and a 
card catalog for records were purchased and are in the Fine 
Arts room of the Library. There are both 45 rpm and 
33 1/3 rpm recordings in the collection which are available 
for circulation to library patrons. 


This addition to the Library’s services was made pos- 
sible by a bequest under the will of the late Anna L. Hill. 


The great interest already manifested in the recordings 
suggests that this will become one of the most popular serv- — 
ices of the Library. 


IN MEMORIAM 


. It is with sorrow that we record the death on October 
25th of Robert E. McCarthy, Chairman of the Board of 
Library Trustees. Elected in 1938, he served as Financial 
Secretary for 10 years and as Chairman for the past five 
years. His loss is keenly felt by all of us who knew him 
as a sincere friend of the Library. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


We wish we could list all the friendly things that were 
done for the Library: the lovely flower arrangements that 
were given us by individuals and clubs, the 202 books, the 
seven magazine and newspaper subscriptions, the many 
magazines to replace our worn-out copies. The East Bridge- 
water Savings Bank provided us with useful bookmarks. 
Mrs. Edith Shores Bishop and Miss Carol Mason lent us 
paintings. The East Bridgewater Garden Club gave us $25 
toward the purchase of 12 folding chairs. 

Our thanks are due to these good friends and to you, 
the Board of Library Trustees, for your continuing support 
in preserving the high standard of the Library.

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Report of the Board of ee lectnien 


The year 1953 was for the most part an uneventful 
one for the Town of East Bridgewater. The problems 
before it were mostly of a routine nature and a continu- 
ation of those outlined in our report for 1952. 


The Town By-Law relative to removal of loam as 
well as the decision of your Board was upheld by the 
Supreme Judicial Court in the two cases which were 
appealed to that Court. As a result of this decision, all 
the cities and towns of this Commonwealth are in a posi- 
tion to prevent the stripping and wanton removal of loam 
and other natural resources of a like nature from the 
lands within their borders. This will prevent the loss 
of tax revenue to the Town because of decrease in value 
of the land from which the loam has been removed. 


During the year it again became necessary to turn 
the Town Hall over to the School Committee, to be used 
for school purposes because of the increasing school en- 
rollment. Your Board endeavored to retain as much use 
of the Town Hall for the public as possible consistent 
with its use for school purposes. However, commencing 
with January 1, 1954, the entire use of the Town Hall 
will be needed by the School Committee and it will be 
impossible to hold other public functions there. 


Before agreeing to allow the Town Hall to be used 
for this purpose, your Board was assured by the School 
Committee that the Beaver and West Schools were no 
longer adequate for school purposes. We, therefore, sug- 
gested that these, schools should be disposed of and arti- 
cles dealing with their disposal are included in the Town 
Meeting warrant. » 
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Preliminary plans have been completed for a new 
high school building in accordance with a previous vote 
of the Town. A building of this type appears to be the 
only long range solution for housing the ever increasing 
school population. , 


We have also placed in the warrant an article au- 
thorizing the disposal of all town property not being 
used for town purposes, so that all ped go) prop- 
erty may be returned to the tax rolls. 


At the present time the Town is the owner of a lot 
of woodland which was left to the Town by Lucius Alden, 
so that the needy of the Town could obtain firewood there- 
from. As this is no longer practical under present condi- 
tions, we are planning to petition the Probate Court 
for leave to sell this land and invest the proceeds so that | 
the income can be used to buy fuel for needy persons 
within the Town. 


The East Bridgewater Grange through its Commu- 
nity Service Committee volunteered their services in 
cleaning up and caring for the old cemetery on Central 
Street. Their efforts were highly successful and for the 
first time in many years this cemetery was neat and well 
cared for throughout the year. We feel the Grange is 
to be highly commended for a job well done. 


During the year several liquor applications were re- 
ceived and acted upon by your Board. We have tried 
to follow the spirit as well as the letter of the law in 
acting on these applications, having due regard to the 
rights of the person making the application and those 
of the citizens of the Town. Since the repeal of the liquor 
amendment to the Constitution, this Town has consistently 
voted for license of all kinds and therefore licenses when- 
ever available have to be granted to proper persons at 
proper locations. 
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On May 30, 1953, the square at the junction of Bed- 
ford and Whitman Streets was dedicated as the Cpl. 
Gordon M. Craig Square in honor of Gordon M. Craig, 
the only resident of East Bridgewater ever to have been 
awarded the nation’s highest honor, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 


The financial condition of the Town remained strong 
throughout the year and it was not necessary to borrow in 
anticipation of the tax revenue at any time. However, we 
would request the continued cooperation of all depart- 
ments in keeping operating costs as low as possible con- 
sistent with adequate service because of the additional 
and heavy expenditures facing the Town for many years 
to come for capital improvements due to a steadily in- 
creasing population.

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Report of the School Planning 


and Building Committee 


The School Housing Survey Committee, appointed to 
study the problem of housing school children, in a report 
printed on page 127 of the Report of Town Officers for 
the year 1952, recommended that an immediate start be 
made on the construction of a Senior High school and that 
an appropriation of ten thousand dollars be made to per- 
mit work to commence work on plans for the proposed 
building. 


Under Article 19 of the warrant for the annual town 
meeting in 1952, the members of the survey committee 
were named to a High School Planning and Building Com- 
mittee and the sum of ten thousand dollars was appro- 
priated for expenses in connection with the planning of 
anew High school. 


The committee selected Perry, Shaw and Hepburn, 
Kehoe and Dean, as architects. By vote of the com- 
mittee, it was decided to recommend that the construc- 
tion of the new building be of Colonial type, suited archi- 
tecturally to the general design of structures in the area 
and in harmony with the architecture of the Central 
School. Design of the building and planning was made 
in accord with two long range school enrollment sched- 
ules; one made by Lindon E. Christie, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the other by the State Building Assistance 
Commission. There was no essential variation of esti- 
mates of pupil enrollment figures in either survey. In the 
planning the committee must also keep in mind the ex- 
pansion of the school population and the possible increase 
of the population of the town. 


In planning this building the committee must keep 
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in mind not only the use for schools but also the public 
use of parts of the proposed building. This area includes 
the auditorium, gymnasium and the cafeteria. 


The auditorium is of the theatre type with a large 
stage and an inclined floor with seats for 600 and a bal- 
cony seating 250. The gymnasium overall area is 96 by 96 
feet. The actual playing space is 84 by 50 feet, which is 
the required size for tournament basketball games. The 
gymnasium may be divided in two sections for use of the 
school physical training program. The public use area 
has a separate heating and ventilating unit and may be 
shut off from the school building when needed only for 
public use. 


THE BUILDING 


This proposed new High School has been designed 
by our Architects, Perry, Shaw and Hepburn, Kehoe and 
Dean, in simple New England style, so that it will be a 
distinct addition to the beauty of our civic center. It will 
contain the following:

The plans shown are not necessarily final in detail. 
They do include all of the facilities needed to accommo- 
date 600 pupils. 


The proposed building will be reinforced concrete 
frame construction with red brick outside walls, steel 
sash and trim. The roofs will be sloping accommodating 
ventilating machinery where needed. Interim partitions, 
of cinderblock, are removable, giving flexibility for future 
arrangement should the need so indicate. The floors will 
be covered with light colored asphalt tile. The ceilings 
will be acoustically treated. Cabinets and other fittings 
_ will be hard wood or metal. Lockers will be built in flush 
with corridor walls. 


Lighting will be the most modern design, incandes- 
cent, giving about 25 foot candles in classrooms and 50 
foot candles in shops and laboratories and other areas 
where extreme visual sharpness is needed. 


Heating will be of the latest type unit ventilators in 
classrooms and convectors in other areas. Rooms will be 
mechanically ventilated by a separate duct system ex- 
hausting through the roof. 


The Music Room will be sound proofed and will be 
equipped with cabinets for storage of instruments, music 
and uniforms. The practice rooms are designed for indi- 
vidual or small group practice. 


The gymnasium seats will be the folding type, when 
extended they will accommodate 940 persons. When 
folded it will be possible to divide the gymnasium into 
two courts, where separate classes can be conducted with- 
out mutual interference. 
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The cafeteria will have a seating capacity of 350 
with adequate kitchen and serving facilities and a food 
storage room. The cafeteria also may be used as a lobby 
and lounge in connection with the auditorium. 


The building is zoned so that the auditorium, gym- 
nasium, classrooms and shops can be used separately or 
together, with separate heating and ventilating zones for 
each. Thus, night use by the public of any of these facil- 
ities will not involve the whole school. 


The building is so arranged that classrooms and 
shops can be expanded. 


The Superintendent will be housed in the second 
story portion over the main entrance lobby, independent 
of the rest of the building, in a position where he will be 
easily reached by the public.

PRELIMINARY APPROVAL 


Approval of the preliminary plans was received in a 
letter from John E. Marshall, administrator of the School 
Building Assistance Commission. 


RECOMMENDATION 


We recommend that a building substantially in ac- 
cordance with that described be constructed as a High 
school for the town and that at the annual Town Meet- 
ing in 1954 that the sum of $76,000.00 be appropriated 
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for the preparation of plans and specifications. This would 
mean that probably in July of this year the development 
of the plans would be such that a Town Meeting could 
be called, asking for the approval of a bond issue to au- 
thorize the construction. The building might then be 
ready for occupancy in September 1955.

Department of Veterans’ Service 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Department of Veterans’ Services had a most 
active year in 1953. Returning home were many Korean 
Veterans with problems of adjusting themselves to ci- 
vilian life in one way or another. Many of these young 
Veterans decided to take advantage of the G. I. Bill and 
returned to School and Colleges. Many of these were 
assisted and advised by your Veterans’ Service Officer. I 
am very happy to report that of the sixteen veterans 
that returned to education in schools and colleges, fifteen 
are still doing well and on their way to complete their 
objectives which will prepare them to be good respon- 
sible citizens able to support themselves and their 
families. 


There were 69 Korean Veterans that applied for 
their Korean Bonus through our department and were 
successful in qualifying for same. In this service in assist- 
ing them to properly file their applications with the Mas- 
sachusetts Bonus Division, your Service Officer received 
fine cooperation of our Board of Assessors who according 
to the Massachusetts Bonus Law has to certify all appli- 
cants as to their residence in the community prior to 
entering the service. 


Veterans’ Benefits paid to the Veterans and their 
families this year was increased, due to many requests 
made to your Service Officer. The greatest increase was 
due to medical expenses for Veterans and their families 
in need and unable to assume these expenses. 
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Many of our veterans have been assisted in acquir- 
ing jobs and several have been appointed to positions at 
the New Brockton Veterans’ Administration Hospital. 
Photostats of discharges and other valuable records have 
been made as an additional service to our veterans and 
their families. Last year over 336 photostatic copies were 
made. 


. To those officials who have helped your Veterans’ 
Service Officer assist our Veterans, I wish to thank sin- 
cerely. Among those are your Town Clerk, George Fra- 
har, the Board of Assessors, and the Doctors of East 
Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Brigewater: 


Your School Committee has been faced with many 
new and perplexing problems during the past year. The 
continued growth of the town, and consequently of the 
school population, has reached such proportions that the 
present school facilities are taxed to their utmost. 


The Central School, faced with the unprecedented 
influx of new pupils, was found incapable of housing the 
first six grades of our school system. Hence, as both the 
Beaver and West Schools were deemed to be unfit for 
school purposes without the expenditure of large sums 
of money, they were turned back to the town and the use 
of the Town Hall for school purposes was requested from 
the Selectmen. This request was granted and the three 
sixth grades are now housed there. Due to the location of 
the Town Hall, the pupils housed there are able to par- 
ticipate in the hot lunch program and the assembly pro- 
grams at the Central School and the problems of 
administration are also somewhat simplified. 


Next fall, through the construction of additional 
classrooms at the Town Hall and by making use of the 
music room and laboratories at the High School, it will 
be just possible that school room needs may be met. At 
present it seems that if a new high school building cannot 
be made available by September, 1955, your School Com- 
mittee will be forced to resort to double sessions. 


As our school system continues to grow, additional 


textbooks and equipment must be provided to meet the | 


needs of our pupils. We have purchased the following 
equipment to meet this need and to provide for the de- 
velopment of our educational program. At the High 
School: One I.B.M. Electric Typewriter, a Monroe Cal- 
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culator, and five typewriters for the commercial depart- 
ment; a Delta Lathe and a Joiner for the school shop; a 
- Micro Projector and a standard Film Strip Projector for 
the science department; various band instruments, music 
and song books for the music department; and a Reming- 
ton Rand Safe File for the office. For the Central School: 
a Revere Tape Recorder, three 3 Speed Phonographs, and 
three teacher’s desks and files for the Town Hall. 


Many obsolete and worn-out textbooks were re- 
placed throughout the system and new sets of textbooks 
were introduced where necessary. 


Your School Committee has maintained the physical 
properties of the department at their usual high level. 
Considerable painting has been done at the High School, 
much of it by the shop classes who are to be commended 
for their fine work. The music room floor, long a source 
of trouble, has been replaced by an asphalt tile floor. The 
paved play area at the Central School has been increased 
by the addition of a new black-top area adjacent to the 
old. | 


The Superintendent was authorized to make avail- 
able to all pupils and school personnel an accident in- 
surance plan which, for a nominal fee, would offer pro- 
tection to the pupils to and from school, during school 
hours, and while participating in all school athletic activi- 
ties except football. 


The school lunch program at both the High and 
Central Schools has found favor with both parents and 
pupils. The High School lunch program is now headed 
_ by Mrs. Barbara Matthews, as Miss Marble is devoting ail 
of her time to the Home Economics Program at the High 


 $chool. 


The first football team to represent East Bridgewater 
High School in many years found the townspeople solidly 
in back of it. The cheer leaders and school band did much 
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to add to the enjoyment of the game. The Booster’s Club’s 
whole hearted aid and support and the town doctors, who 
donated their services at each game, are to be commended 
for their cooperation. 


The School Committee accepted with regret the 
resignations of Mrs. Christine A. Dowd, Miss Ellie C. 
Murray and Miss Maude D. Blake and granted leaves of 
absence to Mrs. Mary T. Naumes and Mrs. Mary H. Pear- 
son. The secretary of the School Committee was in- 
structed to send letters to Miss Murray and Miss Blake 
expressing our appreciation for their years of faithful 
service. 


At the opening of schools in September we added 
five new teachers to our staff: Miss Anita P. Dardeno at 
the High School; and Mrs. Elsie B. MacKerron, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth B. Kline, Mrs. Jessie B. Read, and Miss Patricia 
White at the Central School. We also welcomed back 
Mrs. Marion I. Hogue from her leave of absence. 


This year, as in the past, the members of the School 
Committee express their appreciation for the aid, sug- 
gestions and donations so generously given by the Parent- 
Teacher Association, the Booster’s Club, Commercial Club 
and other civic minded clubs and societies in the town. 


We will continue to welcome any, and all ideas or 
suggestions that may help us to further the cause of edu- 
cation in Kast Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to present my third annual report for 
your consideration. 


This has been another pleasant and profitable year 
for the schools of East Bridgewater. Many problems have 
been faced and solved in the ways which seemed to be for 
the best interest of the pupils. 


Our teachers are continuing to strive toward the goal 
of the best possible educational growth for each individ- 
ual child. Many teachers have improved their qualifica- 
tions by study and travel 


A glance at the Age-Grade Chart and the Five Year 
Enrollment Chart will show that our rooms are crowded 
by the increased enrollment. We are now using three 
temporary rooms at the Town Hall and will need to pro- 
vide for one or two more rooms next fall. We must also 
plan for four additional teachers to take care of the in- 
creased enrollment. Two of these teachers will be needed 
in the elementary grades, one in the junior high school 
and one in the senior high school. 


Eight new teachers have joined our staff this year. 
Two of these teachers were needed to replace Miss Maude 
D. Blake and Miss Ellie C. Murray who retired from 
teaching after long and valuable service to our schools. 
Two vacancies were caused by Mrs. Mary T. Naumes and 
Mrs. Christine A. Dowd leaving to devote full time to 
home making, also three additional teachers were needed 
—one in grade six and two in grade one. Miss Patricia 
A. White, a graduate of our high school and Bridgewater 
Teachers College is teaching in grade four; Miss Ruth W. 
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Goldberg, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers College 
with teaching experience in Quincy, is in charge of one of 
our first grade classes; Mrs. Elizabeth B. Kline, a gradu- 
ate of Michigan State Normal School with teaching 
experience in Michigan and Alaska, has a first grade 
class; Mrs. Rosemary R. Langwa, who is a graduate of 
Kmerson College with kindergarten experience in this 
town, has another first grade; Mrs. Jessie B. Read, a 
graduate of Meredith College and Duke University with 
teaching experience in North Carolina, is teaching in one 
of our fifth grades replacing Mr. Douglas F. Barrows who 
is now in grade seven at the Senior-Junior High School; 
Mrs. Marion I. Hogue has returned from her leave of 
absence and is teaching in grade three this year; Miss 
Anita P. Dardeno, a graduate of Boston University, is 
filling the commercial position left vacant by Mrs. 
Naumes’ leave of absence. All of these new teachers seem 
to be serving us well. Mrs. Joan DiGiano Benoit, who had 
served as secretary in both the Central Schoo! and the 
Senior-Junior High School, left us in December to join 
her soldier husband in Germany. Mrs. Blanche E. Spear 
is now employed as secretary to Principal Goldman. Mr. 
John Cormier has been Soak as a janitor at the 
Central School. 


The 1954 budget calls for increases which will make 
the total cost about 14% higher than the costs in 1953. 
The largest item in any school budget is salaries. This 
year the School Committee has again revised the Salary 
Schedule, making it better than before and putting us in 
a better position in the highly competitive teacher market. 
We may continue to expect school costs to rise as long as 
the general cost of living remains as high as it is at 
present. Our offers were turned down last summer by 
some very good teaching candidates because other towns 
could pay more than we could. Our per pupil cost of 
$186.25 is considerably below the $270.03 statewide 
average for towns of our class (population of less than 
5,000 with high schools). 
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I want to again repeat the home study suggestions 
listed last year and which are as follows: Pupils in grades 
~ six through twelve should have some home study to do 
every day. The length of time it will take to do this work 
depends upon the speed with which the pupils can do the 
work. Unless the child is getting good marks in all his 
subjects, parents should not accept the alibi that there 
is no work to be done. A suggested schedule indicating 
the amount of time that we would like to have spent in 
conscientious home study on every school day is as fol- 
lows: Grade six, 45 minutes; grade seven and eight, 60 
minutes; grades nine through twelve, 90 minutes, but 
those preparing for college in these latter grades average 
120 minutes in home study. May I urge parents to help 
their children by providing good study conditions to the 
greatest possible extent. | 


Some improvements made to the buildings and 
grounds are listed in the School Committee report. 


I believe that both our elementary and high schools 
are serving well the needs of the children attending. For 
detailed information on the activities, I refer you to the 
reports of Principals Goldman and Murray and Vice- 
Principal Loud. 


The School Planning and Building Committee has 
been making progress and should soon have definite plans 
to submit. 


The reports of the special supervisors, the school 
nurse and the dental hygienist indicate that these depart- 
ments are being well cared for. 


The school lunch program is continuing to serve the 
children well under the capable direction of Mrs. Barbara 
Matthews and Mrs. Mabel I. Packard, and with the assist- 
ance of Mrs. Violet Hudson, Mrs. Eleanor Ellis, Mrs. 
Marion Schreeder, Mrs. Mildred Whitmarsh, Mrs. Audrey 
Viola and several student helpers. On a recent Wednes- 
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day approximately 865 pupils were served in the two 
buildings. This number is a good sample of the participa- 
tion in the program and does not include the pupils who 
only buy milk and ice cream. This fine lunch program is 
self-supporting. 


Mr. Robert H. Eastman and the shop boys have con- 
tinued to cooperate on various school projects, including 
much work in moving and setting up bleachers at the 
football field. 


The fine help from Mrs. Chandler and her library 
staff has continued with high school pupils having access 
to the library during school hours and with branches in 
the Central School serviced by the library staff. I think 
that there are few, if any, schools that receive as much 
help from the town library as ours does. 


Any successful modern school system is dependent 
to a great extent upon cooperation with parents of school 
children and other citizens of the community. We have 
very fine relations with the Parent-Teacher Association 
and with a great many people on an individual basis. 


Jn closing I want to express appreciation to all indi- 
viduals and groups who have in any way contributed to 
the development of the most important industry in East 
Bridgewater, that of educating our young people.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report 
for 1953. 


Since public education is not merely a public pur- 
chase but a public trust, those immediately in charge 
should periodically render an accounting of their stew- 
ardship. Although much of the public investment in edu- 
cation is monetary, the accrued values are _ usually 
intangible. 


From year to year the significant data of East Bridge- 
water High School may seem to vary little. However, 
they do change because we try to meet the imperative 
needs of our young people. The tempo of life, the world 
outlook, the interdependence of men, the impact of in- 
formed scientific and social opinions do alter the needs of 
youth. 


In comparison with most high schools across the 
nation the holding power of the school is good. Also I am 
glad to report attendance is at a high level, for daily 
attendance is an important factor in the quality of work 
done. Probably the strong retentive power of the school 
and the proficiency of many graduates are largely at- 
tributable to the good daily atendance. Conversely, 
absenteeism among either pupils or teachers can be a very 
disruptive influence. 


The high school has received as usual, its ‘‘A”’ rating 
from the State Department of Education. This rating 
indicates that our school ranks with the best in the state. 


150 


Substantial scholarships were awarded our 1953 _ 
graduates by Harvard University, the University of Con- 
necticut, and Baldwin-Wallace College. We are receiving 
good reports from institutions of higher learning on all 
our qualified and recommended graduates. 


Our entire school program, including the extra- 
curricular activities seems to have real and practical value 
for each student when he leaves high school as we con- 
tinue to receive good reports from industry, business, and 
labor about our graduates. 


Our school enrollment as of October Ist was 414. 
This is an increase of 32 over last year and we are begin- 
ning to be greatly overcrowded. The outlook for next 
year is even more serious since the entering class will be 
larger than the Sept. 1953 entering class. 


The lack of available space for this increased en- 
rollment is not the only part of the problem. The sizes 
of the individual classes are increasing way beyond the 
recommended maximum of 25 pupils. There are several 
teachers whose classes exceed this maximum. Teachers 
cannot do their best work when a class is too large and 
consequently both students and teachers suffer. I wish to 
recommend that two additional teachers be appointed to 
our staff, also that we do away entirely with the practice 
of alternating courses such as Physics and Chemistry, and 
offer these subjects each year. 


Our facilities for the teaching of shop, drawing, 
music, and physical education are far from adequate. The 
continued use of our auditorium for physical education 
classes, assemblies, band and choral rehearsals, play re- 
hearsals, boys and girls basketball, presents many prob- 
lems of scheduling, which leave, at times, certain groups 
without a place to meet. This almost constant use of the 
auditorium requires a stacking of chairs in the auditorium 
or shower—locker room presenting a very untidy appear- 
ane° 
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The use of our auditorium chairs for bleachers at 
basketball games has resulted in the destruction of a large 
number of chairs and the marring of all others. Additional 
facilities for our physical education program are urgentl 
needed. | 


In spite of these many handicaps the faculty of East 
Bridgewater High School is doing, in most cases, an ex- 
cellent job of instruction and this high school compares 
very favorably with any school in the South Shore area. 


Our athletic situation continued on a high level— 
the basketball team won the Mayflower League Champ- 
ionship and was runner-up in the 30th annual South Shore 
Conference Basketball Tournament. The resumption of 
football was very well received by the townspeople and 
student body. In spite of the unfavorable won-lost record, 
I feel that it was a successful season because football in 
1953 was a new experience with us. 


It is a pleasure and privilege to work in a community 
where there is interest and friendly assistance on the part 
of the townspeople as well as the school faculty and 
student body.

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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRINCIPAL OF THE 
SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


For the year ending December 31, 1958, I wish to 
submit the following report: 


The audio-visual program utilized more films during 
this period than has been our practice. The cost of ship- 
ping films has dropped about 75%, making this extended 
use even less expensive than heretofore. We have for 
equipment a Bell & Howell Film Projector, which is about 
fifteen years old and should be replaced; a Film Strip 
Projector; an Opaque Projector and a Micro-Projector. 
Also, during the past year an illuminized or radiant type 
screen has been added which makes the showing of films 
in the classroom more effective. 


The Senior Class Play was presented in December 
and was most successful. It was also presented before the 
patients of the Plymouth County Hospital at Hanson and 
was warmly received. 


A varied program of assemblies for special holidays 
and other occasions was held with outside guests and 
pupil participation. Seating is becoming a problem as the 
hall is licensed for 392 persons on the floor and our en- 
rollment October 1, 1953 was 414. 


Two issues of the Student’s Pen were published 
under the guidance of Miss Marlene Andrews, Miss Anne 
McNally, Mrs. Mary Naumes, and Miss Anita Dardeno. 
Other extra curricular activities included Student Council 
With its varied program consisting of traffic control, 
clothing collections for underprivileged families, etc. The 
Science Club held a number of meetings during the school 
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year. The French Choral Club and Junior Classical 
League have also been active under the sponsorship of its 
adviser, Miss Mary Sullivan. The Junior Classical League 
is acting as host in May of 1954 for the State Convention 
of that organization. The Class of 1953 made a five day 
trip to Washington and New York, the expense of which 
was deferred by a fund raising campaign of the pupils 
and parents. The Class of 1954 is conducting a program 
to raise funds which is for a similar trip, although this 
year for the first time the class is underwriting a portion 
of the expense personally. | 


The year has been most happy and successful which 
is a tribute to the cooperation of faculty and pupils alike. 
May I express my personal appreciation for such courtesy 
and cooperation. |

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the 
year 1958. 


Our enrollment figures for September swelled to 662 
pupils. These pupils were distributed to form five first 
grades, three second grades, four third grades, three fifth 
grades, and three sixth grades. 


Due to an insufficient number of classrooms in the 
Central School, the three sixth grades have been housed 
in the Town Hall. This group of approximately 105 pupils 
has adapted itself unusually well to the emergency change 
of location. This adjustment has been helped greatly by 
the splendid cooperation of the sixth grade teachers. 


During the spring a course in reading was given 
in co-operation with the Boston University Extension 
’ Service. Many of our teachers were enrolled. Demonstra- 
tion groups made up of the pupils of all six grades were 
used frequently throughout the semester. Parents have 
co-operated splendidly in allowing their children to par- 
ticipate during the after school time. A course in science 
was started in September with several of our teachers 
taking the course. 


A number of films were scheduled through the year 
and shown to pupils on the new 16 mm projector. 


A P. T. A. Talent Show in April found a large num- 
ber of pupils participating. A capacity group attended. 
Mrs. Ring, Mr. Loud, and Mr. Murray attended a 


conference on science at the Museum of Science on April 
o7. ( 
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From January to May, several interesting and enter- 
taining programs were presented in the Auditorium. Mrs. 
Ring’s fifth graders presented ‘“‘Hansel and Gretel’’ and 
Miss Blake’s fourth grade gave a concert. Beginning in 
September each room was scheduled to present an assem- 
bly program to its own grade members. The programs 
have been very well done. 


The Commercial Club of East Bridgewater has been 
most generous. The Club has supplied balls, bats and 
other athletic equipment in addition to a bus trip to Bos- 
ton for the pupils of Grade Six. The pupils of Grade Six 
were thus enabled to visit the Children’s Museum and to 
see the Red Sox play. The H. P. Hood Company supplied 
the pupils with chocolate milk on the trip. 


A number of trips were taken before the end of the 
school year in June. Second graders with Miss York 
visited the Town Library. Mrs. Frahar’s fourth graders 
went to the Children’s Museum. Miss Odabashian’s sixth 
grade classes were conducted through the East Bridge- 
water Savings Bank. Many last week picnics were enjoyed 
by pupils and teachers. | 


Several student teachers have been training in the 
Central School during the year. Mr. Pickard did practice 
teaching in Grade Six with Miss Smith. Miss Janet White 
practiced in Grade Five with Miss Mary McCarthy. Mr. 
Keller and Miss Andruk have trained with Mrs. Ring in 
Grade Five. 


Many splendid exhibits have been arranged by teach- 
ers and pupils for our showcase. The showcase, along with 
display board in the Auditorium, has offered an oppor- 
tunity for classes to show some of the fine results of their 
classroom activities. 


Pupils of the Community Kindergarten visited Grade 
One on May 15. 
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Happy Journey, a N. E. A. pamphlet to help prepare 
a child for school, was sent in June to parents of entering 
first grade children. 


In June, Mrs. Rickter of the Bridgewater Garden 
Club spoke to the pupils of Grades five and six. As a re- 
sult of her talk, summer classes in flower arrangement 
were organized under the guidance of Mrs. Frank Currie. 


Cub Scouts of Pack 32 continue to meet in the Audi- 
torium. The pack is made up of many of our boys in the 
eight to eleven age group. This pack is sponsored by the 
P. T. A. and grows as more leaders can be obtained to take 
over den work. 


A Play Day was observed on June 8 with all grades 
taking part. Morning activities featured group drills, 
singing, square dancing, relays, and calisthenics along 
with folk dances and rhythm bands. Boys and girls of 
grades five and six completed the day with softball games. 
In September teachers began to develop some phase of 
physical education with their classes each week in antici- 
pation of another Play Day in June of 1954. 


Mrs. Ring presented certificates to Tonette members 
on June 12. tn September Mrs. Gray and Mrs. Ring con- 
tinued Tonette instruction with pupils of Grade Three. 
These groups meet from 2 to 2:30 each Tuesday. 


A Boys Chorus of fifth and sixth graders has been 
organized and will meet on Fridays each week. 


Fire drills were carried out whenever weather per- 
mitted. Revision of routes of exit has proved helpful in 
vacating the building in good time. 


A farewell program for the pupils of Grade Six was 
held on June 17. An interesting program of songs, instru- 
mental selections, and recitations was arranged by Miss 
Grace Smith and Miss Isabelle Odabashian. Following 
remarks by Mr. Christie and Mr. Murray, certificates of 
promotion weré presented to the sixth graders by Mrs. 
Frank Currie of the School Committee. 
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Mrs. Gray and Mr. Murray attended the New Eng- 
land Reading Conference at Providence on October 9. 


A horizontal ladder presented to the Central School 
by the P. T. A. has been a welcome addition to our play- 
ground equipment. 


It was most gratifying to find that many parents 
came to visit the school on November 10. In observation of 
National Education Week, a general visiting day was held 
on that date. . | 


Parents and teachers again had an oppertunity to 
become better acquainted on November 19, when the 
P. T. A. held a conference night. 


A combined Christmas program was presented by 
pupils and teachers of all grades on December 22. The 
program, ‘‘Music Fills the Air,” was a delightful pageant 
and was witnessed by all the pupils and a large number 
of parents. 


Christmas parties were held in all the classrooms 
on December 28. 


Under the supervision of Mrs. Hogue, pupils of 
Room 105—a third grade—made a trip to see the Edaville 
Railroad on December 21. Upon their return the pupils 
were guests of Mrs. Hogue for supper. 


A film strip projector has been purchased and used 
extensively by our teachers. Several filmstrips have been 
bought and are available as classroom teaching aids. It 
is hoped that an adequate library of filmstrips can be built 
up gradually through additional purchases of worth- 
while filmstrips. 


June marked the completion of many years of com- 
petent service by Miss Ellie Murray and Miss Maude 
Blake. 
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Dodgeball tournaments for pupils of Grades five 
and six have proved to be of great interest during the fall 
months. 


Lunchroom sales were put on a weekly basis in Sep- 
tember. To assist pupils and parents, a menu is given 
to each pupil every week. The lunchroom staff, under the 
capable direction of Mrs. Mabel Packard has done out- 
standing work in preparing and serving meals. Miss Doris 
Pratt deserves much praise for her splendid handling of 
lunchroom funds and records. 


Accident insurance was made available to all pupils 
this year for the first time. Approximately fifty per cent 
of our pupils are enrolled. 


I appreciate the fine spirit of co-operation that has 
been demonstrated by the teachers as we have worked 
together. 


I thank you and all members of our staff who have 
helped to make our school of greater service to our chil- 
dren and our community.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


This report is intended to show the extent and scope 
of music in the East Bridgewater schools in 1953, and all 
groups and activities listed were taught or conducted by 
the music supervisor excepting where noted. It has been 
divided into the various instructional areas. 


INSTRUMENTAL 


Thirty-five new INSTRUMENTAL BEGINNERS 
started in Saturday morning classes from 9 to 12 A.M., end- 
ing June ist. Special teachers assisted with class work. 


Forty new APPLICANTS were examined and pro- 
cessed and recommendations for choice of BAND IN- 
STRUMENTS have been made in the month of December. 


Thirty-five-member BEGINNERS’ BAND rehearsed 
once weekly for one-half hour and played at the annual 
spring concert in May. 


Sixty-member JUNIOR BAND, the largest yet (ten 
members beyond the eighth grade) rehearsed on a once- 
a-week schedule for 45 minutes and performed at the 
annual spring concert. 


Fifty-member HIGH SCHOOL BAND, grades eight 
to twelve, is the finest group of high school band musi- 
cians in recent years. The activities for 1953 include: 


Three rehearsals each week of the school year, 40 
minutes each.

Parade in East Bridgewater on Memorial Day.

Annual Spring concert of the music organizations. 

Class Day at Strong Field. 

Graduation exercises for the high school. 

Graduation exercises for the junior high school. 

Two summer lawn parties. 

Two school football rallies. 

Seven field drill rehearsals prior to football games. 

Seven football games at home and away. 

Program at the football banquet in December. 

Senior Class Play program in December. 

Coaching and participation of three band mem- 
bers in the New England Festival concert band 
in Brookline in March. 

Coaching and participation of one member at the 
New England Solo Festival at Winsted, Conn., 
in January. 

Participation of ten players in the Southeastern 
Mass. School Bandmasters concert band in Ran- 
dolph in February. 

Program for the Plymouth County Teachers Asso- 
ciation in February. 


EKight-ten player BRASS ENSEMBLE rehearses once 
weekly for 40 minutes and appeared before local clubs, 
played at assemblies and at the annual spring concert. 


Six-member PERCUSSION ENSEMBLE rehearsed 
once weekly for 40 minutes and terminated its activities 
by presenting a special selection at the annual spring 
concert.

September. 


Seventy-five-member HIGH SCHOOL GENERAL 
CHORUS rehearsed once weekly for 45 minutes and took 
part in the annual spring concert. Because of scheduling 
difficulties this group was canceled in September. 


Forty-singer “CHORALEERS” selected chorus now 
rehearses two 45-minute periods weekly, and has ap- 
peared in school assemblies, the annual spring concert, 
class day, graduation, and presented a program before 
the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater. Three members 
were coached to take part in the New England Festival .

AWARD 


The annual presentation of the Arion Award in 
Music was made at the spring concert by the president of 
the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater, Mrs. G. Newton 
Drew, to Muriel Donahue of the graduating class of 1953. 


O—O—O 


For many years the motto of the Music Educators 
National Conference has been ‘‘Music For Every Child 
and Every Child For Music.”’ Every sincere music educator 
is concerned with applying this motto to the schools whose 
musical welfare is his responsibility. What the above 
report does not show includes the fact that well over half 
of our high school pupils, grades 9 to 12 have no contact 
whatsoever with music in the school. Their need for the 
emotional, cultural and spiritual values of music in their 
_ lives is just as great as the others who take part. They are 
listeners (not performers) whose training in MUSIC 
LISTENING AND APPRECIATION has for many years 
been completely neglected in those grades. This greatest 
deficiency has been reported every successive year, and it 
still exists. 


Next in importance is the need for GENERAL CHOR- 
AL SINGING for 45 or 50 high school pupils who elected 
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chorus this year, and due to scheduling difficulties were 
disappointed. Also there is interest in a MUSIC THEORY 
course for certain pupils who desire more specialization. 
This should be provided. 


Four things stand in the way: (1) Inadequate class- 
room or rehearsal space; (2) insufficient equipment, ex- 
cepting for chorus; (8) difficulties in scheduling a time; 
and (4) necessary instructional assistance. The latter 
becomes evident after a study of the above report on 
present music activities and offerings. 


A low studio type upright piano is sorely needed for 
classroom music teaching in junior high music classes. A 
full size upright requires that the teacher must accom- 
pany the class while standing up, looking over the top to 
guide the class, or attempt to direct the singing from the 
piano with his back to the class, neither of which is desir- 
able, especially in a junior high class. 


In submitting this report I am mindful and apprecia- 
tive of the fine support of administration and school board, 
and willingness of teachers to cooperate in musical af- 
fairs, and thoughtful recognition by parents and com- 
munity of the efforts expended to make music meaningful 
to East Bridgewater boys and girls.

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REPORT OF THE DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


On September 23, Dr. Fraser, assisted by Mrs. Bil- 
lings, examined the teeth of all children present in the 
first six grades. The Junior and Senior High School exam- 
inations were done October 21. 


The parents received notice of the condition of their 
children’s teeth, and the majority of the parents signed 
and returned these papers indicating that they would 
take the child to a private dentist. But in too many cases 
nothing is done year after year. 


Thirty-three pre-school children were examined in 
June. Only eight children were without cavities. We later 
received eighty-seven dental certificates stating work 
begun or finished. 


I wish there were some way to impress the parents 
of pre-school children of the vital need of very early care 
of the temporary teeth. 


Dr. Fraser had thirty morning clinics, averaging 
eleven patients a morning. He was able to do one to four 
fillings (depending on size) or extractions per patient. 
His work is with the children of grades one and two. The 
results of his work show in the mouths of. the children in 
the upper grades who have had this work done in the past. 


Mrs. Billings has had seventy-eight clinic days with 
a total of three hundred forty-three dental prophylasis 
treatments. These were done, along with six hundred and 
six sodium fluoride treatments, in the first, second and 
fifth grades. Forty-five of this total were from sixth 
grades. The results are showing as I do the children in the 
third grade who have had teeth cleaned in first and secorid 
grades.

OFFICE OF TOWN CLERK 


The attention of owners and keepers of dogs is called 
to the following extracts from Chapter 140 of the General 
Laws as amended: 
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Definition: ‘“‘License period,” the time between April 
first and the following March thirty-first, both dates in- 
clusive. 


Section 137. A person who at the commencement of 
a license period is, or who during any license period be- 
comes, the owner or keeper of a dog when it becomes three 
months old during a license period, shall cause it to be reg- 
istered, numbered, described and licensed until the end of 
such license period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so 
registered, numbered, described and licensed during any 
license period, in order to own or keep such dog after the 
beginning of the succeeding license period, shall, before 
the beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, numbered, 
described and licensed for such period. 


The license shall be in a form prescribed by the direc- 
tor, upon a blank to be furnished,—by the county in which 
the town is located, and shall be subject to the conditions 
expressed therein that the dog which is the subject of the 
license shall be controlled and restrained from killing, 
chasing or harrassing live stock or fowls. The owner or 
keeper of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear around its 
neck or body a collar or harness of leather or other suit- 
able material, to which shall be securely attached a tag 
in a form prescribed by the director, and upon which shall 
appear the license number, the name of the town issuing 
such license and the year of issue. Such tags shall be fur- 
nished in the same manner as the license blanks, and if 
any such tag shall be lost the owner or keeper of such 
dog shall forthwith secure a substitute tag from the town 
clerk. | 


Section 139. Fees for licenses. The fee for every li- 
cense shall, except as otherwise provided, be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog, unless a 
certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the 
operation that’ said female dog has been spayed and has 
thereby been deprived of the power of propagation has 
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been filed with the town clerk, in which case the fee shall 
be two dollars. A certified copy of such certificate on file 
in the office of any town clerk within the Commonwealth 
may be accepted as evidence that the said operation has 
been performed.

All persons are respectfully requested to examine the 
following reports of births, marriages and deaths and re- 
port to the Town Clerk any errors or ommissions that may 
be discerned therein, so that the records may be corrected. 
An error in the record, other than a mistake in copying 
a certificate or return, can be corrected only in accordance 
with a deposition under oath made by one who is required 
by law to furnish the information for the original record 
or by one or more cerditable persons having knowledge of 
the case. 


(See General Laws, Chapter 46, Section 13, as amended.) 


Births occurring late in the year are sometimes re- 
turned without the Christian name. In such cases parents 
should return the name to the Town Clerk as soon as se- 
lected, as incompleteness of the record may occasion 
trouble in the future. 


Attention is particularly called to the following ex- 
tracts from the General Laws: 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 46 


Section 1. , Each city and town clerk shall receive or 
obtain and record ... facts relative to the births... in his 
city or town. 
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Section 3. Every physician or medical officer regis- 
tered shall keep a record of the birth of every child in 
cases of which he was in charge and .. . shall, within fif- 
teen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or 
registrar of the town where such birth oceurred, a report 

. if the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both father and mother filed...A 
physician or any such officer violating any -provisions of 
this section shali forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required... 
shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of the 
town... or of any person authorized by him. (Penalty 
for refusing, not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth 
of a child, and every householder within forty days after 
a birth in his house shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the clerk of the town where such a child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 36. Ifa marriage is solemnized in another 
state between parties living in this Commonwealth, who 
return to dwell here, they shall within seven days after 
their return, file with the clerk or registrar of the town 
where either of them lived at the time of their marriage, 
a certificate or declaration of their marriage including the 
facts required in a notice of intention of marriage. 


Section 55. Whoever violates Section 36 shall for- 
feit ten dollars. 


The Town Clerk hereby gives notice that he is pre- 
pared to furnish parents, householders, physicians and 
registered hospital medical officers applying therefor, 
with blanks for return of birth as required by law.

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Report of the 


Department of Veterans’ Service 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As the name of the department implies, your local office 
of Veterans’ Services gives service to all the Veterans of 
All Wars including the Veterans who are being discharged 
after serving during the Korean conflict. The Korean Vet- 
erans who have served since June 27, 1950, are entitled to 
most of the benefits which were given to the Veterans of 
World War II, such as education, on the job training, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, home loans, and employment rights. 
Information on any of these and other benefits may be ob- 
tained from your local office of Veterans’ Services. 


Your Department of Veterans’ Services has continued 
to service all Veterans of East Bridgewater for photostatic 
copies of their important discharge papers and is keeping 
a live file on all discharges of these Veterans who served in 
time of war. 


Those Veterans who are being discharged from the 
Korean conflict are entitled to the Massachusetts bonus pro- 
vided they can prove they have lived in Massachusetts six 
months prior to entering the service. Many of these young 
men are in a question about their G. I. Insurance. I have 
advised them to take the Government Insurance prior to the 
one hundred twenty days expiration period after being dis- 
charged as this is a good sound economical insurance for 
most any young man today. 


Many of our World War I Veterans are now becoming 
totally disabled and have been serviced for non-service con- 
nected pensions with the Veterans’ Administration. Any 
of these Veterans who are in this status may file such claims 
with your local agent. 
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Veterans benefits under Chapter 115 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts which entitles our Veterans financial 
assistance when they and their families are in need have 
been on the increase the past year, due mainly to medical 
needs of these Veterans and their dependents. There has 
been an increase of need for the World War I Veteran and 
his family, due to his age and physical problems that arise 
when he reaches the age of 50 or more. These men have 
been processed with the Veterans’ Administration for their 
Part III Non-Service Connected Pension provided that they 
had war time service and a minimum of 90 days service. 


All of our Veterans and their dependents who qualify 
under Chapter 115 and have filed applications for assistance 
have been assisted as to their required needs as the law will 
allow. Many who were just temporarily unemployed have 
been assisted in obtaining new employment and have been 
successfully taken out of a needy status. 


Your Veterans’ Agent would be remiss if he did not 
mention with thanks the wonderful assistance he has re- 
ceived from all of the doctors in East Bridgewater in assist- 
ing our Veterans for claims with the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion and their family problems. I would also like to thank 
Mr. Joseph Gillis, Mrs. Russell Hally, and Mr. Edward Cun- 
ningham in the State Department of Veterans’ Services, 
under the direction of Mr. William MacNamara, first deputy 
and acting commissioner, for their assistance in all of the 
Veterans’ problems. 


The Town of East Bridgewater had a great honor be- 
stowed on it when Governor Herter recently appointed our 
own Michael J. McCarthy to the position of Commissioner 
of Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. Many of the laws which provide benefits for our Vet- 
erans were enacted into law through Mr. McCarthy’s efforts 
when he was in the House of Representatives and the Vet- 
erans of Massachusetts should benefit by his wide knowledge 
and experience in Veterans’ affairs, We wish him well as 
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he assumes his duties and responsibilities of service to nearly 
one million Veterans and their dependents in Massachusetts. 


The Department of Veterans’ Services has been under 
a decided handicap due to very limited office space and it is 
hoped that with due consideration by our Selectmen this 
problem will be corrected in the future. 


Your Veterans’ Agent is ready at all times to help Vet- 
erans of all wars and their dependents when ever they have 
a problem that he may service. You may reach your Vet- 
erans’ Agent at the Town Office on Friday evenings between 
the hours of 7:00 P.M. and 10 P.M. or by calling him at 
home in the evening—telephone 8-3168. 


It has been an honor and privilege to be of service to 
those men and their dependents who answered the call to 
arms when the need arose for men to defend America and 
the American way of life.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books - 
and accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the fiscal 


year ending December 31, 1953, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
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committing bills for collection were examined, checked ‘and 
verified by comparison with the books kept by the accounting 
officer. The recorded receipts were compared with the treas- 
urer’s books and with the records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town or committing bills for col- 
lection. The records of disbursements were checked with 
the treasury warrents and with the payments as shown by 
the treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were analyzed, 
the appropriations and transfers as recorded being checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and with 
the records of the finance committee. A trial balance was 
taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this re- 
port, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on December 31, 1953. An examination of this balance 
sheet indicates that the town is in good financial condition. 


The books and accounts in the treasurer’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
analyzed and compared with the records in the several de- 
partments in which money is collected for the town and with 
the other sources from which money was paid into the town | 
treasury. The disbursements were checked with the select- 
men’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds. 


The footings of the cash book were verified, and the 
cash balance on January 27, 1954 was proved by actual count 
of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer 
and the trustees were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the transfers to the town being verified. 


iE: 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined. The taxes transferred to the tax title 
account were proved, the reported redemptions were checked 
with the treasurer’s receipts, the foreclosures were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed, reconciled with 
the accounting officer’s ledger, and compared with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The tax, motor vehicle and trailer. 
excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination, as well as all subse- 
quent commitment lists, were audited and proved to the 
warrants issued for their collection. The recorded collec- 
tions were checked with the payments to the town treasurer, 
the abatements were compared with the records in the de- 
partments authorized to grant such credits, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the re- 
spective controlling accounts in the ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
selectmen, the town clerk, and the police and health depart- 
ments were examined and checked, the payments to the 
State and to the town treasurer being verified. 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures and 
of all other departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection were examined and reconciled 
with the town treasurer’s books and with the records of the 
accounting officer. 
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There are appended to this report, in addition to'the 
balance sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the treas- 
urer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor 
vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, tax possession, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, together with schedules show- 
ing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from all officials of the town, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1954. 


Hurricanes Carol and Edna turned 1954 into one of 
the most active years that ever faced the Tree Department. 
Not only did we carry out the annual tasks of setting out 
new trees and cutting down old trees for the general safety 
of the town, but we also began a campaign that has taken - 
us to every section of the town many times during the past 
four months. 


The first major hurricane hit the town in strong force 
during the morning hours and started our force to work at 
a twenty-four hour schedule. We endeavored to immedi- 
ately remove all trees that might cause drastic damage in 
the very near future. The Department worked through the 
nights clearing ways and helping to restore power to all 
townspeople. 


I am deeply grateful to all the people of East Bridge- 
water for their patience during this disaster period. The 
damage to the trees of the Town was so great that many 
people needed immediate attention given in their localities. 
Their understanding ways and the long hours worked by 
the men who joined forces with me are greatly appreciated 
by your Tree Warden. Valuable aid came from many 
sources, too numerous to list. To former Chief of Police 
Myron Hayden I extend a note of appreciation for all he 
has done, not only during this disaster period, but through- 
out all his years of service.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


We herewith submit the following report of 188 Board 
of Public Welfare for the year 1954: 


During the year there was a general decrease in the 
number of cases on the assistance rolls. This decrease in 
numbers has followed this general pattern in. most of the 
towns in the Commonwealth. The increases in Social Se- 
curity benefits, the Lien Law and the tightening of the reg- 
ulations governing the contributions of the children have 
been the chief factors in this decrease. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE. There was a sharp decrease in 
both the number of Old Age Assistance cases and the expen- 
ditures, but an increase in the amount of collections under 
the Lien Law. The total expenditures for the year was $51,- 
138.32. There was received from the Federal government, 
$18,441.09; from the Commonwealth, $17,196.97; from 
other Cities and Towns, $1,658.99. There was also col- 
lected under the Lien Law, $9,075.65. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN. There was a slight de- 
crease in the case load in this category, but expenditures 
decreased 60% over the previous year. The total expendi- 
ture was $1,498.70. $863.17 was received from the Federal 
government, and $759.47 from the Commonwealth. $35.00 
was recovered from an individual. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE. There was no change during 
the year in the number of cases receiving assistance under 
this program, but expenditures increased $800.00 over those 
of the year 1953. This increase was because of changes in 
circumstances in the cases. $5,458.44 was paid out in behalf 
of the recipients. Receipts were made up of $1,961.06 from 
the Federal government and $2, 221.24 from the Common- 
wealth. 


GENERAL RELIEF. There was an increase both in case 
load and expenditures in this category of relief. The ma- 
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jority of these cases were in need of temporary assistance 
because of illness of the wage earner in the family. There 
was also an increase in the number of East Bridgewater 
cases aided in other towns. The total expenditure was $5,- 
304.77 and reimbursements of $1,285.75 were received from 
other Cities and Towns and $1,687.78 from the Common- 
wealth.

Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In the past year, 37 new services have been installed 
and the Water Department made 17 renewals. 5,000 ft. of 
cement asbestos pipe has been laid on Pine and Elm Street. 


The Water Commissioners, together with representa- 
tives of the towns of Whitman and Pembroke, have pro- 
tested and refused to pay the increase in Water Rates sought 
by the City of Brockton. Several meetings of the Commis- 
sioners of the three towns were held and we are unanimous 
in our opinion that the increase is not justified and is con- 
trary to an 1899 statute of the General Laws of Massachu- 
setts. The matter is still in litigation but we feel that even- 
tually the matter will be placed before a Board of Arbitra- 
tion and we are confident that the proposed increase will be 
turned down. 


The Water Commissioners have proposed an Article for 
your consideration at the Annual Town Meeting. This Arti- 
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cle which is a Priority Improvement in the Water Survey 
Report of 1950 will greatly increase the flow of water into 
the School area and its immediate vicinity. It will furnish 
ample Fire protection to all of Washington Street from Cen- 
tral Street to the Robin’s Pond area and Plymouth Street 
to the Carver Cotton Gin Co. All of these areas which would 
be affected by this improvement are a considerable distance 
from the Fire Station and we feel that it would be dangerous 
to postpone this project any longer. 


The Town of East Bridgewater in population is steadily 
growing and the demands on our Department are increas- 
ing. Our Water Main layout in its present condition is get- 
ting old and worn and the number of leaks due to leaking 
joints are increasing each year. We are asking the voters 
to authorize the purchase of a tractor with backhoe and blade 
to modernize and speed up the work of installing new and 
renewing old services. Under the present setup the con- 
sumer must excavate for a new service or renewal from the 
street line to cellar. With the acquisition of a tractor with 
backhoe we could dig from the street main to cellar and 
charge the patron on a footage basis. We feel that in two 
years time this equipment would pay for itself. 


We would like to extend our sincere thanks to all other 
Town Departments for their cooperation.

The Nurse’s 
office is in the Town Office Building. Phone 8-2391 between 
%:50 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 


Mrs. Ernest Rockwell, R.N., has been appointed substi- 
tute nurse, to replace Mrs. Howard Mann. 1954 has been the 
busiest peace time year on record, due to the newest ad- 
vances in medicine and the ever increasing population. 


Well-Baby Clinics are held in the Nurse’s office on the 
first Thursday of every month except July and August. 
Any well child under six years of age is examined and given 
advice about diet, growth or habit formation. Any child 
found to have a physical defect is referred to his own doctor 
for treatment. All are welcome. A small fee is charged for 
this service. 


Immunization Clinics are held in the Spring, under the 
sponsorship of the Board of Health. It presents an oppor- 
tunity for any ‘child under six years old to have his Diph- 
theria-Whooping Cough-Tetanus inoculations free of charge. 
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I wish to thank you all for your generous support of the 
Nursing service.

Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Library Trustees: 


The 70th annua! report of the East Bridgewater Public 
Library for the year ending December 31, 1954, is herewith 
presented. 


“Not by books alone” is an often used phrase among 
librarians to indicate that public libraries no longer function 
exclusively to supply recreational and standard reading to 
patrons. During 1954 our Library conformed to this wider 
view of library service. 


The opening of a library of recorded music in January 
was one of the major achievements of the year. An initial 
collection of about 100 records was purchased and to facil- 
itate the selection of records for home use and for listening 
enjoyment in the Library, a Webster-Chicago record player 
was purchased. The music record library was made possible 
by a bequest under the will of the late Anna L. Hill. 


Two new ideas that were tried out proved to be success- 
ful enough to adopt. We found that covering’ the bright 
book jackets with plastic covers not only helped the appear- 
ance but added to the life of the books. We continue to charge 
no fines for overdue books. The inequality of payment and 
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the loss of books because of accumulated fines is no longer 
a problem for us. 


The Library helped seven organizations with mimeo- 
graphed letters, programs, and reports, and nine organiza- 
tions accepted its hospitality for meetings. The Art Com- 
mittee of the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater sponsored 
an exhibition of carvings, wild life and flower paintings by 
Merle and Molly Keith during National Art Week. On No- 
vember 18th, Miss Frances Guerin, professor of drama at 
Bridgewater State Teachers College, was a guest of the 
Library and spoke to members of the Book Club that is spon- 
sored by the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater. 


The Division of Library Extension, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education, held a successful Workshop on Li- 
‘brary Service to Children and Young People in the Library 
on October 6th. Miss Evelyn R. Robinson, consultant for 
school libraries and library work with children and young 
people, was the leader. Librarians from 18 cities and towns 
attended the Workshop. 


Since September, due to over-crowded conditions at the 
High School, art classes have been held in the Children’s 
Room of the Library on Tuesday and Thursday mornings, 
under the direction of the Art Supervisor, Mrs. Maureen 
Saul. 


The high school pupils continue to make good use of 
the Young People’s Room for recreational reading where 
shelves are also set aside for teachers’ assignments. 


A library room was equipped at the Town Hall so that 
the five grades housed there will have library service. Mrs. 
Moorhouse, children’s librarian, was-on duty at the Town 
Hall Library on Tuesday and Thursday mornings and at the 
Central School Library Monday through Thursday after- 
noons each week. 


RESOURCES 


The Library now has a total of 20,855 volumes. Of this . 
number 1,024 were added during the year.

In addition to books, the Library subscribed to 90 peri- 
odicals covering a large number of subjects and special in- 
terests. These were drawn on heavily for general reading 
and many were indispensable for reference purposes. The 
turnover was tremendous, since these periodicals were bor- 
rowed 8,212 times for home and school use. 


Pamphlets are one of the best possible sources for cur- 
rent information. The Library subscribes to many as well 
as to “Facts-on-File’. 131 pamphlets circulated during the 
year. | 


The use of books in the practical arts rated high in cir- 
culation. This field includes the ‘“‘how-to-do-it-books’ — 
books on building, plumbing, heating, home-making, and all 
the crafts. The usual interest in biography was maintained 
and there was a definite turn to religious books for comfort 
and inspiration. 


It is never possible to evaluate the reference work of 
a public library, but it constitutes one of the most important 
and far reaching of the Library’s services. 


One of the Library’s major objectives is to give superior 
service to children. To this end, at least one-third of the 
book appropriation is expended on children’s books which is 
the standard amount prescribed. Children today are beset 
on all sides by movies, comics, television and radio, which 
tend to divert them from good reading. We worked vigor- 
ously to reach out to the children by holding story hours, 
observing Book Week, organizing a Vacation Club, and by 
orienting entire classes in the use of the Library. 


During the year the staff attended meetings of the 
Massachusetts Library Association and the Old Colony Li- 
brary Club. The librarian also attended meetings of the 
New England Library Association, the M.L.A. State Aid 
Committee, and the Advisory Committee on the Certification 
of Librarians. 


GIFTS 


We are very grateful for the books, periodicals, and 
flowers received from our many friends. 
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We are deeply appreciative and proud of a beautiful 
nylon flag of the United States presented to the Library by 
the Fred Bates Morse Post No. 91 A. L. It has been placed 
by the Service Roll. 


The Library Staff joins me in thanking you, the Board 
of Trustees, for the encouragement and unfailing support 
which you have given us.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The year 1954 will be remembered for two unusual 
weather phenomenon of highly characteristic nature, not 
generally expected in this area in the hurricanes of August 
3lst and the second hurricane of September 11th. The first 
hurricane was highly destructive of shade trees, utility in- 
stallations and private property. Great credit must be given 
to town departments and citizens for their response in the 
critical situation and safety for the community which was 
the essential question. 


| Even before the storm passed, town departments in- 
cluding the tree warden’s department, highway department, 
water department, fire and police departments were tackling 
the problem created by the destructive storm. Clearance of 
highways of fallen trees, removal of trees hampering the 
work of the utilities moved swiftly. Many citizens suffered 
as the result of the dislocation of the regular course of 
events. A survey of the emergency work done seems to 
prove that the departments of the town had accomplished 
a very successful job in the emergency. For a considerable 
period, work was carried into the night with the use of flood- 
lights. When streets were cleared and trees hampering 
utilities were removed, the second phase of the storm clear- 
ance was started. 


The Selectmen, acting under their emergency powers, 
made available about $25,000.00 for this work. The cleanup 
work was mainly that given to the tree department and this 
work continued until that part of the clearance within the 
scope of public expenditures was cleared. By the enactment 
of special legislation, at a special session of the General 
Court, a Hurricane Board was established by the State and 
expenditures ‘approved by that board will be refunded to 
the town from this special fund. 
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The board expresses its gratitude for the work in the 
emergency and afterwards. Citizens showed excellent pa- 
tience in waiting return of normal services. The storm of 
September 3rd, while intense, did not inflict the destruction 
created by the first storm. 


These two storms poise the question: Has some weather 
or other condition placed us in the area of hurricanes for the 
future? Also with the heavy destruction of shade trees, espe- 
cially the elm, the Selectmen and the Department of Con- 
servation are studying the question as to what type of trees 
might be planted in a replacement which might survive a 
hurricane. 


SERIOUS FIRE 


In June a serious fire destroyed St. John’s Roman 
Catholic Church. Fire and Police Departments from all sur- 
rounding towns and the City of Brockton responded and ren- 
dered valuable service, remaining on duty for several hours. 
We know that all citizens join us in an expression of thanks 
for their work. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


With the retirement of Chief of Police Myron H. Hayden 
on December 31, 1954, the board appointed Arthur Moskos 
with experience as head of the Police Department in King- 
ston and Carver. No material is available for the Police 
Department in 1954. The board recommends an additional 
appropriation for adding one man to the department on a 
full time basis. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


Only a skeleton civil defense set-up has been maintained 
during the past three years. General apathy to joining in 
this service has been experienced.. Certain world conditions 
make it desirable to organize in a protective manner during

1955 and a recruiting program is planned to have the neces- 
sary personnel trained for emergency.

Report of the Planning Board 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your Planning Board has had a very busy year with 
the preparation of the Proposed Zoning By-law. In addi- 
tion to the regular monthly meetings of the Board, many 
special meetings have been held so that the work could be 
completed in time to submit this By-law to the townspeople 
at the Annual Town Meeting in March 1955. Working with 
our Consultant, Mr. Nord W. Davis of Shirley, Mass., many 
maps have been prepared and the By-laws drawn up in such 
a way that all the details have been spelled out for a better 
understanding of what is trying to be accomplished. 


A meeting, open to the public, was held at the High 
School on Dec. 1, 1954. Another meeting where the Plan- 
ning Board was invited to attend and explain the By-law 
was held Dec. 9 with the Kiwanis Club, and still another on 
Jan. 20 at the Parent-Teachers’ meeting. The Legal Public 
Hearing was held at the Central School on February 3, when 
changes were made according to the desires of the towns- 
people. 
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It is the hope of the Planning Board that at the Annual 
Town Meeting the people of the town will be so well in- 
formed of the desirability of such a By-law for their own 
protection that they will vote for its adoption. 


The Board had 2,000 copies of the Proposed Zoning 
By-law printed and they were in the mails addressed to 
“Resident Patron, East Bridgewater,” on Jan. 20 and 21. 


The Board appreciates the co-operation received from 
the other departments in the Town and _ particularly that of 
the Board of Assessors and Town Clerk.

Activities of the School Building and Planning Com- 
mittee have continued during the year on the proposed new 
High School.

A public meeting was held at the Senior-Junior, High 
School Auditorium in July at which the plans with certain 
revisions were presented. Attendance was probably limited 
by the vacation season, but nevertheless it was an interest- 
ing and informative meeting for the committee and inter- 
ested citizens who attended. An informal vote taken in- 
structed the committee to continue with its planning and 
suggested that the next meeting be held in the fall. 


At a Town Meeting on November 17 the meeting voted 
to appropriate the sum of $71,500.00 for preparation of the 
plans and specifications and committee expenses. 


Immediately a contract was signed with Perry, Shaw 
and Hepburn, Kehoe and Dean to undertake the work of 
completion of the plans and specifications to the bid point. 


We expect that the final plans and specifications will be 
ready for approval by the School Building Commission late 
in May or early June. At this time we will request a Town 
Meeting to vote on a bond issue for the construction of the 
proposed building.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 1954 has been one of accomplishment in spite 
of the many difficult and perplexing problems faced by your 
School Committee. 


The continued growth of the town, and consequently 
of the school population, has reached such proportions that 
existing school facilities are unable to meet the needs. 


The construction of three additional classrooms at the 
Town Hall, thus increasing the number of classes housed 
there to five, enabled us to house the elementary pupils this 
year. The installation of additional toilet facilities and new 
lights in all classrooms has done much to improve condi- 
tions but the situation still remains far from ideal. 


Now, however, the Town Hall is filled to capacity and 
we are faced with the problem of providing space for two 
additional classrooms this fall. If two more satisfactory 
classrooms cannot be found the alternative is double ses- 
sions for one or more grades. 


A similar housing problem must be met at the High 
School which is even now accommodating more pupils than 
it was built for. At present it appears that by continuing 
to use the music room and laboratories as classrooms, and 
the hall and cafeteria for study purposes, we may be able 
to meet the situation for another year. 


At present it seems that if a new high school is not 
available by September, 1956 your School Committee will . 
be forced to resort to double sessions at the high school also. 


As our school system continues to grow, additional 
teachers, textbooks, supplies, equipment and transportation 
must be provided to meet the needs of our increased enroll- 
ment. This increase is reflected in the school department 
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budget which is to be found in another section of, the 
Town Report. 


All personnel of the School Department was granted 
a flat $150.00 increase to bring our salary schedule in line 
with those of the surrounding towns. We are now in a 
position to compete more favorably with them for new 
teachers. 


Your School Committee has given, and will continue 
to give, the best possible educational opportunities to each 
pupil in the school system at the lowest possible cost to the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. 


Our teaching staff has been most faithful in its duties 
under the capable guidance of Mr. Lindon E. Christie, our 
Superintendent of Schools. Superintendent Christie and 
our Principals, Mr. Stanley B. Goldman and Mr. Ralph V. 
Murray, together with our Vice Principal and Supervisors, 
have worked long and diligently to bring our school system 
up to the high level it now holds in the educational field. 


The Transportation problem is always before us and 
scarcely a meeting passes without a request for special or 
additional transportation. Due to the large increase in 
school enrollment, it has been necessary to add additional 
busses and to alter some of the bus routes to meet the new 
demands. 


Your School Committee met with Mr. William Luddy 
recently to discuss the advisability of rerouting the entire 
town with the view of obtaining the best transportation 
possible within our economic means. 


The Committee follows the recommendations of the 
State Department of Education regarding transportation 
of pupils and has established rules in conformance with 
them. It must be realized that a concession in one individual 
case means that the entire system would be exposed to in- 
numerable additional requests. The citizens of the town 
should realize 'that an increase in mileage brings with it 
increased costs. 
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Your School Committee, in the interests of correlating 
all of the physical activities of the school system, this year 
established a Physical Education Department and were 
fortunate in securing Mr. Vincent Malewicz as its head. 
Mr. Malewicz is now compiling a physical education pro- 
gram to cover the entire school system (Grades 1-12). It 
is planned to institute this program as soon as the new high 
school is available. His duties also consist of overseeing 
the various athletic programs at the high school as well as 
all physical education classes. | 


It is now the policy of the School Committee to require 
all pupils participating in all sports, except football, at the 
high school level be protected by accident insurance. Such 
a policy may be acquired through the school department for 
a nominal fee. The parent is thus protected from undue 
financial loss due to accidents occurring during regular 
school athletic contests. 


This year, as in years past, the members of the School 
Committee express their appreciation for the aid, sugges- 
tions and donations so generously given by the Parent- 
Teacher Association, The Boosters’ Club, Commercial Club 
and other civic minded organizations in the town. 


The members of your School Committee express our 
appreciation for the interest, good will and cooperation of 
the citizens of the town. Your continued interest in the 
work and achievements of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools make our efforts worthwhile.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


It is with pleasure that I submit for your considera- 
tion my fourth annual report as your Superintendent of 
Schools. 


We believe, that in spite of some limitations, this has 
been another successful year for the schools of our Town. 
We have faced many problems and have tried to solve them 
for the best interest of all concerned. 


Our teachers and staff members continue to strive 
toward the ideal of providing the best possible educational 
opportunities for our young people. Several teachers have 
taken, or are now taking, courses to help them in their work 
with the pupils. Miss Odabashian has completed the re- 
quirements for B.S. Degree in Education at Bridgewater 
Teachers College. 


A glance at the five-year enrollment chart will show 
that our school population has continued to grow again this 
year. This growth makes it necessary to employ additional 
teachers and to provide additional classrooms. We are ex- 
pecting that we shall need two more teachers in the elemen- 
tary grades and one more in the high school for the 1955—56 
school year. 


Seven new teachers have been added to our instruc- 
tional staff this year and one teacher, who was on leave of 
absence, has returned to us. Mrs. Mary T. Naumes has 
returned to our business education staff, replacing Miss 
June M. Nyberg who resigned to accept a position in 
Connecticut. Mrs. Maureen M. Saul, a graduate of the 
Rhode Island School of Design with teaching experience 
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in Ohio, has replaced Mrs. Hebberd who retired at the end 
of the 1953-54 school year. This year for the first time we 
have a full time art supervisor-teacher. Mr. Francis J. 
Hennessy resigned as math and science teacher in grade 
seven to accept a position in the Department of Education 
at the University of Dayton and has been replaced by Miss 
Ann R. Girard, a graduate of Bridgewater State Teachers 
College. Mrs. Elizabeth B. Kline resigned as a teacher of 
grade one and was replaced by Mrs. Harriet 8S. Murray, 
who is a graduate of Framingham Teachers College with 
teaching experience in Newbury. Mrs. Mary T. O’Reilly, 
a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers College with substi- 
tuting experience in Brockton, is teaching one of our second 
grade classes. Miss Hazel M. Luke, a graduate of Bridge- 
water Teachers College, is teaching eighth grade history, 
eighth grade arithmetic and eleventh grade English. She 
has also taken over the advisership of the Student’s Pen. 
Mr. Vincent J. Malewicz, a graduate of Boston University 
with teaching experience in Grafton, is our new Director 
of Physical Education, Health and Recreation. Mr. Male- 
wicz also teaches two periods of civics and one of general 
science, as well as helping with the coaching of athletics. 
Mrs. Idora B. Merrill, who has had teaching experience in 
Norton and Brockton, has replaced Mrs. Louanna Kenneally 
who has been moved to a second grade class at her request. 
We have been fortunate in obtaining teachers who are well 
qualified for the positions they hold in spite of the shortage 
of teachers which continues to prevail. 


' The proposed budget for 1955 calls for an increase of 
nearly 15% over the 1954 figure. This increase covers an 
upward revision of the salary schedule, payment of two- 
thirds of the salaries for four teachers added last fall and 
one-third of the salaries of three more to be added next fall 
and increases in all phases of the operation of the schools. 
We must expect that school costs will continue to be high 
as long as general living costs remain high. Our per pupil 
costs for 1953 of $201.00 are still below the average for our 
class of towns (those with a population of under 5000 with 
high schools) of $265.26. 
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For the best progress in school I recommend uninter- 
rupted home study as follows: Pupils in grades six through 
~ twelve should have some study every day. The length of 
time it will take to do the work will depend upon the speed 
of the individual pupil. Unless a child is getting good marks 
in all his subjects, parents should not accept the alibi that 
there is no work to be done. A suggested schedule indicating 
the amount of time that we would like to have spent in 
conscientious home study on every school day is as follows: 
Grade six, 45 minutes; grades seven and eight, 60 minutes; 
grades nine through twelve, 90 minutes, but those prepar- 
ing for college in these latter grades average 120 minutes 
of home study. May I again urge parents to help their chil- 
dren by providing good study conditions to the greatest 
possible extent. 


Many necessary repairs have been made at the high 
school building this year, including the replacement of all 
water pipes in the front of the building, except those which 
were already copper, with new copper tubing; the installa- 
tion of a new space heater in the boys’ shower room; the 
repair of one and the replacement of the other heating unit 
in the gymnasium; the replacement of the old hot water 
tank with a new continuous hot water unit for providing 
water for showers and for use in the kitchen; improvement 
of the sewerage pipes in both ends of the building; as well 
as many other minor items which were just as necessary as 
those mentioned above. 


In the future we may be expected to have to make many 
other repairs to keep our buildings in operating condition. 
Some of the exterior walls at the high school still need 
attention, due to the type of construction and the years the 
building has been in use. The curbing in front of the high 
school lawn should be replaced this summer if possible. 
The floor in room 101 should be replaced by an asphalt tile 
floor as we did in room 102. two years ago. 


For more details on the work of our schools during the 
year, I refer you to the reports of the principals, supervisors, 
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and others who have worked on a particular phase of the 
work. 


The School Planning and Building Committee has con- 
tinued its work and at present the final working plans and 
specifications are being prepared by the architect. 


The school lunch program continues to serve an even 
larger percentage of the pupils each year. We are fortunate 
in having the same capable and willing workers with us 
again this year. This program is self-supporting and we 
have been able to buy several pieces of equipment until now 
we are quite well equipped in both buildings. We are now 
participating in the new school milk program which makes 
more than one half pint of milk available to pupils who 
desire the additional amount. 


Our shop program, under the direction of Mr. Eastman, 
is continuing to help many boys to make a variety of projects 
from wood. Many helpful projects are carried out in and 
around the building. The shop boys and Mr. Eastman have 
cooperated by moving and erecting the bleachers at the foot- 
ball field and in many other projects. 


Mrs. Chandler and her library staff have continued to 
cooperate with our schools by maintaining branches at the 
Central School and Town Hall as well as providing a room 
for our high school art classes at the library this year. I 
am sure that we have the best school library service in the 
area provided for us by the staff of our public library. 

We have again received friendly cooperation from indi- 
vidual parents and citizens, the Parent-Teacher Association, 
the Boosters’ Club, the Commercial Club, the Kiwanis Club, 
and many other organizations, which is so necessary to the 
successful operation of a prosperous school program.

OF THE SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am very happy to submit my annual report of the 
East Bridgewater Senior-Junior High School covering the 
year 1954. We should like to assure you of our sincere co- 
operation in your efforts to promote the best possible educa- 
tion for the children of East Bridgewater. 


Last year’s graduating class numbered fifty (50) and 
twenty-one (21) of these have continued their education in 
the following schools, colleges or hospitals: Northeastern 
University, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Purdue 
University, Pembroke College, Emerson College, Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, University of Massachusetts, Brock- 
ton Hospital School of Nursing, New England Conservatory 
of Music, State Teachers College at Bridgewater, Boston 
University, and Massachusetts School of Physiotherapy. 
Substantial college scholarships were awarded some of our 
1954 graduates for excellent achievement. 


Our standard of teaching has been maintained at a very 
high point and I believe will continue to be of the superior 
type. 


In addition to its “‘A” rating by the State Department 
of Education our high school was voted into membership in 
the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 


Miss Ann R. Girard was elected to teach seventh grade 
arithmetic and science. We feel that in the short time Miss 
Girard has been with us she has the making of an excellent 
instructor and will become a valuable addition to our teach- 
ing staff. 
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Miss Hazel Luke and Mr. Vincent J. Malewicz were 
added to our staff due to the increased enrollment at the 
Senior-Junior High School. Miss Luke has taken over the 
faculty advisership of the Student’s Pen. Her work indi- 
cates that she will be a very successful addition to the 
faculty. Mr. Malewicz, in addition to his classroom teach- 
ing, is a valuable help to us in directing the athletic pro- 
gram of the Senior-Junior High School. 


We are also fortunate to have Mrs. Mary Naumes, an 
outstanding business subjects teacher, return to us follow- 
ing a one year leave of absence. 


Our pupils have the benefit of a new Art Supervisor, 


Mrs. Maureen Saul. We have expanded our Art instruction 
to include two full school days per week. All pupils in grades 
7 and 8 receive Art instruction one period per week. Pupils 
in grades 9 to 12 electing Art receive two periods of in- 
struction per week. In connection with our Art program a 
special word of thanks is due Mrs. Ethel B. Chandler, public 
librarian, for providing us room facilities at the public 
library for our high school Art classes.

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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRINCIPAL OF THE 
SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


May I submit my report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1954. 


Our audio-visual program for the past year has been 
a busy one. Thirty-five (35) separate films were employed, 
some in several different classes. We have accumulated a 
small filmstrip library of fifty-five (55) subjects. Our 
motion picture projector is still doing yeoman service after 
sixteen vears of use. A complete overhaul in the summer 
was helpful. 


Miss Marlene L. Andrews closed thirty-one years of 
service as adviser to the staff of the Student’s Pen with the 
graduation issue in June. The new adviser is Miss Hazel M. 
Luke who is being assisted by Miss Anne R. McNally as 
business adviser, Mrs. Mary T. Naumes as typing super- 
visor, and Mrs. Maureen M. Saul assisting the art staff. 


The assembly program has been curtailed to some 
extent as the auditorium has three chorus rehearsals, five 
band rehearsals, and six physical education classes with 
small groups using it for movies. These activities coupled 
with basketball practice and games make use of the hall as 
an auditorium difficult as it requires a janitor and a number 
of boys for half a day to set up and remove the chairs, many 
of which have been broken or damaged in the process of 
removal. In spite of these difficulties, some assemblies have 
been held to observe special holidays. 


In May the Junior Classical League was host to the 
state convention. The meeting. was most successful and 
reflects great credit upon the officers of the League and its 
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adviser, Miss Mary Sullivan. The French Choral Group 
with over fifty (50) members has organized and held sev- 
- eral profitable and enjoyable meetings. 


The Class of 1955 presented “‘Once in Every Family”, 
a hilarious comedy. Every member of the cast presented his 
or her role in a fashion reflecting great credit on each and 
every participant. 


The Student Council has filled a meaningful place in 
the activities of the school. During the past year, among its 
many activities, the Council gave a fifty-dollar scholarship 
to a graduating senior, participated in good government day, 
working with the athletic coaches proposed a system for 
athletic awards, collected stamps to aid leper colonies and 
conducted a clothing and toy drive for needy families of 
East Bridgewater. Miss Anne R. McNally is faculty adviser 
to the Council. 


Various class activities were conducted with their usual 
excellent success. The Junior Prom, Sophomore Hop, and 
Freshman Hop were well attended and reflected credit on 
the respective class advisers. 


The Class of 1954 had a most successful trip to Wash- 
ington during the April vacation. Stops were made at 
Philadelphia and New York. In order to develop a deeper 
sense of personal responsibility, the class voted that a part 
of the cost be borne by each class member. The class itself 
by its own activities raised over 85% of the balance of the 
cost, a most enviable record.

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REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


1 am pleased to submit the following eee for the 
year 1954. 


Our enrollment has shown an upward growth as it has 
fluctuated during the year: 


January 657 September 687 

February 659 October 696 
_ March 661 November 701 

April 658 December 702 

May 666 

June 655 


This increased enrollment has forced the housing of 
pupils at the Town Hall. From January to June the pupils 
of Grade Six occupied 3 rooms at the Town Hall. Beginning 
in September two more classrooms were arranged to care 
for two classes from Grade Five making five rooms of pupils 
or approximately 170 pupils at the Town Hall.. The teachers 
and pupils have adjusted to these emergency classrooms 
very well. Although we have been able to place pupils in the 
Town Hall, we are, of course, aware of the inadequacies 
that prevail in a make-shift building. 


In addition to our classes at the Town Hall, we have at 
the Central School building five first grades, five second | 
grades, three third grades, four fourth baoet and one fifth 
grade. 


School attendance took a sharp drop during the months 
of November and December with as many as 158 pupils 
absent on a single day because of colds or measles. This 
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has been an epidemic year for measles at the Central School. 
German measles accounted for poor attendance in March 
and April. 


Our teachers have utilized our filmstrip projector very 
extensively during the year. In the fall we were able to in- 
crease our library of filmstrips quite substantially to allow 
for greater use by the teachers. _ 


. Mrs. Saul’s art program has developed great interest 
and creativity by the pupils. 


Earlier dismissal time beginning November 29 has 
helped to return bus pupils to their homes at a more satis- 
factory time. Buses pick up pupils at 2:45 rather than 
three o’clock. Afternoon outdoor recesses were eliminated 
to allow for an earlier dismissal. It is planned to have four 
buses pick up the bus pupils beginning January 3, 1955. 
This increase in buses should allow all pupils to leave the 
building by 3:15. It is planned, also, to re-route and in- 
crease the number of buses in the fall of 1955 to reduce the 
number of pupils on each bus as well as to shorten their 
stay after school waiting for buses. 


Our school insurance has proved most valuable in 
many instances with settlements being made promptly and 
satisfactorily. An increase in the participation of pupils in 
this insurance was noted in October. 


Assembly programs from January to June continued 
to demonstrate their value. Each room has presented an 
assembly program for its own grade. There have been two 
or three of these fine programs each month. Programs were 
not scheduled from September through December as St. 
John’s Church equipment on the stage was immovable. 
Plans have been completed to resume assemblies in Janu- 
ary, 1955. 


In addition to our regular assemblies, a puppet show 
was made available to the pupils of grades five and six 
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through the courtesy of the East Bridgewater Woman’s 
Club on January 14. 


On January 22, Mr. Harold Ballard of the Department 
of Natural Resources presented “Story of Smoky the Bear” 
to pupils of grades one through five. 


On February 15, Mr. Hawkins of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles gave a talk and presented a movie on Pe to 
pupils of grades one through six. 


On February 16, Mr. Ewing, 4-H Club representative, 
talked to pupils of grades four, five, and six. 


On April 29, Mrs. Ring’s fifth graders presented “Han- 
sel and Gretel” to pupils of grades four and five. 


Pupils were given two opportunities to learn and enjoy 
square dancing free of charge under the capable direction 
of Mr. and Mrs. Howard Hogue. Classes for pupils of grades 
three and four met at the Central School and at ‘Square 
Acres” from 6:30—7:30 and for pupils of grades five and 
six from 7:30-8:30 each Friday. There were two separate 
sessions — one in the spring and the other in the fall — 
each for a period of six to eight weeks. Attendance was very 
good at each class meeting. I am very grateful to both Mr. 
and Mrs. Hogue for their generosity and splendid coopera- 
tion in making these lessons available to our pupils. 


In May, teachers and pupils of the Central School were 
grieved to learn of the death of Miss Ellie Murray, retired, 
former teacher at the Central School, where she was a most 
faithful teacher. 


Registration of prospective pupils for grade one was 
held on June 9. 


Through the courtesy of the East Bridgewater Com- 
mercial Club, the pupils of grade six enjoyed a trip to see 
the Red Sox play on June 9. 
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On June 1, we were pleased to receive the kind donation 
of a piano for classroom use from Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Keith. 


It is hoped that with a reduction in after-school time 
required for supervision of bus pupils and the like, that 
teachers will be able to give more time to conference work 
necessary to improve subject matter areas and other phases 
of the school curriculum. 


With the addition of a new physical education director 
more organized play and a definite program of physical 
education may be realized at the Central School. 


A farewell program for the pupils of grade six was 
held on June 16. Mrs. Elsie MacKerron was in charge of 
the interesting program of songs, poems, instrumental solos 
and vocal numbers by the newly organized Boys’ Chorus 
under the direction of Mr. Spencer. Following remarks by 
Mr. Christie and Mr. Murray, one hundred and four certifi- 
cates were presented to the departing pupils by Mr. John 
Thorndike of the School Committee. 


After several postponements due to poor weather con- 
ditions, an enjoyable Play Day was again held on the Central 
School grounds on June 17. Parents and pupils were able 
to witness the dancing and physical activities presented 
by each grade. 


Much clothing was collected at the Central School as 
a part of the Save The Children Federation’s Clothing 
Drive during October 4-8. 


A general visiting day for parents to observe life in 
the classrooms was held on November 9 as a part of Edu- 
cation Week activities. Parents again had an opportunity 
to become better acquainted with teachers and to under- 
stand more clearly the school program when the teachers 
met with parents in the classrooms on the evening of 
November 18. 
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Our lunch program continues to serve a large percent- 
age of our pupils. There are approximately 400 pupils who 
purchase hot plates each day. Milk consumption has been 
high as pupils take advantage of this well-balanced menu 
which includes milk with each hot plate. Mrs. Packard has 
spent considerable time planning and purchasing to better 
serve the pupils. In addition to Mrs. Packard, the kitchen 
staff consists of Mrs. Violet Hudson, Mrs. Eleanor Ellis 
and Mrs. Audrey Viola. 


Formal report cards have been sent to parents four 
times during the school year. Beginning with the fall term, | 
teachers began sending mid-term reports in the form of 
letters to parents to keep the parents more aware of the 
pupil’s w ork. 


Christmas parties and trees were held in each class- 
room on December 22. 


I thank you and all persons who have helped to make 
this a most successful year for our children.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


In presenting my summary of the music program in 
our schools for 1954, for the sake of brevity I shall refer 
to the report of 1953 which listed with considerable com- 
pleteness the various organizations, their activities and 
performances, and the supervisory and instructional work 
carried on throughout the year at all grade levels. With a 
few changes this same program was again in effect this 
year and I trust reference to it will again reveal the fact 
that few if any schools in this area with like enrollment and 
a single music specialist in the department are attempting 
to conduct a program nearly as extensive as we offer the 
boys and girls of East Bridgewater. 


In spite of numerous handicaps arising from lack of a 
suitable rehearsal room both the high school band and the 
high school choraleers have this year distinguished them- 
selves with performances of high quality. Among a number 
of difficult compositions the band performed during the year 
its members chose a symphonic selection for their festival 
audition which was graded for Class A schools (enrollment 
1000—2000) and were awarded a rating of superior on its 
performance. The band’s parade marching on Veterans 
Day was considered the finest in recent years. In October 
the choraleers presented a program of six choral selections 
to the fifteen hundred teachers assembled in Plymouth 
Memorial Hall at their annual convention, and made a finer 
impression on the audience than any select choral group 
from East Bridgewater has made in many years, receiving 
considerable recognition and many compliments. They also 
presented a very creditable twenty-minute program earlier 
in the year over Brockton radio station WBET. 


A group of sixty fifth and sixth grade boys last June 
at the Central School graduation, a newly organized chorus, 
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made a splendid showing at their first performance, and 
performed like veterans. The junior band of sixty players 
this past autumn after just four rehearsals presented a 
most successful program of four selections to a Central 
School assembly of third, fourth and fifth grade children. 
This concert resulted in interesting a large number of be- 
ginners in instrumental instruction, the number totaling 
between thirty-five and forty. Other groups have likewise 
given a good account of themselves at various assemblies 
and concerts throughout the year. In addition to the activi- 
ties listed for 1953, this past spring the junior high school 
operetta “The White Gypsy” was given a most successful 
performance, organized, supervised and rehearsed by the 
music supervisor with assistance of several teachers. 


To attempt an extensive music program such as ours 
is an undertaking of considerable proportions. It is not 
complete and has some serious gaps as were reported last 
year. None of these have been corrected to date. Some must 
wait until adequate facilities are available in the new high 
school being planned. Others need not be delayed any longer 
than is necessary to secure instructional assistance, as was 
pointed out in the report of 1953. 


To maintain the standards of achievement we have 
reached, as indicated above without curtailing some present 
areas of music instruction will likewise require some assist- 
ance, for our enrollment is constantly increasing which 
means more grade school classrooms to be supervised. Also 
added demands on the music department from athletic 
activities have greatly increased the inroads on both the 
planning and teaching time of one music specialist, and 
greatly crowded the instrumental instruction program on 
the high school level. 


Subject course scheduling on the junior high level has 
created problems in time allotment for seventh grade class- 
room music which seriously hampers the continuity of music 
training, and creates future difficulties. The instrumental 
classes need to be organized earlier in the year to secure 
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maximum instruction, but are crowded out until December. 
At the close of the year 1954 there has been neither time to 
plan or organize for the current school year the fifth and 
sixth grade boys chorus, or to promote, organize and equip 
the tonette classes on the third grade level. These problems 
are present now and do not involve need for rehearsing 
facilities not already available. I therefore urge considera- 
tion of securing additional assistance in meeting the needs 
of our present music program. before we are faced with 
further curtailment, a move which at the same time would 
pave the way to correct the deficiencies reported in 1953 
and earlier. 


All small instrumental ensemble instruction was aban-. 
doned this year primarily because of lack of any available 
rehearsing space. However a great improvement has been 
made in providing two rehearsals weekly instead of but one 
for the junior band, a much: needed step. 


The replacement of the old song books has now been 
completed through the first six grades with the additional 
purchase from the appropriation for 1954. When the junior 
high needs have been met in 1955 this replacement will 
be complete. 


An excellent set of recordings has been procured for 
grade school music listening and rhythmic activities, and 
are now in use after being card indexed and grade lists 
compiled for teacher use. 


The gift to the band of fifty-seven new military style 
hats by the Parent-Teacher Association has done much to 
dress up the band uniforms, along with the purchase of as 
many shoulder cords and patches from the band’s own 
fund. The kindness and generosity of this association is — 
greatly appreciated by all associated with the school band. 


The Arion Award in Music was presented again this 
year by the Woman’s Club of East Bridgewater to Alton 
Frabetti, Jr., who was chosen of all seniors as the most 
deserving of the honor. 
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The fine cooperation of school committee and adminis- 
tration has been greatly responsible for the successes indi- 
cated above. With the continuation of this fine spirit the 
problems confronting us can likewise be overcome and our 
work in music continue to go forward.

REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the following report 
for the year 1954. 


The aim of the Art program from grades 1 through 12 
is to develop in each child the ability to express himself 
freely and individually. The medium and approaches to 
each project are kept as varied as possible to acquaint the 
child with the many phases of art. 


The fundamental factors of art — drawing, color and 
composition — are the basis of the classroom project. No 
one technique of working is stressed but rather the individ- 
ual is encouraged to try various approaches to acquire a 
working knowledge of different tools and different means 
of expression. 


The schedule from September on has been so arranged 
that in grades 1 through 8, each class is instructed by the 
art supervisor once a week with additional project carried 
on throughout the week in the elementary grades by the 
classroom teacher. Elective high school classes are held 
twice a week. 


The limited facilities in some of the grades prohibit 
the teaching of as varied a program as is desirable. The use 
of the children’s room in the library has greatly eased the 
erowded high school situation. Upon completion, the new 
high school should alleviate remaining difficulties as well as 
increase the desire of the students to include art in their 
schedule.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I hereby submit my report as Director of Athletics 
and Physical Education for the school year 1954—1955. 


Physical Education is an important part of the program 
of general education. Modern physical education is not a 
new fad or fancy but is based upon our present philosophy 
and is in agreement with our present day educational theory 
and practice. The well planned program provides a wide 
variety of activities which will insure the full and complete 
development of youth. 


Every Physical Education program should be planned 
with four objectives in mind: namely, the development of ; 
1. the organic system, 2. physical skills, 3. social skills, 4 
habits favorable to the use of leisure time. 


The normal boy and girl of junior and senior high 
school age abounds with energy. It is our duty to provide 
and direct activities for the outlet of this energy. This year 
the physical educational program is limited to the students 
of the high school and is hampered due to the combination 
gymnasium and auditorium and to the lack of proper 
facilities. 


Physical education classes at the senior high school 
level are held one period a week on Wednesday. A unit of 
study has been planned whereby the student will have the 
opportunity to learn the historical background and the fun- 
damentals of the seasonal sports, tumbling, and recrea- 
tional NG 


This year as in previous seasons our athletic teams are 
competing against various schools in the district. The foot- 
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ball season concluded with a Thanksgiving Day victory. 
Next fall the school will be represented in a football league 
composed of the following schools: West Bridgewater, Hol- 
brook, Hanover, Marshfield, and Cohasset. 


In October the South Shore Cross-Country Meet was 
held in East Bridgewater. Although without previous expe- 
rience and training the school’s first cross-country team 
made a strong showing. Plans are made to have a cross- 
country track team next fall. 


During the months of December through February the 
basketball teams will be attracting local attention. The 
boys’ varsity team has a sixteen-game schedule and the 
girls’ varsity team has ten games listed. Meanwhile, the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades are participating in regu- 
lar scheduled games. 


In the spring season our teams will be engaged in the 
sports of softball, baseball, and track and field. 


1 would like to make the following recommendations: 


1. The extension of the physical educational program 
to inelude the seventh, eighth and elementary grades. 


2. A physical educational teacher for girls to assist in 
broadening this program to include the above grades. 


3. A study in reference to providing bus transportation 
for athletic activities held in the afternoons at the various 
schools in the district. 


When the trend throughout the country, including all 
of the surrouding communities is for better recreational 
programs, it seems wise that East Bridgewater should 
maintain as high a standard as possible. The youth in our 
community are with us altogether too short a time. We 
should do whatever possible to make those years pleasant 
as well as profitable ones.

September examinations of total school population con- 
ducted by Dr. Fraser and myself showed a very low per- 
centage of children with mouths in good dental health.

I have as usual confined my work to the first six grades. 
Dental Prophylaxis 387 
Sodium Fluoride Treatments 376 


Each child is given personal instructions on the care 
of the mouth and notes are sent home on occasion. 


I have arranged a schedule for Dr. Fraser’s Clinic 
which is held each Thursday morning and have collected 
money for same. 


Dr. Fraser averages eleven patients a morning and 
does one to four fillings or extractions on each. His work 
is with the first two grades. Because of the large increase 
in these grades, it was impossible to finish all the work in 
the last two second grades last June. We urge that all par- 
ents who can, take their children to a family dentist, making 
it possible for Dr. Fraser to attend those children who other- 
wise could not see a dentist. | 


We have used some of the money collected at the Thurs- 
day clinic to pay for dental work for a few children in grades 
three through six who were suffering and for one reason or 
another could not have dental work done otherwise. 


I wish to thank Dr. Fraser, Miss Evans, the teachers 
and other school personnel who have cooperated with me 
to make a success of the Dental Clinic.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Departmental estimates, as shown on following pages 
in this book, total $541,554.20. This figure is approx- 
imately $38,000 above last year. 


As the town of East Bridgewater is growing in popu- 
lation, an increase in expenses is to be expected. By the 
same token, because of the incr.ase in population, the 
revenue is greater from new building. These two items 
should, to a certain extent, offset each other. 


The amounts requested by the different departments 
are practically the same as recommended by the finance 
committee. After meeting with each committee and heads 
of departments, we feel that these amounts are fully jus- 
tified for the proper functioning of each department. 


The school department, with by far the largest bud- — 
get, is asking an increase of approximately $31,000.00. — 
This is due to added teachers, step increases and raises. 
Teachers’ salaries continue to spiral almost everywhere 
and until there is a ‘“‘tapering off’? in other towns and 
cities, the school department sees no other course than 
to stay somewhere near them in order to procure and 
keep teachers.

In regard to articles, they are lower in number and 
less in total amount than last year. Article 26 calls for 
$76,000.00 to obtain final plans for the proposed new 
High School. This amount would be taken from avail- 
able funds in the treasury and would not affect the tax 
rate. 


There are several articles in regard to water. Article 
13 is disapproved because of the two-inch pipe. We con- 
sider two-inch pipe too small for any main. It is because 
of poor planning years ago that the water system is in 
the deplorable condition that it is, and we recommend 
that each year something be done, no matter how small, 
toward correcting it. Therefore, we feel that Article 15 
should be approved where we get twice as much as we 
pay for. At the same time this project is in line with 
the corrective measures recommended by the Whitman 
& Howard survey. 


Article 19 requests a payloader for the Highway 
Department. The Highway Surveyor has shown many 
ways money can be saved with such a machine. 


Article 20 is disapproved, first, because no specific 
amount is proposed, and second, as far as we can ascer- 
tain the existing condition in that section is not the re- 
sponsibility of the town. 


Your Finance Committee continues to try to be fair 
and just in its recommendations. It is not our purpose to 
attempt to “‘chop everything to the bone,” but to weigh 
each problem carefully with respect to the benefit of the 
town as a whole. In fact, in many instances, we have ad- 
vocated spending more than requested with the view that 
money would be saved in the long run. 


We wish to thank the different committees and 
heads of departments for their fine cooperation this year, 
—a fact that made our work much lighter. 


To the citizens of East Bridgewater, we urge you 
to discharge your civic duty,—to attend Town Meeting 
and exercise your right to vote, so that you may continue 
to enjoy that privilege.

MICHAEL J. McCARTHY 


On June 12, 1955, the Town of East Bridgewater and 
che veterans of Massachusetts lost a devoted and capable 
leader in public life when Michael J. McCarthy passed 
away. 


“Mike,” as he was known by his friends and associates 
throughout the State, gave over 40 years of his life to public 
service. He served his Town as Town Clerk for 22 years, 
‘a member of the Board of Selectmen for 19 years. He was 
Chairman of the School Planning Building Committee (Sen- 
ior-Junior High School, Central School and New High 
School) for 14 years. ‘“‘Mike’’ was elected Representative 
of the 5th Plymouth District, 1942 to 1954; he was Commis- 
sioner of Veterans Services in 1955; he was a Past Com- 
mander of Fred Bates Morse Post No. 91, American Legion. 
His interest in veterans’ affairs and veterans’ problems was 
evident throughout the many bills that he authored in the 
State Legislature on behalf of the veterans who serviced 
their country. 


In the many years that he served the public, “Mike” 
established a brilliant record of achievement — he served 
in the General Court as Chairman of State Administration, 
Chairman of Engrossed Bills, Election Laws, Public Service 
and Municipal Finance; the Special Commission on Tax- 
ation, Veterans problems, Old Colony Railroad Service, Edu- 
cational Aid to Cities and Towns and many others. 


While serving in the General Court, he was the author 
of many Bills that are now the Law of our State. His keen 
mind and study of public laws established him as an au- 
thority on Constitutional Law. 


The high regard and esteem the Republicans of Massa- 
chusetts felt for him was paramount, when at their 1954 
Convention, they unanimously endorsed him as their can- 
didate for Secretary of State. 


In January, 1955, Governor Christian A. Herter know- 
ing ‘‘Mike’s” ability and interest in Veterans’ affairs ap- 
pointed him Commissioner of Veterans’ Services of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


“Mike” often expressed himself and his opinions so 
forcefully on matters before the voters of East Bridgewater 
that many no doubt disagreed with him from time to time, 
but no one questioned his honesty or integrity down through 
the years of his public service. 


Many of the kind deeds he so thoughtfully did for 
others are easily forgotten. During World War II he per- 
sonally edited the Town Teller, a paper that he originated 
and financed and sent to all of the boys in the Services from 
East Bridgewater, that kept them informed of activities in 
their home Town and happenings about one another. 


In his desire to have the youth of our Town acquire a 
knowledge of United States History and the Constitution, 
he established the Michael J. McCarchy award to be granted 
to the outstanding United States History student in each 
graduating class of the East Bridgewater High School. 


The activities mentioned are but a few on the long list 
that ‘““Mike’”’ took part in. All his life he was a devoted 
American to his Community, State, and Nation. 


He had proved his loyalty beyond any question as he 
passed from among his fellow citizens in the very house in 
which he was born. 


The citizens of East Bridgewater will sadly miss his 
keen knowledge of the laws of our State and the guidance 
of his advice in the future years ahead.

An error in the 
record, other than a mistake in copying a certificate or return, 
can be corrected only in accordance with a deposition under 
oath made by one’ who is required by law to furnish the infor- 
mation for the original record or by one or more creditable 
persons having knowledge of the case. (See General Laws, 
Chapter 46, Section 18, as amended.) 


Births occurring late in the year are sometimes returned 
without the Christian name. In such cases parents should re-

Section 4. Any member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required... 
shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of the town

not more than ten dollars.) 


Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder within forty days after a birth 
in his house shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such a child is born. 


GENERAL LAWS, CHAPTER 207 


Section 36. If a marriage is solemnized in another state 
between parties living in this Commonwealth, who return to 
dwell here, they shall within seven days after their return, file 
with the clerk or registrar of the town where either of them 
lived at the time of their marriage, a certificate or declaration 
of their marriage including the facts required in a notice of 
intention of marriage. 


Section 55. Whoever violates Section 36 shall forfeit ten 
dollars.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of East Bridgewater for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1954, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of 
a report made to me by Mr. William Schwartz, Assistant Di- 
rector of Accounts.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of East Bridge- 
water for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1954, and report 
thereon as follows: 
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The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the various departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined, 
checked, and verified by comparison with the books of the 
accounting officer and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the accounting officer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
checked with the records of the various departments making 
payments to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s books, 
while the payments were checked with the treasury warrants 
signed by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s cash book. 
The appropriations and transfers from the reserve fund were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings and 
with the authorizations of the finance committee. 


The accounting officer’s ledger was analyzed, and a bal- — 


ance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 
1954. This balance sheet shows that the town is in good finan- 
cial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
analyzed and compared with the records in the departments 
collecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the pay- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authoriz- 
ing the disbursement of town funds. The cash balance on 
February 21, 1955 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit 
and by verification of the cash in the office. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved 


with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 


and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer 


a oe i eee ee ae 
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and the trustees were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and the transfers to the town were checked with the 
_treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages for 
Federal taxes and county retirement system membership were 
listed and reconciled with the amounts due and paid to the 
Director of Internal Revenue and to the county treasurer. 


_ The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked in detail. The amounts added 
to the tax title account were compared with the collector’s 
records and the accounting officer’s books, the reported redemp- 
tions and sales of lands of low value were checked with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the foreclosures were verified, and the 
tax titles and tax possessions on hand were listed, proved, and 
checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, 
and water liens added to taxes outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, 
were audited and checked with the assessors’ warrants issued 
for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
the transfers to the tax title accounts were proved, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the re- 
spective ledger accounts. 


The commitments of departmental and water accounts 
were examined. The recorded collections were checked with 
the payments to the treasurer and with the accounting officer’s 
books, the abatements were compared with the records in the 
departments authorized to grant them, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and compared with the accounting officer’s 
controlling accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, departmental, and water accounts was obtained 
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by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts on account of licenses and renewals 
were compared with the payments to the treasurer. The rec- 
ords of dog licenses issued on behalf of the county, and of 
sporting licenses, the proceeds of which are paid to the State, 
were examined, checked, and compared with the amounts due 
and paid to the State and to the town treasurer. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men and the police and health departments were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the town treasurer were verified. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures and of the school department, as well as of all other de- 
partments collecting money for the town, were examined and 
checked, the payments to the treasurer being compared with 
the treasurer’s and the accounting officer’s books. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and water ac- 
counts, as well as schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

The Nursing is available to all people living in this town. 
To accommodate the increasing need for service, we now have 
one full time and one part-time nurse. Mrs. Ernest R. Rock- 
well serves as assistant nurse. 


The office is in the Town Office Building at 175 Central 
Street. It is open from 8:30 a.m. to’5 p.m. The phone number 
is 8-2391. All clinics are held there. 


The Nursing Service is paid for in three ways: 


1. A small fee of $1.50 is paid for nursing service by all pa- 
tients who are able to pay for it. Eight hundred fifty-four 
were paid by the patients this year. 


2. All nursing service to those unable to pay, and all Board 
of Health Service is credited to the town appropriation. 
One thousand seven hundred twenty-nine were so credited 
this year. | 


3. All other health service is paid by the Nursing Association. 
Two hundred ninety-nine were paid this way. 


The Board of Directors of the Nursing Association is the 
group of citizens who supply this service.

There was a de- 


crease in the number of Old Age Assistance cases and a slight 
increase in the Aid to Dependent Children and Disability cases. 


There was however, an increase in the amount of assistance © 
granted to recipients. This increase was due to an increased ~ 


cost of medical and other services to these recipients. 


The Legislature this year authorized a payment of $2.50 © 
per month for a transportation allowance in Old Age Assist- © 


ance cases. This increase will be effective January 1, 1956, 


and will apply to all recipients except those in Nursing Homes. © 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The total expenditure was $52,314.12. Of this amount, ~ 


the sum of $40,877.24 was for regular grants of aid. $9,962.87 | 
was for extra services and drugs. There was paid to other — 


Cities and Towns, $1,474.01. 


There was received from the Federal government, $20,- 
299.65 and from the Commonwealth, $21,850.96. $1801.53 was 
received from other Cities and Towns and there was $7973.61 / 


received from Recoveries from Estates and the Lien Law. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


The total expenditure under the Aid to Dependent Chil- ; 
dren program was $2,936.80. $2,421.15 were in regular grants — 


and $515.65 were for extras. 
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$1,867.20 was received from the Federal government and 
$600.63 from the Commonwealth. 


In all the cases on this program, these grants are sup- 
plementing other income. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE 


Although two new cases were added to this program, the 
expenditures were less than the previous year. The reason 
for this was the need of the recipients in these cases had 

changed. 


$5,100.83 was the total expenditure and $2,326.01 of this 
amount were in regular grants and $2,856.99 were for extras. 


The Federal government contributed $1,624.91 and the 
Commonwealth, $1,925.27. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


| Six new cases applied for Assistance and a like number 
_were closed during the year. These were in addition to those 
previously carried on the rolls. Most of these cases were of 
a temporary nature because of sickness. 


$4,481.29 were expended for this category of Assistance. 
$2,554.06 was paid out in behalf of local cases. $1,927.23 was

With the beginning of 1955, the architects were pro- 
ceeding with their work on the final plans and specifications 
for the new high school.

‘supervisors and Principal Stanley B. Goldman, as well as with 
the committee.

The committee suffered a great loss when its chairman, 
‘Michael J. McCarthy, passed away on June 12, 1955. 


| At a reorganization meeting, John B. Thorndike was 
elected chairman and Edmund W. Nutter, vice-chairman. 
George A. Ridder was named a member of the committee hy 
the town moderator to fill the vacancy left by the death of 
‘Mr. McCarthy. 

| The final plans and specifications were completed and 
‘filed at the office of the School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion on August 30, 1955, by Perry, Shaw, Hepburn and Dean. 
‘Members of the committee met with a representative of the 
State School Building Assistance Commission on September 
15, 1955, to secure their approval of these final plans and spe- 
cifications. This was given in a letter to Chairman Thorndike 
dated September 28, 1955. 


On October 24, 1955, the town voted at a special town 
meeting approval of.a bond issue of $1,550,000 for the pur- 
pose of constructing and equipping a new high school.

On December 16, 1955, the’ School Building Assistance 
Commission voted approval of the whole project as follows: —

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In the past year 52 new services have been installed and 
‘the Water Department made 15 renewals. The acquisition of 
our new tractor and backhoe has enabled us to increase the 
number of new service installations by at least thirty per cent. 


Our Water Survey Report which is in the hands of Whit- 
man and Howard is being held up by the failure of the City 
of Brockton to complete the construction of the new pumping 
station at Silver Lake. 


The Water Commissioners have as yet come to no agree- 
ment with the City of Brockton concerning the price of water 
delivered to us and we are still paying at the old rate of $130.00 
‘per million gallons. 


Due to the above mentioned facts concerning our difficul- 
ties with the City of Brockton, our consulting engineers, the 
firm of Whitman and Howard, have advised us to include an 
article for the Annual Town Meeting to appropriate $5,000.00 
to provide for driving test wells, making pumping tests and 
‘providing engineering supervision of the test well contractor. 
‘This article if acted on favorably would once and for all settle 
| si question as to whether we have a sufficient and suitable 
‘supply of underground water within the confines of the Town 
of East Bridgewater. 


On the advice of Whitman and Howard, the Water Com- 
missioners have inserted an Article for consideration at the 
Annual Town Meeting advocating the acceptance of Chapter 

332, Acts of 1955. Due to the phraseology of the Act it cannot 
be accepted at a Special Town Meeting. If appropriations by

the Town for water extensions in 1956 are made considerable, 

potential revenue from abutters would be lost unless the Act 

is accepted at the Annual Town Meeting in March. We aré 

taking the liberty of printing a copy of the Act as follows: 
CHAPTER 332 


THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty-five 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEVY OF SPECIAL 
ASSESSMENTS TO MEET THE COST OF LAYING 
WATER PIPES IN PUBLIC AND PRIVATE WAYS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives

in General Court assembled, and by the authcrity of the same, ; 


as follows: Chapter 40 of the General Laws is hereby amended 
_by inserting, after section 42F the following, three sections: 


Section 42 G. Any city, town or district having a water supply — 
or water distributing system which, in the case of city or ~ 


town, accepts this section and the two following sections in 


cities other than Plan E cities by vote of the city council sub- 


ject to the city charter, or Plan E cities by vote of the city 


— “One 


council, in towns or districts by vote of its inhabitants at an — 


annual town meeting called therefor, may provide by ordi- 
nance, by-law or vote for the levy of special assessments to 
meet the whole or part of the cost thereafter incurred of lay- 
ing pipes in public and private ways for the conveyance or 
distribution of water to its inhabitants. Such city, town or dis- 
trict may provide that an owner of land which received benefit 
from the laying of water pipes in public and private ways 
upon which his land abuts or which by more remote means 
receives benefit through the supply of water to his land or 
buildings shall pay a proportionate part of the cost not already 
assessed of extending such water supply to his land. The 
amount to be charged against each parcel of land receiving 
such benefit shall include the cost of the pipes and other mate- 
rial and of the labor in laying them and other expenses inci- 
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dental thereto and shall be ascertained, assessed and certified 
by the water commissioners or the other officers in charge of 
the supply and distribution of water in such city, town or 
‘district. 


Section 42H. A city, town or district having a water 
supply or water distributing system may provide that assess- 
ment for the cost of providing and laying water pipes there- 
after in public and private ways shall be made upon the sev- 
eral parcels of land receiving benefit from the laying of such 
pipes by a fixed uniform rate based upon the estimated average 
cost of all the water pipes therein and the laying thereof, ac- 
cording to the frontage of such land on any way in which a 
water pipe is laid, or according to the area of such land within 
a fixed depth from such a way, or according to valuation for 
purposes of taxation in the last annual assessment, or accord- 
ing to two or all of such measures. 


Section 42 I. Whenever the water commissioners or other 
officers in charge of the supply and distribution of water in a 
city, town or district which has accepted sections forty-two G 
to forty-two I, inclusive, determine to lay water pipes in pub- 
lic and private ways and assessments may be made under said 
sections for the construction of such improvement, they shall 
forthwith cause to be recorded in the registry of deeds of the 
county or district in which such city, town or district is situ- 
ated a statement of their action, which shall specify the ways 
in which such water pipes are to be laid and shall describe 
such land as does not abut upon any such way which is to be 
assessed for such improvements. All assessments imposed 
under sections forty-two G and forty-two H upon any land 
which abuts upon any such ways in which such water pipes 
are to be laid or is included in such description shall con- 
stitute a lien upon such land from the time such statement is 
recorded. The provisions of chapter eighty relative to the 
apportionment, division, reassessment, abatement and collec- 
tion of assessments, and to interest, shall apply to assessments 
under this chapter. No assessment shall be levied under sec- 
tions forty-two H to forty-two I, inclusive, in excess of the 
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benefit to the land assessed from the laying of the water pipes 
for which the assessment is levied, and if any assessment is 
found to exceed such benefit, it shall be abated. The water 
commissioners or other officers in charge of the supply and 
distribution of water as aforesaid shall, if the order for assess- 
ment is upon land not built upon, extend the time of payment 
of the assessment and interest thereon at the rate of four per 
cent until it is built upon or for a fixed time; and the assess- 
ment and interest shall be paid within three months after such 
land is built upon or at the expiration of such -fixed period.

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Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This year with consideration given to the ever expending 
problems of the Department of Veterans’ Services, new office 
space was assigned to us by the selectmen. Also much needed 
clerical help has been provided with the results that the vet- 
erans of East Bridgewater and their dependents have been 
more efficiently serviced for their various benefits and prob- 
lems. 


The year 1955 has been a most active one for the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services. Services to veterans and their 
families of East Bridgewater have shown a marked increase 
over 1954 for State and Federal Benefits. Many of our Korean 
veterans who have been discharged from the various branches 
of the service have visited the local office for advice and help 
in adjusting themselves to civilian life. 


Those who have chosen to continue their education are 
doing well in the colleges that they have entered. East Bridge- 
water, at the present time, has veterans attending Boston 
University, Harvard, M.I.T., Bridgewater State Teachers, 
Michigan State, Michigan University, Springfield, Boston Col- 
lege, Northeastern and Tufts University. 


Veterans who served in Word IWar II and also in the 
Korean conflict between the dates of June 27, 1950 and Janu- 
ary 31, 1955 are eligible for the following: 


1. Further education and training benefits under the 
new law (P.L. 550) provided the total period received under 
both laws does not exceed 48 months. 
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2. A World War II veteran who also had Korean serv- — 


ice and had previously received 36 months’ training or edu- 
cation under the G.I. Bill would be limited to a maximum 


of 12 months additional training under the Korean G.I. Bill. % 


3. Korean veterans are eligible for one and one-half — 
days education or training for each day of service on or after 


June 27, 1950 up to January 31, 1955. 
A. Regardless of where he served— - 


B. Provided he had a total of 90 days service or that 
he had been discharged sooner because of service 
incurred disability. 


4, A veteran properly enrolled in a school or college 
under the Veterans’ Administration regulations will receive 
each month an education or training allowance check for: 


A. $110.00 if he has no dependent 
B. $135.00 if he has one dependent 
C. $160.00 if he has more than one dependent 


The Korean veteran has three years from August 8, 1954 
or three years from the date of his discharge (whichever is 
later) to file with the Veterans’ Administration for the 


above benefits. 


Presently under the Loan Guarantee program for vet- 
erans, they are entitled to $7,500 guarantee by the Veterans’ 
Administration. However, this part of the G.I. Bill is mis- 
understood by many veterans. Many of them think that the 
Veterans’ Administration will loan them the money in pur- 
chasing property — this is not so. The Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration merely guarantees to the bank or lending agency 
with whom the veteran borrows the money that the Veterans’ 


ea ee i eee eae et 


Administration will guarantee up to $7,500 (if the price of 


the property exceeds $8,000), that they will back up his loan 
if for some reason he defaults. The interest rate on G.I. 


Loans at the present time is 414%. 
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Many of the Federal Benefits for the World War II 
veterans are fast approaching the termination date. The World 
War II veteran who has not filed for his loan guarantee bene- 
‘fits on or before July 25th, 1957 will no longer be eligible. 


Our department has continued to provide photostatic 
copies of important discharge papers for the veterans of 
East. Bridgewater. A copy is also retained in the local office 
fcr our records. In many cases this has proven to be a most 
valuable service to the veterans as many of them have lost 
their discharge papers and our office has been able to provide 
them with a copy when they urgently need one. 


Once again during 1955 all of our veterans and their 
dependents who qualify under Chapter 115 of the General 
Laws and have filed applications for assistance, have been as- 
sisted as to their required needs as the law will allow. 


This past year of 1955 the veterans of Massachusetts 
lost a capable leader when our own Michael J. McCarthy, State 
Commissioner of Veterans’ Services, former State Repre- 
sentative and member of the Board of Selectmen of East 
Bridgewater for over twenty-one years, passed away on June 
12, 1955. His devoted service to his community, state, and 
nation will long be remembered by the citizens of East Bridge- 
water. His records of achievement will ever be a goal for 
the youth of East Bridgewater to aspire to. 


Your Veterans’ Agent is ready at all times to help vet- 
erans of all wars and their dependents whenever they have 
a problem that he may service. You may reach your Veterans’ 
Agent at the Town Office on Friday evenings, between the 
hours of 7:00 and 10:00 p.m. or by calling him at home in 
the evening, at East Bridgewater 8-3168. 


Once again it has been an honor and privilege to be of 
service to those men and women who answered the call to 
arms when the need arose for them to defend America and 
the American way of life.

I wish to express my appreciation to the many under- 
standing people in East Bridgewater who cooperated while the 
work was going on. We worked very early on the four morn- 
ings in order not to hamper your daily chores and people were 
most kind in covering their cars, taking in the wash, and re- 
moving objects that would be spoiled:by the spray.

1955 proved another busy year for the Tree Department. 
Although we were fortunate not to become targets of such hur- 
ricanes as Carol and Edna, the trees of East Bridgewater have 
not completely recovered from the 1954 storms. Many trees 
required trimming of limbs that were damaged in the past 
year’s storms. 
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We are continuing with the work of removing all dead 
and dangerous trees from the ways of East Bridgewater, and 
during 1955 the Department has taken down 171 trees. The 
process of replacing dead trees is always going on, and I 
recommend that we set out a few new maple trees each year. 
East Bridgewater has always been proud of its shady streets 
and lovely foliage. We do not want hurricanes or storms of 
any sort to destroy our town of its beauty and protection 
offered by trees.

Report of Planning Board 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater : 


This has been another busy year for your Planning Board. 
Many plans which were not “sub-divisions’ and did not come 
under “The Sub-division Control Law,” were signed by your 
Chairman “approved under sub-division control law not re- 
quired.” 


Several sub-divisions have been presented to the Board 
and handed to the Board of Health for their approval for | 
sewerage and drainage — which is required by law — before 
action could be taken on them. Others were presented, but 
not having been properly prepared and accompanied by the 
proper applications, were returned for the necessary correc- 
tions. Permission was granted for five homes in a proposed 
development of more than forty-eight homes in the “‘Abbey- 
Homes” development on Bedford Street. Permission was also 
granted Clayton Rollins for development of some fifteen homes 
off Central St. opposite Chestnut St., in a proposed develop- 
ment of some forty-five homes. 
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At the annual town meeting the “Proposed Zoning By- 
Law’ was defeated by a large majority. From the many 
objections presented at that meeting, the Board made many 


changes in both the Map and By-Law and again presented it 


at a Special Town Meeting in November. At this meeting there 
was just this one article on the warrant and ample time was 
given those present by the Moderator for a full discussion 
of the subject. After one and one-half hours a secret ballot 
was taken with the result that the article was lost by only 
fourteen votes. There was a capacity crowd present, in fact 
so many that some citizens were unable to get into the High 
School Auditorium. After the meeting, several citizens con- 
tacted members of the Board by letter, telephone and in person 
urging another Special Meeting be held in the very near 
future so that by the spring of 1956 the Board would be bet- 
ter cauipped to handle the prospective developments which are 
bound to come, as land developers are moving their activities 
nearer and nearer to this area. A request to the Board of 


Selectmen for a Special Town Meeting to be held on January 


25 was refused by a unanimous vote. Reconsideration of this 
action was requested and at the following meeting — when 
the Chairman of the Planning Board and one other member 
were present to stress the need for early action — before 
the Annual Town Meeting — it was again refused by a 
maiority vote. | 


At some of the open meetings and public hearings many 
of the citizens have suggested that the town should have a 
modified building code, so that the buyers of new homes would 
be protected from poorly constructed homes. The Planning 


Board felt that it should take no action on this matter until - 


a petition signed by a goodly number of the citizens of the 
town is presented to them requesting such a code be prepared 
and submitted to the town at a future town meeting. 


The quarters on the second floor of the Town Office which 
the Board had been using was reactivated for the Civil De- 
fense and Veterans’ Services, so the Selectmen offered the 
Board quarters on the third floor of the building. In order 
to make the room usable it was necessary to have it painted, 
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new lights installed and purchase tables and chairs. There 
was no money available from general government funds, so 
it was necessary for the Board to pay the bills from the 1955 
- appropriation. 


The Planning Board thanks those Departments who have 
cooperated with them, and in particular the Town Clerk and 
Board of Health.

The year 1955 started with a full Board of Selectmen. 
Shortly after the Annual Town Meeting in March, Mr. Michael

L. Leland was elected to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Michael 
J. McCarthy. 


As a result of Mr. Philip E. Carey being appointed Civil 
Defense Director, much progress has been made during his 
administration and necessary equipment has been purchased. 
A Civilian Defense Auxiliary Police Department has been 
organized and trained; also a group of Radio Operators are 
being trained and meet weekly under the direction of the Di- 
rector. 


The Parking lot at the Town Offices was completed and 
the work was done through the cooperation of the Highway 
Department and Tree Warden at a substantial savings to the 
Town. 


In late summer the town was ravaged by severe flood con- 
ditions with several bridges being washed out, culverts and 
roads damaged. These conditions were very capably handled 
by various Town Departments with no serious injury or loss 
of life. We have applied and expect to receive reimbursement 
in regard to repairs for damage done to town property. 
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The Off Street Parking Committee has been active during 


the year, and Plans and Specifications have been drawn up for ~ 


an off street parking lot in the rear of the buildings on the 
west side of Central Street in the center of the Town. 


New street signs were installed where needed and new 


“No Parking” signs erected in the center of the village. 


Due to the damage from the hurricane in 1954, roofs on © 
the Town Office Buildings were reshingled, gutters and down ~ 


spouts repaired. This was done from available funds received 
from Hurricane Insurance. The Town Office Buildings are 
badly in need of paint and we hope that a start can be made 
this year to put them in satisfactory condition.

This report completes my first year as your Chief of Police 
and due to your fine cooperation it has been a pleasant one. 


The police work in our town has been routine in nature. 
I am pleased to say that the young people have been very co- 
operative with our department and are a credit to the parents 
of East Bridgewater. Motor vehicle violations have been our 
biggest problem here as in most towns of our size. We are in 
the process of zoning all the main arteries through East Bridge- 
water with safe speed zones and will complete this as soon as 
possible. | 


I am glad to see that a committee is working on an “Off 
Street Parking Lot” which we need so badly because of the 
limited parking area on North Central Street in the business 
area. The street is very narrow and a serious hazard is cre- 
ated both to pedestrians and motorists when cars park on both 
sides of the street. 


I have requested the Board of Selectmen to appoint an- 
other permanent patrolman. At present our night patrolman 
is alone in the cruiser thirty-one hours a week. This is poor 
insurance for the officer and poor police protection for you, the 
businessmen and citizens of East Bridgewater. I am sure you 
can see the danger to the officer, stopping cars, checking doors 
or checking your homes when prowlers are reported at all 
hours of the night. I hope you will help to protect the night 
officer’s safety by voting for another permanent officer. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank the Townspeople, Board of — 


Selectmen, Regular Police Officers, Special Police Officers, and 
the Civil Defense Auxiliary Police Officers for their kind as- 
sistance during the past year.

Librarian’s Report 
To the Board of Library Trustees: 
The 71st annual report of the East Bridgewater Public 


Library for the year ending December 31, 1955 is herewith 
presented. 


During the year 1955 the Library continued to render as 


full and complete library service as its appropriation would 
permit. As has been the case for sometime the Library meant 
many things to many people: a place where there were books, 
magazines, recordings, to serve the needs of ‘all; a place where 
the students could find basic and up-to-date reference tools; a 
place where the doors were open for all who wanted library 
service. The Library was a place to meet for the Girl Scouts, 
the Red Cross, the CYO, the Garden Club, the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women, and many committees. 


The Library helped individuals and organizations in pro- 
gram building, planned special exhibits throughout the year, 
and borrowed non-fiction books for patrons through Inter- 
Library Loan. It provided an extra classroom for the over- 


crowded High School. Work with the schools continued to be — 


an important part of the year’s work. Pupils from the Senior 
High School increasingly used the Young People’s room for 
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pleasure reading and for teachers’ assignments. Only the con- 
stant circulation of books in both categories made it possible 
to avoid greatly over crowded shelves, so steady has been the 
‘growth of the Young People’s department. At the Central 
School and Town Hall the total circulation of library items 
was very high. Circulation figures, however, never adequately 
describe library service. There is no way to determine the 
number of people who read a book while it is out in circulation 
any more than it is possible to tell what impact a book makes 
on a child’s mind. 


BUILDING NEEDS 


The Library is in most urgent need of a new heating sys- 
tem. The boiler, manufactured in 1915, is entirely inadequate 
for heating the three floors now in use. Often during the night 
the heater shuts off and fails to start before the morning. The 
Staff worked many mornings when the temperature struggled 
from 40 to 60 degrees by 1:00 o’clock. 


Another immediate need is the repair of all the double 
windows in the Library. Every window leaked during some 
rain or snow storm. The Library building was donated to the 
town in 1896 and the minor maintenance repairs that have 
been made in the ensuing sixty years have not been enough 
to prevent an over-all depreciation. 


Recent surveys have been made by engineers and con- 
tractors of the heating system and the structural condition of 
the building and their findings given in regard to the essen- 
tial replacements and repairs. The use of the building for 
high school classes has governed the decision to make such 
temporary repairs as were necessary to preserve the building 
rather than to interrupt the school year for a major under- 
taking. However, the need of asking for a special appropri- 
ation to take care of these important needs is imminent. 


GIFTS 


By a bequest in the will of Mrs. Mary I. (Mann) Keith 
the Library received $1000, and $1000 was bequeathed to the 
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Library by the will of Miss Henrietta Hill. From the estates 
of Mrs. Grace L. Parker and Mrs. Mary I. Keith, Mrs. Donald 
Whiting gave many books which will be of use in the Library. 
Friends were very generous in the matter of gift books, peri- 
odicals and beautiful flower arrangements. The loan of out- 
standing oil paintings added color and interest to the Library 
walls. 


Members of the Staff attended State meetings, Book Con- 
ferences, Children’s Round Table, and meetings of regional 
library organizations. To the Staff I wish to express thanks 
for the fine spirit in which they carried on their work. Also, 
I express appreciation for the heartening support and friendly 
personal interest shown by all the Trustees of this Library.

General business and inspections by this Board have been 
considerably increased this year due to increased home build- 
ing, trailer park, and the flood of last August. 


The Sanitary Engineering firm of Weston & Morgenroth 
have been employed to make surveys and necessary tests of 
sewage pollution in down town area. This survey will show 
the necessary steps to lower water table and aid in sewage 
disposal. Survey takes in Spring St. and all down town section 
and business district. When the survey and plans are com- 
pleted they will be presented to the public and also the pro- 
posed action which will be taken to improve conditions which 
are very bad currently. 


This Board appreciates the fine cooperation shown by all 
people in the area concerned to the engineer in his necessary 
work at houses involved in the survey. 


It is the present intent of this Board to employ an agent 
one day per week to maintain the improvements we expect 
and to afford a more complete service to Town. 
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We have been very fortunate this year in having no ex- 
pense on Tuberculosis and Premature Infant budget.

Report of the Civilian Defense Director 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Civil Defense program in East Bridgewater has 
been sadly neglected since 1950. It was in 1950 that the 
State Legislature passed the law known as the Civil Defense 
Act, Chapter 639, making it mandatory that the governing 
authorities in every. city and town in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, appoint a local Civil Defense Director. 


The Civil Defense Act of 1950 and its subsequent 
amendments clearly states that our elected officials shall 
see that such a program is instituted for the protection of 
the lives and property of our citizens; it simply means they 
shall be the leaders in such a program. They cannot com- 
plete the huge task ahead of us if the citizens themselves 
which includes every man, woman and child in the com- 
munity, does not cooperate and generously lend their time, 
effort and willingness to the common cause, the defense 
of our town whatever the disaster may be. 


In order to have such an organization trained and ready 
to act in any emergency, it takes months and years of plan- 
ning. The tremendous threat that our generation is living 
under, makes it only common sense for us to do the Job we 
have to do, and do it well, and as fast as we can. 
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Civil Defense locally is the voluntary effort of people 
individually and in groups, together with local, State and 
Federal agencies, to protect themselves, their homes as well 
“as commercial and industrial establishments, and other com- 
munity facilities such as schools, etc., against the effects of 
warfare and natural disasters. 


‘It is now that we must build a long range civil defense 
program so strong and well organized as to deter aggression. 
The program must be developed now; if we wait, it may be 
too late. 


Individual participation in Civil Defense is the contri- 
bution in terms of thought, time and energy on the part of 
all of us to make our community so strong that we can sur- 
vive the toughest treatment the enemy can deal out. 


Since I have been Civil Defense Director, we have or- 
ganized a Radio Communications division made up of seven 
well trained radio men under the direction of Mr. Thurston 
Stetson, Chief Radio Officer, and Mr. Theodore Wainor, 
Deputy Radio Officer. They have in all five men of the seven 
who have been amateur radio men a number of years and 
have their radio licenses with the Federal Communications 
division. Plans are under way for the training of at least 
seven more Radio Operators. 


We purchased five two-way radio sets for use in cars. 
The radio men were able to demonstrate the effective use 
of these radios last August when we had the floods. They 
worked all night and were able to cover the entire town so 
that in a matter of a few minutes, our local office was in- 
formed of conditions in every section of our town. We then 
relayed reports to our police cruiser as it was impossible 
for one cruiser to cover all sections of the town at once. 


The effective use of four mobile radio men checking 
sections of our town during the August floods was clearly 
demonstrated when one of our mobile radio men reported 
a car with a man and women in it on Belmont Street on the 
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way to Brockton, had gone through the road block at the 
bridge, and with part of the bridge washed out, the car was 
half-way in the river. In a matter of five minutes from the 
time our radio men reported the conditions, we had a local 
wrecker on the way to get them out of the river, and thereby 
averted the possible loss of life. 


We have organized a Civil Defense Police force and 
have completely trained some 26 men under the direction 
of Chief of Police Arthur Moskos. These men have faith- 
fully attended meetings every Wednesday evening and re- 
ceived complete police instructions so that thy will be ready 
in any emergency when needed. These men have become so. 
interes:ed in this work that they have been attending the 
F. B. I. School in Pembroke. The need for C.D. Police was 
proven during the August floods when we were forced to 
call out 14 of them at 2 o’clock in the morning, to help in 
standing guard at seven washed-out bridges that were 
effected by the floods. 


Equipment has been ordered for the C. D. Police that 
includes traffic belts, flashlights and we hope to have their 
uniforms in the next few months. We have also purchased a — 
small generator under the Matching Fund Program to cover 
our fixed Radio Station in the Town Office in case of power 
failure. 


The above mentioned items are but a few of the things 
that have been started; others are being planned such as 
medical and recue units, etc. The task ahead is a tremen- 
dous one in order to have cur community organized and 
ready to help itself in case of disaster of any type. 


I would like to thank all of the people who have given 
of their time and effort to help in the development of a Civil 
Defense Program in East Bridgewater. The cooperation re- 
ceived from Fire Chief Maurice Hennessey, Police Chief 
Arthur Moskos and Visiting Nurse Gladys Farren, has been 
wonderful. I am sure that with the continued cooperation 
of these people and the rest of our citizens, we will develop 
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a program in all phases of Civil Defense for the protection 
of the lives and property of our citizens, if and when a 
disaster strikes us.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year of 1955 has presented many new and perplex- 
ing problems to your school committee. These have been re- 
solved to the best interests of the school system as a whole. 


The continued growth of the town, and consequently of 
the school population, has reached such proportions that all 
existing school facilities are taxed to capacity. 


The construction of the new high school, recently voted 
at a special town meeting, will, however, solve our housing 
problem. 


The combined capacity of the new high school, the pres- 
ent senior-junior high school, and the Central School is ap- 
proximately 1600 pupils. This enrollment is based upon thirty ~ 
pupils to each classroom. The present enrollment in the Hast — 
Bridgewater school system: is slightly more than 1200 pupils. 


Hence, an increase in enrollment of 3314 % in the school — 


population can be accommodated without crowding. It ap- 
pears that, if the growth rate of the town continues at its 
present trend, we should be able to satisfactorily house the 
pupils of East Bridgewater for some years to come. 


The continued increase in school enrollment has neces- 
sitated an increase in personnel — textbooks — supplies — 
equipment and transportation to meet the need. This growth 
is reflected in the school department budget which is to be 
found elsewhere in the Town Report. 


Your school committee, in common with other school com- 
mittees throughout the country, is finding it more and more 
difficult to obtain good teachers. This is especially true at the 
elementary level. 


The teachers’ salary committee has been in conference 
with the school committee and as a result, the salary schedule ~ 
has been revised to keep it in line with those of surrounding 
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communities. Consequently, we are now in a more favorable 
position to compete for the services of good teachers with the 
other towns in this area. 


The physical properties of the school department have 
been maintained at their usual high level. The kitchen facili- 
ties at the high school have been improved by the removal of 
a partition wall and the installation of some modern kitchen 
equipment. Considerable painting and renovating has been 
done, much of it by the high school shop classes under the able 
direction of Mr. Robert H. Eastman, and they are to be com- 
mended for their fine work. At the Central School, a new 
teachers’ room has been constructed from a storeroom, as 
the old one was commandeered as a classroom. Considerable 
attention has been given the grounds at both schools where 
new curbs have been built, walks edged, and landscaping done. 


“The entire school system under the guidance of the ad- 
ministrative staff is showing a healthy growth and develop- 
ment. Our teaching staff has worked long and diligently 
to bring our school system to its present high level. 


Your school committee has given, and will continue to 
give, the best possible educational opportunities to each pupil 
in the school system at the lowest possible cost to the citizens 
of East Bridgewater. 


The physical education program, under the direction of 
Mr. Vincent Malewicz, is an ever expanding one and every 
pupil in the senior-junior high school has an opportunity to 
participate in one or more activities. With both boys’ and 
girls’ basketball teams and teams in football, baseball and 
track, East Bridgewater is well represented upon the court 
and athletic field. It is now the policy of the school committee 
to require all pupils participating in sports, except football, 
to be protected by accident insurance. Such a policy may be 
acquired through the school department for a nominal fee. 


This year, as in years past, the members of the school 
committee express, their appreciation for the aid, suggestions 
and donations so generously given by the Parent-Teacher As- 
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sociation, the Boosters’ Glub and other civic minded organiza- 
tions in the town. 


The members of your School Committee express their 
appreciation for the cooperation, interest and good will of 
the citizens of East Bridgewater, as the success of any mod- 
ern school system is dependent to a great extent upon these 
factors.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to present my ae annual report as your. 
Superintendent of Schools. 


This has been another pleasant and profitable year for 
the schools of our town in spite of the increase of total enroll- 
ment to 1203 pupils and limited classroom space. The only 
additional classroom this year is the small one converted from 
the Central School teachers’ room. This means that some of 
our classes are larger than we would recommend for best re- 
sults. With an even larger enrollment expected for next fall, 
we may have to resort to double sessions in one or more 
buildings. 


Eleven new teachers and supervisors have been employed 
this year. All of the replacements were for teachers who have 
left us for one reason or another or have been moved to an- 
other grade level. Mr. Anthony C. Ferrante, a graduate of 
the Boston University School of Music with experience in 
Old Town, Maine, has replaced Mr. Robert A. Spencer who 
resigned to accept a position as instrumental supervisor in 
Danielson, Connecticut. Miss Gloria Glazer, a graduate of 
the Massachusetts School of Art with experience in Worces- 
ter, replaced Mrs. Maureen M. Saul who moved to the Law- 
rence area to be with her husband. Mrs. Mary-Judith Jahn, 
a graduate of the University of Massachusetts with teaching 
experience in Agawam, has replaced Mrs. Ruth E. Goldberg 
who moved to California with her husband. Mrs. Wilmar C. 
Armer, who holds a Master’s Degree from Bridgewater 
Teachers College and who has served us as a substitute, has 
replaced Mrs. Mary E. Gallagher as a fifth grade teacher at 
the Town Hall School. Miss Joan E. Sawyer, a graduate of 
Bridgewater Teachers College, has replaced Mrs. Lorretta 
G. Ring who has ‘taken a leave of absence. Mrs. Carolyn 
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C. Bird, a graduate of Wellesley College, has replaced Mrs. 
Elsie B. MacKerron who resigned to join her husband in Ger- 
many. Mr. Joseph E. Doyle, Jr., a graduate of Stonehill Col- 
lege with teaching experience in New York State, has replaced 
Mr. Douglas F. Barrows as a seventh grade teacher and foot- 
ball coach. Mr. Barrows moved to Wellesley at a higher sal- 
ary. Miss Velma Frates, a graduate of Salem Teachers Col- 
lege, has replaced Mrs. Mary T. Naumes who resigned because 
her health would not allow her to teach and care for her 
family. Miss Miriam A. Kirkwood, a graduate of Trinity Col- — 
lege in Washington, D. C., has replaced Miss Estelle D. Boy- 
atis who has accepted a position in another state. Miss Nancy 
C. Querzoli, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers College with — 
practice teaching under the direction of Miss York, is teach- 
ing one of our third grade classes. Mrs. Anna R. Veilleux, 
a graduate of Framingham Teachers College with experience 
in Wendell and Easton who has served us as a substitute in 
recent years, is teaching one of our third grade classes. Mrs. 
Barbara M. Keith is serving as a permanent substitute for — 
Mrs. Marion I. Hogue who is recovering from an attack of 
polio. Mrs. Blanche H. Flint of Bridgewater, a registered 
nurse with special-training in Dental Hygiene, has replaced 
Mrs. Doris E. Billings who resigned at the end of last year ~ 
to devote full time to the Rockland Schools. We have been 
fortunate in being able to hold our own on our replacements, 
in fact, we feel that in some cases we have strengthened our 
staff this year. We have a financial balance this year due 
largely to the fact that we planned for additional teachers 
and then found that we had no classrooms in which to put 
the additional classes. We utilized Mrs. Ruth E. Gray, our 
remedial reading teacher, as a regular fifth grade teacher 
on an experimental basis. 


I think that a few words on the policy of “no school” 
on stormy days should be explained to parents and citizens. 
The Superintendent is authorized by the School Committee 
to cancel sessions of school when he thinks conditions are bad 
enough to warrant such closing. He must take several factors 
into consideration. First, he must consider the health and 
safety of the children. Then, he must remember that the 
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state requires that the high school be in session 180 days dur- 
ing a year, that the weather in late June is not conducive to 
study, and that many parents have regular jobs and depend 
upon their children going to school five days each week. These 
factors must be considered and a decision made by 7:00 A. M. 
for the high school and 8:15 A. M. for the elementary school. 
The final decision as to whether to send children to school 
or to keep them at home is the responsibility of the parents, 
as the children will not be penalized for absence on bad days. 
In general, the high school will be in session every day un- 
less the road conditions are impassable or extremely dan- 
gerous. 


The 1956 budget again calls for an increase which will 
cover the upward revision of the salary schedule and other 
increased costs of school operation. I must again remind 
you that we can expect no reductions in the cost of operating 
schools as long as the cost of living remains at its present 
high level. Our per pupil cost for the school year 1954-55 was 
$217.04 which is less than either the state average of $251.84 
or the average of our group of towns (under 5000 population 
with high schools) of $225.57. 


For the best progress in school I again recommend the 
following uninterrupted home study: Pupils in grades six 
through twelve should have home study every day. The length 
of time it will take to do the work will depend upon the speed 
of the individual pupil. We repeat the following suggested 
schedule: Grade six, 45 minutes; grades seven and eight, 60 
minutes; grades nine through twelve, 90 minutes, but those 
preparing for college in these grades, 120 minutes of home 
study. I want to re-emphasize to parents the importance of 
providing good study conditions for the children. 


The curbing in front of the high school building was 
replaced last summer. In the early fall a new asphalt tile floor 
was laid in room 101. During the recent Christmas vacation, 
much painting was done, including all of the second floor 
corridors and two classrooms on the second floor. As we 
have painting done, it is necessary to repair many of the 
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walls and ceilings. Much more work needs to be done to both 
the inside and the outside of the high school building. 


I am pleased to report that the bond issue for the new 
high school building has been voted and that we have re- 
ceived final approval from the State School Building Assist- 
ance Commission, indicating that the town will receive a 
construction grant of $782,961.00 toward the cost of the build- 
ing. We have also received approval from the Emergency 
Finance Board. We hope that construction will start in the 
near future. 


The school lunch program continues to be self-supporting — 
and, through the careful management of Mrs. Barbara Mat- 
thews and Mrs. Mabel Packard, continues to more than meet 
the standards set up by the State School Lunch Program. 
The other faithful workers on the program are: At the high 
school, Mrs. Marion Schreeder and Mrs. Mildred Whitmarsh. 
Mrs. Whitmarsh has resigned and Mrs. Blanche Bordeaux 
has been employed in her place. At the Central School, Mrs. | 
Violet Hudson, Mrs. Eleanor Ellis, Mrs. Audrey Viola, and 
Mrs. Evelyn Santilli. The new dishwashing machine and the 
other improvements in the high school kitchen make the work- 
ing conditions much better. These improvements have been © 
paid for by the lunch program. The participation in aie pro- 
gram is greater this year than in the past. 


The Shop program under the capable direction of Mr. Rob- 
ert H. Eastman is continuing to help many of the boys to 
learn hand skills and good work habits. Many projects have 
been carried out this year which are beneficial to the boys 
and to the school system. 


We have again received wonderful cooperation from Mrs. 
Chandler and her staff in providing library service to all 
three of our schools. 


For detailed reports on the various departments, I refer 
you to the reports of the principals, the vice-principal of the 
high school, the school nurse, and the supervisors which are 
printed in this report. 
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| We have received friendly cooperation from many indi- 
viduals and organizations in the community including the 
Parent-Teacher Association, the Boosters’ Club, the Commer- 
‘cial Club, and the Kiwanis Club for which we are deeply ap- 
| _preciative and for which we want to extend public thanks.

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the year 
1955. 


In spite of the many handicaps due to our overcrowded 
conditions the faculty of East Bridgewater High School is 
doing, in most cases, an excellent job of instruction and this 
high school compares very favorably with any school of its 
size. 


The high school has received, as usual, its “A” rating 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education for 1955. 
Also East Bridgewater High School maintained its institu- 
tional membership in the New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools for the second successive year. 
Our membership in this Association, I believe, is an indication 
of the prestige of our school. 


Of our allotted quota of two pupils in the National Honor 
Society Scholarship competition one placed in the 91st per- 
centile indicating that he made a better score than 90 percent 
of all pupils competing in this nationwide competition. 


Four of our pupils were entered in the 1955 National 
Merit Scholarship’ Foundation competition. Although we did 
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not win any scholarships in this competition I am pleased — 
to report that all four pupils scored well in the upper half — 
of the national competition numbering over 58,000 highly 
selected pupils, and that our top two pupils scored in the 89th 
and 88th percentiles based on a nationwide and territorial 
norm. The percentile rank indicates the per cent of the group ~ 
who had lower scores than our top two pupils. 


The 1955 graduating class numbered forty-four (44) and 
thirty-eight (38) per cent of these have continued their edu- 
cation in the following institutions of higher learning: State 
Teachers College at Bridgewater, Cornell University, Colby 
College, Bates College, Katharine Gibbs School, Bowdoin Col- 
lege, Berklee School of Music, Colorado School of Mines, Dean 
Junior College, University of Massachusetts, Northeastern — 
University and Massachusetts College of Pharmacy. Several 
substantial college and university scholarships were awarded 
some of our 1955 graduates for excellent achievement. 


We do not wish to overshadow the practical accomplish- 
ments of our business course graduates. Your principal has 
been notified by various out-of-town employers of the fine 
record made by the 1955 graduates in secretarial positions, 
office positions and the business field. 


I should like to emphasize, through this report, that we 
are making use of the greatest opportunity of doing good by 
adopting and following the objectives of teaching students en- 
rolled in the general course to write and read the English 
language and, in addition, the fundamental principles of his- 
tory and economics, mathematics and the sciences. Also for 
the boys, training in woodworking and for the girls, house- 
hold arts including foods, clothing, and household management 
and organization. With these objectives we feel that grad- 
uates of the general course are prepared not only to earn a 
living, but also to have a chance to be reasonably well-informed 
and equipped to appreciate the important aspects of our cul- 
tural heritage as it affects their everyday life. 


Concerning our junior high school group the emphasis 
is placed on general education for all children. One of the 
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serious problems in providing guidance help for junior high 
school pupils is that of time. That is, teachers need time 
during the school day to discuss problems with the pupils. 
We try to meet this problem as effectively as possible in the 
homeroom period. 


Our junior high school reading program is a develop- 
mental one so that all pupils may grow at their own rate. 
Each teacher helps children learn to read with understanding 
the printed materials assigned. This includes the responsi- 
bility of helping students define their reading purpose, rec- 
ognize special word meanings, evaluate the author’s mean- 
ings, and adjust speed to purpose and textual difficulty.

SENIOR-JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit an annual report as vice-principal q 


of the Senior-Junior High School, the report to cover the 
audio-visual aids and certain extracurricular activities. 


Our audio-visual aid equipment is in the best condition 


since I have been in East Bridgewater. We have a new Bell ~ 
and Howell 16 mm. projector, an opaque projector (which — 
is also used by the Central School), a micro-projector for en- 
larging slides and biological material, two 3-speed record play- — 
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ers, two portable radios, one of auditorium size, and a mag- 
netic type recorder. The sound items are used extensively 
by the music department as well as the classroom teachers. 
A new film strip projector is recommended. 


The Student Council under the leadership of Miss Anne 
R. McNally, director of guidance, has been most active. The 
group has sponsored such activities as the Gordon M. Craig 
scholarship, good government day, school traffic squad, stamp 
collection to aid lepers and clothing collection for needy in 
Korea to mention only a few. Such an organization reflects 
sound training in democratic living. 


The Pen presented two excellent issues under the direc- 
tion of Miss Hazel M. Luke, literary advisor, Miss Anne R. 
McNally, business advisor, and Mrs. Anita P. Dardano, typing 
advisor. These teachers are to be commended for the excel- 
lent literary and business training afforded pupils who are 
members of the Pen staffs. 


The Senior play “Life of the Party’? was presented to 
an enthusiastic audience. Members of the cast performed 
excellently both on the stage and as scene designers in build- 
ing their own production. 


Several assemblies have been held to observe sports, 
safety, and special holidays. An adequate assembly program 
is most difficult in an auditorium which sees weekly 9 hours 
of musical activity, 7 hours of physical education classes, 24 
hours of basketball practice and occasional audio-visual pro- 
grams plus many hours each week setting up and taking 
down chairs as the programs change.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I am pleased to submit the following report of activities ‘ 


of the Central School for the year 1955. 


With the continued increase in enrollment during the 
year, it was necessary to utilize all available space in order 
to keep the pupils within the Central School building and the 
Town Hall and not have to resort to another makeshift ar- 


rangement involving a third building perhaps. By increasing — 
the enrolment in the classrooms of several of the grades and _ 


by making a small classroom out of the teachers’ room, we 
were able, in September, to house all our pupils. In Decem- 
ber our enrolment had reached 729 pupils. These pupils were 
distributed as follows: Five first grades, four second grades, 
five third grades, three fourth grades, four fifth grades, and 
three sixth grades. 


The P.T.A. has again been generous by donating an am- 
plifier and a set of swings to the school. It is hoped that our 
swings may be erected for use in the spring of 1956. We are 
grateful to the P.T.A. for its helpfulness. 


Our teaching staff experienced many changes during 
the year with the net result being the addition of eight new 
teachers to the faculty in September. New supervisors were 
elected in art and in music. As there is always a period of 
adjustment needed by new personnel, we are hopeful that 
great changes in our teaching force will not occur too often 
in the future. 


We have been fortunate in being able to secure good 
substitutes for our teachers whenever they need to be absent 
from their classrooms. However, as many of these substi- 
tutes have joined our regular teaching staff, we are many times 
hard-pressed to secure a suitable substitute teacher. During 
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this year there have been only four weeks when substitute 
teachers have not had to be used. 


A study of pupil transportation was begun in December 
to attempt to reduce each bus load and to reduce the time 


of departure after school. It is expected that a new schedule 
of bus routes will begin early in 1956. 


The school building was used throughout the year by 
various community organizations and groups. 


Assembly programs have proved to be interesting and 
worthwhile. Each room has arranged to present a program 
for the other rooms in the grade. In addition to these reg- 


ularly planned programs, a splendid Christmas pageant was 


presented on December 21 and 22 to parents and pupils of 


all grades.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


It gives me great pleasure to present a report on the 


Music Department for the year 1955. 


In the instrumental department, we have a senior band 


of fifty-five musicians, a junior band of seventy, and soon a 


beginners’ band which will number seventy-five students. As 


shown by the above figures, there is a tremendous amount of { 
interest in the instrumental program.

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INSTRUMENTAL CLASS LESSONS 


Instrumental class lessons for beginners should begin as 
soon as possible with the school year. Students waiting for 
their instruments for a long period of time lose interest. True, 
the football season is a busy season for all concerned; never- 
theless, I feel it is necessary for the beginners to get a good 
start. 


PRIVATE LESSONS 


Many students upon reaching the junior and senior high 
school level, stop taking private lessons on their instruments. 
This is the surest and quickest way of going down hill as far 
as musical progress is concerned. East Bridgewater is blessed 
with some fine instrumental instructors on practically all in- 
struments. It is therefore convenient for students to continue 
their studies in order to better themselves and their musical 
organizations. It has been proven time and time again that 
private lessons are superior to class lessons. 


ELEMENTARY BAND 


I believe there are enough students to start an elementary 
band which could rehearse at the Central School once a week. 
This band would be made up of students from the fourth to 
sixth grades. At present, there are 36 students in the Junior 
Band who are fifth and sixth graders. This is more than half 
the size of the band itself. The advantages of my suggestion 
are threefold: 


(1) Students will have less distance to walk, since re- 
hearsals would be held at the Central School. (The 
Town Hall students would have to walk to the Central 
School.) 


(2) The rehearsal at the Central School would serve as 
additional basic training to instill fundamentals of 
music to elementary students. 


(3) This added rehearsal would make the elementary 
group better prepared for the one rehearsal a week 


held at the Senior-Junior High School. At this re- 


— 
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hearsal they would combine with the Junior Band in 
order to improve their musicianship. 


In a survey taken from instrumental inquiries sent home 
to parents during the months of October and November 1955, 
more than eighty forms were returned signed by parents indi- 
cating a desire to have their child begin studying a musical 
instrument. These inquiry forms were returned by students 
in the fourth through the sixth grades. Twenty-eight students 
out of the eighty already have instruments which they own or 
have rented. Again, the above survey will show that an Ele- 
mentary Band would be feasible. | 


Out of more than eighty applications for instruments and 
lessons returned, only three students indicated a desire to 
study the violin. Although this is a good sign for orchestral 
thinking, we have a long way to go before we can produce a 
good high school orchestra. I have expressed a desire in the 
lower grades for students to take up a stringed instrument 


with the hope that some day, a high school orchestra will be- 


come a reality. 


ALL STATE REPRESENTATION 


Two students were selected from the high school band to 
represent East Bridgewater in the All-State Band. 


VOCAL DEPARTMENT 


Twenty-four classrooms which include grades one through 
six are taught on a bi-weekly schedule by the Music Supervisor. 
My objectives have been the following: (1) an abundant 
repertoire of rote songs; (2) a stress on note reading in order 
to improve part singing in all levels; (8) a knowledge of 
musical theory and rhythms; (4) solo and group participation 
and (5) music appreciation. . 


The boys’ choir made up of students from the fifth and 
sixth grades has been rehearsing every Tuesday at the Cen- 


tral School. During the same time, a girls’ choir also made 
up of fifth and sixth graders rehearses at the Town Hall with 
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Miss Joan E. Sawyer. A selected group of seventeen boys from 
the boys’ choir sang for the Woman’s Club on December 8, 
1955. 


All seventh and eighth graders now receive weekly music 
classes which will prove to be of great value to the student. 


The Freshman Chorus is now made up of forty students 
and is making progress with each rehearsal. They sang one 
selection at the Christmas Assembly held at the High School 
on December 23, 1955. 


The Choraleers have been augmented to a mixed chorus 
of more than eighty voices. Twenty-six members of this group 
are male voices. A smaller group can very easily be selected 
from the above number if necessary. Four members of the 
Choraleers have been selected to represent East Bridgewater 
in the All-State Chorus which will perform at Pittsfield, Massa- 
chusetts on April 7, 1956. The Choraleers have performed with 
the Community Chorus on December 18 and at the Christmas 
Assembly on December 23, 1955. 


In conclusion I would like to express my deep appreciation 
to all the elementary teachers for carrying out my assignments 
and co-operating 100% in all musical activities. Both Mr. 
Murray and Mr. Goldman have shown a great interest in the 
music department and have given me endless assistance.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the following report for 
a school year 1955-1956. 


The aim of the art program from grades 1-12 has been 
similar to that of the previous year —to help each child de- 
velop the ability to express himself freely and in an individual 
way. The program tries to give the child many experiences 
working with numerous materials and many different experi- 
ences with the same medium so that he will develop a complete 
awareness of the flexibility of each material. 


In the high school, the course also leans toward the ele- 
ments of design — the purpose being to help the student be- 


come aware of the function and selection of design in every ~ 


day life. Many of these students will complete their formal 
education at the high school level and in a few years will be ~ 
confronted with the problem of selecting and organizing the 
furniture, utensils, and decorations in their homes. Through 
the study of design the student will be better prepared for 
this project. | 


The schedule has been arranged so that in grades 1-6 each 
class is instructed by the art supervisor once'a week for 30 
minutes, with additional art work carried on by the classroom 
teacher, and in grades 7 and 8 once a week for 40 minutes. 
Elective high school classes are held twice a week for 40-minute 
periods. 


In some grades the large classes prohibit the use of certain 
available art materials. In grades 9-12 the number of students 
per class is ideal and many problems such as the shortage of 
storage space will be alleviated by the new high school. Upon ~ 
completion, the new high school art department will offer many — 
new and rich opportunities to the students. Ceramics, a new 
and rapidly growing three dimensional art form, will attract — 
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a large number of students. The facilities of the Ceramic 
equipment deserve a full year’s concentrated program rather 
than a unit of work during the general art course. The pur- 
-chasing of an inexpensive enameling outfit and other jewelry 
making supplies could foster the development of a crafts 
course. 


If the Central School art program is increased to at least 
45-minute periods, and if the new art room is furnished as 
suggested, two art teachers instead of one will be necessary as 
well as beneficial to all concerned.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Dear Mr. Christie: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Director of Ath- 
letics in the town of East Bridgewater for the year 1955. 


Physical Education is not a fad or a fancy but is funda- 
mental to all educational development. Originally, physical ed- 
ucation was considered a tool with which to carve an individual 
so that the state may benefit. Physical education is now consid- 
ered to be a way of education to secure the educational devel- 
opment of individuals with the resultant by-products of health, 
neuro-muscular skills, attitudes and proper social conduct. 


Great stress should be placed on developing the skills and 
ability of students to the point where they enjoy participation, 
particularly in recreational sports, which are the activities hav- 
ing the greatest carry-over value for adult life. This factor is 
evident due to the increase of leisure time. Ample time should 
be set aside in the high school curriculum to allow at least 
two periods a week for each student. 
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Parents should be aware of the fact that the abilities 
involved in physical education differ from those involved in 
academic subjects and therefore they should not necessarily 
expect that their children will make the same records in phys- 
ical education that they make in other high school subjects.

In comparison to last year’s physical educational classes 
there has been a definite increase both in interest and addi- 
tional classes. An important trend has been the desire of the 
freshman class to participate in the program. Thus an indi- 
cation that the need for a physical educational program in the 
lower grades is most desirable. I highly recommend a girls’ 
physical educational instructor. 


As high school athletics become more firmly established 
as a part of the educational program, an appraisal of their 
objectives is inevitable. : 


Although the championships listed in the summary might 
indicate that winning is our chief goal, it is only a by-product. 


The real goals are friendly rivalry, playing skills, good sports- 


manship and improved community relations. 
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The potentialities of teaching character and cooperation 
are unlimited, as is indicated in this concluding analysis of 
the word “Athletics.” 


The A stands for ambition—ambition to be the best pos- 
sible Player in one’s position. 


The T stands for training—the first requisite of any 
athlete. 


The H stands for honesty—honesty to oneself and one’s 
| teammates. 


The L stands for loyalty—loyalty to team and to school. 


The E stands for eligibility—without which an athlete is 
valueless to his team. 


The T stands for trustworthiness—a trait all good ath- 
letes possess. 


The I stands for improvement—which is always observ- 
able in good athletes. 


The C stands for courage—courage to do the thing that 
is right regardless of how the game is going. 


The §S stands for stick-to-it-iveness—the best trait in any 
athlete.
